felted to it; as being contrary to their own ends, and the greateſt rmpediment to that 
change. whreh they thought to introduce. 

A third To conjuyn thoſe parties of the Kingdome, which were moſt propitions to 
thery own ends, and to divide thoſe who were moſt oppoſite , which conſiſted in many 
parnicular Obſervations ; to cheriſh the Arminian part in thoſe points, wherem they 
agree with the Papiſts , ro multiply ang enlarge the difference the common 
Proteſtants, and thoſe whom they call Puritans, to introduce and countenance ſuch 
opinions and Ceremonies , 4s are fitteſt for accommodation with Popery, to encreaſe 
and maynan ignorance, looſneſſe.ard prophaneneſſe in the people: That of thoſe three 
parties, Papiſts, Arminians,and Libertines.they might cor::poſe a body fit to aft ſuch 
Comnſels and reſolutions, as were moſt ble to their own ends. 

A fourth, To diſdffett the King to Parliaments by landers,and falſe imputations, 
and by putting hin upon other ways of ſupply, which in ſhew and appearance were ful- 
lor of \advantage, then the ordinary courſe of Subſidies, though in truth they brought 
more loſſe then gain, both to the King and People , and have cauſed the diſtrattions, 
wider which we both ſuffer. | 


As in all compounded bodies, the Operations are qualified according to the 
predominant Element ; So in this mix party, the Jeſuired Councele bets, moſt 
active- 
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ative,and prevailing , may eaſily be Recovered to have had the greateſt ſway 
in all their determinations, and if they be nor prevented , axe likely to devoure 
the reſt, or ro turn them into their own nature,

riſh again having been ſomewhat dampt by the breach with Spaize in the laſt 
yeer of King James , and byhis Mazeflies Marriage with France ; the in- 
tereſts and Qounſels of that State, being not ſo contrary to the good of Rehgi- 
on; and the proſperity of this Kingdome, as thoſe of Spam; and the Papiſts of 
England having been ever more addicted to Span, then Fraxce ; yer they (till 
retained a purpoſe, and reſolution to weaken the Proteſtant parties in all parts, 
and even in Fraxce, whereby to make way for the change of Religion , ivhich 
they intended at home, 

The firſt fe and evidence of their recovery and ſtrength was the diſfolution 
of the Parliament a: Oxford , after there had been given two Subſides to His 
Majeſty;and before they received reliefin any one Gricvance,many other more 
miſerable cffeRs followed, 

The lofſe of the Roche/ Fleer, by the help of our Shippiag , ſer forth and deli- 
vered over to the French, in oppolition to the advice of Parliament, which left 

that Town without defence by Seca, and made way not only to the loſſe of that 
important place, bur likewiſe to the loſle of all the ſtrength and ſecurity of the 
Proteſtant Religion in Fraxce, ale | 

Thediverting of His Majeſlies conrſe of wars from the Weſte Indies, which 
was the moſt facile and hopefull way for this Kingdome to prevaile againſt the 
Spaniard, r5 an expencefull and ſucceſſelefſe attempt upon Cates, which was fo 
_— as if ic had rather been intended to make us weary of Warre, then to - 

roſper in 1t, 

; The precipitate breach which France by taking theix Ships to a great yalue, 
without making recompence tothe Engliſh >» whoſe goods were thereupon im- 
bar*d, and confiſcate in that Kipgdom. , 

The Peace with Spar without conſent of Parliamentcontrary tothe promiſe 
of King James to both Houſes; whereby the Palatine Cauſe wag deſerted, and 
left to c ble and hopeleſſe Treaties, which, for the moſt part, were mana-+ 
ged by tho. who might juſtly be ſuſpcRed to be no Friends tothat Cauſe, 

The charging of the Kingdom with Bullited Souldiers in all parts of it, and 
that Concomitant defigne of Germane Horſe , that the Land might either ſub- 
mit with fear, or be enforced with rigour to ſuch Arbitrary Concributions , as 
ſhould be required of them, 

The diffolving of the Parliament in the ſecond yeer of His Majeſties Raign, 
after a Declaration of their intent, to grant five Subſidies. 

The exaRing of the like proportion of five Subfidies after the Parliament dif- 
ſolved, by Commiſſion of Loan; and divers Gentlemen and others npeilocien 
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for not yielding to pay that Loan,whereby many of them contrated ſuch ſick 
neſſes,as colt them their lives, Great ſummes of Money required, and raiſcd by 
Privy Seals. An unjuſt and pernicious atteinpt to extort | gun] 4 from 
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the SubjeRt , by way of Exciſe ; and a Commiſſion iſſued under Seale to that 


purpoſe. The Petition of Right, which was granted in full Parliament, blaſted 
with an illegall Declaration,to make it defiru$tive to it ſelfe , tothe power of 
Parliament; to the Liberty of the SubjeR. and t6 that purpeſe Printed with it ; 
and the Petition made of no uſe, but ro ſhew the bold and preſumpruous inju- 


liceof ſuch Miniſters as durſt break the Laws, and ſuppreſſe the Liberties of . 


the Kingdom, after they had bin ſo ſolemnly and evidently declared. 

Another Parliament diſſolved, 4 Car. the Priviledge of Parliament broken, 
by impriſoning divers Members of the Houſe, detaining them cloſe Priſoners 
for many moncths rogerher , withour the libcrty of uſing Books, Pen, Inke. or 
Paper denying them all the comforts of life, all means ot preſervaticn of health, 
not permitting their wives to come to them , even in time of their ficknelle. 
And for the compleating of that cruelty , after yeers ſpent in ſuch miſerable du- 
rance.depriving them of the neceſſary means of Spirituall conſolation, not ſuffe- 
ring them to foe abroad to enjoy Gods Ordinances in Gods Houſe, or Gods 
Miniſters to come to them , to adminiſter comfort unto them in their private 
Chambers : and to keep them till in this oppreſſed condition , not admitting 
them to te bailed according to T.aw, yet vexingthem with Informations in in» 
feriour Counts, ſentencing and fining ſome of them for mattersdone in Parlias 
ment, and extorting the payments of thoſe Fines from them, enforcing others to 
pur in ſecurity of good behaviour,before they could be releaſed. 

The impriſonment of the reſt which refuſed to be bound , ill continued ; 
which might have been perpetuall, ifnecefſity had nor. the laſt yeer, brought a- 
nother Parliament to relieve them;of whom one died. by the cruclry and harſh- 
neſſe of his impriſonment, which would admit of no telaxation, notwithſtand- 
ing the imminent danger of his life , did ſufficiently appeare by the declaraticn 


of his Phyſician ; And his releaſe , or atleaſt , his refreſhment, was ſought by 


many hnible Petitions. And his bloud fill cryes cither for vengeance , or re- 
pentanee of thoſe Miners of State , who are ag once obſtruRed thecourſe, 
both of his Majeflies Juſtice and Mercy. 

Lipon the diffolution of both theſe Parliaments , untrue and ſcandalous De- 
clarations publiſhed, to aſperſe their proceedings, and ſome of their Members, 
unju'tly to make them odious,and colour the violence which was uſed againſt 
them, Proclamations ſer out to the ſame purpoſe ; and to the great deje&ing 
of the hearts of the people, forbidding them, even wo ſpeak of Parliaments. 

Afcer the breach of che Parliament in the fourth yeer of His Ma,eTy , Inju- 
tice, Oppreſſion, and Violence,broke in upon us, without any reflraint or mo- 
deration ; and yet the firſt projet , was the great ſummes exated thorow the 


whole 


( 
thole Kingdom, for defaule of Kni [2 , Which ſeemed to have ſome co- 
zur and ſhaduw of a Law; yer if ir rightly examined by that obſolete Law 
'hich was prerended for it, it would be found to be againſt all the rules of Ju- 
ice, both in reſpeR of the perſons charged che proportion of the Fines deman- 
led, and the ablurd and unreaſonible nanner of their proceedings. Tonnage 
and Poundage hath b-en received without colour or pretence of Law : many 
other heavy inpoltions cuntinyed agiint Law ; and tome fo unreatonable, 
that the ſunme ofthe charge, exceed; rhe value of the Goods, The Buoke of 
Rares lately inhanſed to a high proportion ; and ſich Merchints as would not 
ſabmir to their illegall and unreatonavle payments , were vexed and oppreſſed 
above mcalure; ad the ordinary courſe of Jutlice. the common Burch-right of 
the Subje&t of England, wholly ob{truSed unto them. And although all this 
was taken upon pretence of guarding the Sea-yert a new and unheard of Tax of 
Ship-money was deviſed, upon the ſame pretence, By both which , there was 
charged upon the Subjet neer 700000 pounds fome yeeres ; and yer the Mer- 
chants have beene left ſo n1ked to the violence of Turkiſh Pycars that many 
=_ Ships of value, and thouſands of His Majeſties Subjects have bin taken 
y them, and do ill remayn in miſerable ſhvery. 
The enlargment of Forretts, contrary to (arta de Foreſts, and the compoti- 
tion thereupon. The exaCtions of Coat and Conduct Money , and divers other 
- Military charges. The taking away the Arms'of the Fraincd Bands of divers 
Counties. The deſperate defigoe © mg all the Gun-poywder into one 
hand, keeping ic in the Tower of L , and fetring fo high a Rate upon it, 
that the poorer ſort1ere not able to buy it , norcould any have it without Li- 
cenſe; thereby to leave the ſeverall parts of the Kingdome deſtitute of their ne- 
ceſſary defence; & by ſelling fo dear that which was ſold to make an unlawtull 
advantage of it, to the great charge and derriment of the SubjeR , the generall 
deſtrution of the Kings Timber,eſpecially that m che Forret of Near, fold to 
Papiſts, which was the beſt Store-houſe of this Kingdom,for the mayntenance 
of our Shipping. The taking away of mens right, under colour of the Kings 
title to Land berween high and low water-marks. The Monopolies of Svuape, 
Salt, Wine, Leather, Sea-coal , and in a manner, of all things of mot com- 
mon and neceſſary uſe. The reſtrginr of the Liberties of the SubjeRs th their ha- 
bication, Trades, and other Interef.Their vexation and oppreſſion by Purvey- 
ors, Clerks of the Marker, and Salt-Peter-men. The ſale of pretended Nuzan- 
ces, as Buildings in and about Londen, converſion of Arable into Paſture;con- \ 
tinuance of Paſture, under the name of depopulation , have drawn many Mil- 
lions out of the Subje&s Purſes, without any conſiderable profit to his Majeſty, 
Large ities of Common, and ſeverall Grounds, have been taken from the 
_ R, by colour of the Statute of Improvement , and by abuſe of the Com- 
Sewers, without their conſent, and again ir, Nan deter 
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IntereAt,but alto publike faith have bin 08 in ſeizing of the mony and Buſ- 
lion in the Mint; and the whole Kingdom like to be robb'd ar once, in-that ab- 
ominablc projet of Baſle Money. Great numbrrs of his Majeftics SubjeRs, 
for refuſing thoſe unlaw full charges , have beene ycxt with long and expenhye 
{uits; ſome fined and cenſured , others commirted to long and hard im, riſon- 
ments and confinements, to thc lofſe of health of many, of life in lome z and 0- 
thers have had theic bouſes broken up, theic goods ſeized, ſome have beene re- 
[trained from their lawtull Callings: Ships have been interrupted in their Voy- 
ages, furprized at Sca in an Hoſtile manner by Projectors , as by a common 
Enemy : Merchants prohibired to unlade their goods in fuch Ports,as were for 
their own advantage, and fo:ced to bring them to thoſe place,,which were moſt 
for the adyantages of the Monopolizers and Projetorts. The Court of Star- 
chamber hath abounded in extravagant cenſures, not only for the maynrenance 
and improvement of Monopolies, and other unlawfull taxcs ; but for divers 0- 
ther Cauſes, where there hath been no offence. or very ſmall; whereby his Ma» 
jeſtics SubjeRs have beene oppreſſed by grievous Fines, perm Sg: 
manzings, Mutilations, Whippings, Pillories, Gags, Conftinements, 
ments; after ſo rigid a manner, as hath not only deprived men of the fociery of 
their friends, exerciſe of their profeſſions, comfort of Books , uſe of Paper or 
Ink,but even violated that neer Union, which God hath eſtabliſht berwixe Men 
and their Wivcs, by forced and conſtrained ſeparation; whereby they have bin 
bereaved of the comfort & converſation one of another-for many yeers together 
without hope of relicf; if God had not by his oyer-ruling Providence, given 
ſome interruption to the prevailing power , and Counſell-of thoſe who were. 
the Authors and Promoters of {uch peremprory and heady cuurſes, 
Judges have bin pur out of their places, for refuſing ro do agannit their Oaths, 
and Conlciences : Others have bin ſo awed,that they durit not do their dutics, 
and the berrer ro hold a rod over them, the Clauſe quam die ſe bene geſſern was 
left out of their Patents, and a new Clauſe Dwraxe bene placito inſerted. Laws 
yers have been checkr, for being faichfull ro their Clients; Solicitors and Atturs, 
neycs have bin threarned, and tome puniſhed for following lawfull Suits; And, 
by this means all the approaches to Juſtice were jnterrupred and 9 
New Oaths have bin forced upon the SubjeR againſt Law ; new Judicatories 
creed without Law : The Councell Table have, by their Orders , offercd to 
bind the Subjetts in their Free-holds. Eſtates, Suits, and Actions. The prerend- 
cd Court of the Earl Afarſball was Arbitrary, and Illegall in irs being , and 
proccedings. The Chancery, Exchequer-chamber, Court of Wards, and other, 
E nglith Courts have bin grievous in exceeding their Juriſdiction. The cſtat 
of 1nny Farmlics weakned;and ſome ur) 4 exceſſive Fines, cxated from 
them for Compoſitions of Wardſhips.' All Leaſes of above a hundred yeexcs 
made to draw on Wardſhip contrary to Law. Lladuc ponccoiings-afplignia 
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finding of Offices, to make the Jury finde for the King, The Common-law 
Courts, {ceing all Men more inclined to ſeek Juſtice there, where it may be fir- 
ted to their own deſire, are known frequently to forſake the Rules of the Com- 
mon-law: and ſtraining beyond their bounds , under pretence of equiry to doe 
Injuſtice. Titles of Honour, Judiciall places, Serjeantſhips at Law , and other 
Offices have bin fold for great ſummes of money ; whereby the commgn Ju- 
{tice of the Kingdom hath bin much endangered, not only by opening away of 
employment in places of great truſt, and advantage to Men of weak parts ; but 
alſo by giving cccafion to Bribery, Extortion, Partiality ; Ir ſeldom hapning 
that places _—_— are well uſed. Coinmiſſons have bin granted for exami- 
ning the exceſle of Fees : and whengreat exactions have bin diſcovered, Com- 
pohtions have bin made with Delinquents, not only for the time paſt, bur like- 
wiſe for immunity and ſecurity in offending, for the time to come; which under 
colour of remedy, hath but confirmed,and encrealed the Grievance tothe Sub- 
je&t. The uſuall courſc of pricking Sheriffs, not obſerved, but many times She- 
riffs made in an extraordinary way; ſomtimes as a puniſhment and charge un- 
to them ; ſometimes ſuch were pricked out.as would be Inſtruments to cxccure 
whatſoever they would have to be done 

The Biſhops and the reſt of the Clergy, did triumph in the Suſpenſions, Ex- 
communications, Deprivations, and Degradations of divers painfull, learned 
and pious Miniſters, in the vexation, and grieyous oppreſſion of great numbers, 
of His Majcſties good Subjets. The High Commiſſion grew to fuch exceſle of 
ſharpneſle and ſeyerity, as was not much lcfſe then the Romiſh Inquiſition ; 
and yet in many caſes by the Archbiſhops power, was made much more hea- 
vy'» being aſſiſted, and ſtrengthned by author'ry of the Councell Table. 

The Piſhops, and theic Courts, were as eager in the Countrey;and although 
their Jurildition could not reach fo high in 1igour , and extremity of ow 
ment, yer were they no lefſe grievous, in reſpeR cf the generality , and multi- 
i of vexations. which lighting upon the meaner fort of Tradcſniep , and 
Artificers, did impoveriſh many thouſands , and ſo afli&t and trouble 
that great numbers, to avoid their miſcries , departed out of the Kingd 
ome into New England, and other parts of America.others into Helangon 
they have tranſported their Manufactures of Cloth, which is not only a lofſe by 
diminiſhing the preſent rock of the Kingdom, bur.a great milchiefe by impai- 
ting and endangering the lofle of that peculiar Trade of Cloathing,which hath 
bin a plentifull Fountain of Wealth and Honour to this Nation. Thoſe were 
fitteſt for Ecclefiaſticall preferment, and ſoonelt obtained it, who were moſt 
officious in promoting ſuperſtition,moſt virulent in rayling againſt Codlineſſe, 


and Honeſty, 
The moll, publike and ſolemine Sermons before His Majeſty were , either to 


adyance Prerogative aboye Law, and Decry the property of the Subje , or 
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ful of iuch Kind of invecuves; wherby they might make thoſe odious who ſoughe 
to mnayntain the Religion Laws, and Liberticfof th: Kingdome; and ſuch men 
were lure to be weeded out of the Connnithon of the Peace , and out of all ©» 
ther employments of power in the Government of the Countrey, Many noble 
Perſonages were Counccllors inname ; but the power and authority reinayned 
in a few of ſuch, as were molt addicted ro this party ; whoſe relolutions,& des 
terminations were bro»pi1t to the Table for countenance & execution & not for 
debate, and deliberation; and ny Man could offer tro oppote them, without dif+ 
grace, and hazard to hinitelfe : Nay.all thoſe that did not wholly concurre and 
actively contribute to the furtherance cf their defignes , thoi gh otherwile per» 
ſons of never to great Honuur, and Abilitics, were fo far from being employed 
in aty place of Truſt, and pow cr. that they were negleAcd , dilcountenanced, 
and upon all occaſions injured and opprefied. This Faction was growne to 
that height, and. entirenefle of power, that now they began to think of iniſh+ 
ingthcir Work, which conſiſted of theſe three parts. 

1 The Government muſt be ſet free from all reſtramt of L.ws, concerning our 
Perſons and States, 

2 There muſt be a C onjunttion betwixt Papiſts and Preteſtants in Dottrine, 
Diſcipline, and {eremonies; ory it muſt net yet be called Poperie, 

3 The Puritans under which name , they include all thoſe that deſire to preſerve 
the Laws. and Liberties of the Kmgdome, and to mamtam Religion m the power of 
u ; muſt be either roxed out of the Kingdome with force, or drrven out with feare. 
For the effett ng of this, It was thought neceſſary to red:1ce Scorland ro ſuch Popiſh 
Superſtitions, and Innovations. as mught make them apt to joe 19th England , m 
tha great change which was intended. 1 erenpon new ( anons, and a new Litnrgie 
were preſt upon them: and whes they refs. ſed to admit of them , an Army was raiſed 
to force them to it, towards which whe (lergie, and thegÞ ap:/ts were very forward 
im their contribution. The Scots lthewiſe raſed an A for their defence ; And 
when both Armies were come together, ard ready for a bloudy excounter, His Mas - 
1eſt ies own gracious dripoſition, and the Comncell of the Engliſh Nobilitieand euti- 
full ſubmiſſion of the Scots, did ſo far prevail againit the evil] Conncell of others, 
that a Pacification ws made, and His Majeſtic returned with Peace, and much ho- 
aozr zo London. : 

The unexpeRcd reconeiljation was mo't acceptable to all the Kingdom, ex- 
crpt to the malignant party, whereof the Archbiſhop and the Earle of Strafford 
being heads, they and their faftion begun to inveigh againſt che Peace, and to 
aggravatethe proceeding of the States, which ſo incenſed his Majeſty, that hee 
forthwith prepared again for War. And ſuch was their confidence;that having 
corrupted and diſternpered the whole frame and Government of the Kingdorp, 
they did now hope to Corrupt that which was the onely meanes to reſtore all 
'0 a rjght frame and temper again ; to which cnd.chey perſwaded His Majeſty 


to 
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ro call a Parliament, not to ſeeke counſel and advice of them, bur to dravy 
countenance and ſupply from them, and engage the whole Kingdome in theic 
Quarrell : and in the mean time, continued all their unjuſt Levies of Money, 
reſolving cither to makeſthe Parliament pliant ro their Will , and to eſtabliſh 
miſchiete by a Law, orclſe tobreak ic ; and with more colour to goe on by 
violence, to take what they could not obtain by conſent. The ground alleaged 
for the juſtification of this War was this, 

That the undutifull Demands of the Parliaments of Scotland, was a ſuffici- 
ent reaſon for His Majefly to take Armes againſt them , without hearing the 
Reaſon of thoſe Demands; And thereupon a new Army was prepared againſt 
them, their Ships were ſeized in all Ports. both of England and [re/arnd, and at 
Sea, Their Peritions rejected , their Commiſſhoners refuled Audience. This 
whole Kingdome moſt miſcrably diſtempered with Levies of Men and Money, 
and Imprilonments of thole who denicd to ſubrmit to thoſe Levies. The Earle 

.of Strafford palt into Jrelard, cauſed the Parliament there to declare againſt 
the Scots, to give fourc Subſidies towards that War ; and toingage thernſeives, 
their lives and fortunes for the proſecution of it.and gave directions for an Ar- 
my of cight thouſand foot, ms one thouſand horſe, to be levied there, which 
were for the molt part Papiſts. The Parliament met upon the thirteenth of *.A- 
prill one thouſand 1x hundred and forty. The Earle of Strafford, and Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, with their Party ſo prevailed with His Majeſty, that the 
Honſe of Commons was preſt to yield to a Supply for maintenance of the War 
with Scorhond , before they had provided any relicfe for the great and preſſing 
Grievances of the people , which being againſt the fundamenrall Priviledge 
and proceeding of Parliament, was yet in humble reſpeR to his Majefty, fo far 
admirted . as that they agreed to rake the matter of Supply into conſideration, 
andtwo ſeverall days it was debued. Twelve Subſidies were cemanced for 
the releaſe of Ship-money alone ; A third day was appointed for Concluſion, 
when the Heads of that Party begun to feare the people might cloſe with the 
King in fatisfying his defire of Money : Bur that withall they were like to blaſt 
their malicious deſipnes againſt Scorlard, finding them very much indifpoſcd ty 
vive any countenance to that War, 

Thereupon they wickedly adviſed the King to break off the Parliament, and 
to return to the ways of Confuſion , in which their owne evil intentions were 
moſt Ike to proſper and ſucceed. 

After the Parliamenr ended the fifch of Afay , one thouſand &x bundred and 
. forty, this Party grew fo bold , as to-counſell the King ro Supply Himtelfe our 
of His Subj:-&s flates by his uwn Power, at his own Will, without their con- 
ſent, The very next day » ſome Members of bath Hoyſer had their Studies and 
Cabinets, yea their Pockets ſearched : Another of them nor long after was 
committed cloſe priſoner, for not delivering ſome Petitions which hee recerved 
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by authorny ot that Fowſe, and if Le courſes were intended ( as was re- 
ported) it 15 very probable that the ſickneſſe of the Earle of Strafford , and the 
Tumultuous rifing in Sourhwarke , and about Lambeth , were the caules that 
ſuch violent intentions were not brought to execution. A falſe and ſcandalous 
Declaration againſt the Houſe of Commons , was publiſhed in His Majeſties - 
Name, which yet wrought little effeR with the people, bur only to manifeſt the 
unpudence of thuſe who were Authors of it. 

A forced Loan of money was attemptcd in the City of London. © 

The Lord Major and Aldermen in their ſeverall Wards enjoyned to bring. 
mn a Lift of the Names of ſuch perſons aSthey judged fitto lend, and of the 
ſum they ſhould lend- And ſuch Aldermen as refuſed ſo to doe,were committed 
to priſon. 

The Archbiſhop and the other Biſhops and C lergie continued the Convocation, 
and by a new Commiſſion turged it to a Provincuall Synod, in which by an un- 
heard-of preſumprion, they made Canons that containe in them matty matters 
contrary tothe Kings Prerogative , to the fundamentall Laws and Statures of 
the Realme, to the right of Parliaments, to the Property and Lib:rry of the Sub- 
je, and matters tending to ſedition. and of dangerous conſequence , thereby 
eſtabliſhing their own Uſurpations, juſtifying their Altar-worſhip , and thoſe 
other ſuperititious Innovations, which they formerly introduced without war - 
rant of Law.. 

They impoſed a new Oath upon'divers of his Majcſties SubzeRs , both Ec- 
cleſraiticalland Lay, tor mayntenance of their own Tyranny ; and laid a great 
Tax upon the — for Supply of his Majely ; and generally they ſhewed 
themſelves very aftcctionate to the War with Scorland , which was by ſome of 
chem (tyled Bellum Epiſcopale ; and a Prayer compoſed , and _ to be 
read in all Churches, calling the Scots Rebels , to put the rewo Nations into 
bloud, and inake them irreconcilcable. All thoſe pretended Canons and Conſtt- 
trrons were armed with the ſeverall Cenſures of Supenſron, Excommunication, 
Deprivation, by which they would have thruſt out all the good Miniſters , and 
molt of the well affeRed people of the Kingdome , and left an eafic paſſage to 
their owne Deſigne of Reconciliation with Rome. The Popi(ſh party enjoyned 
ſuch Exemptions from the Penall Laws, as amountedto a Tolleration , beſides 
many other encouragements, and Court favours : They had a Secrctary of 
State, Sir Francis Windibark_, a powerfull Agent for the ſpeeding of ul their 
deſires, a Popes Nuntio reſiding here to aR and governe then according to ſuch 
;nfluences as he received from Rome , and to intercede for them with the moſt 
powerfull concurrence of the forreigne Princes of that Religion : By his autho- 
rity the Papiits of all ſorts, Nobility, Gentry, and Clergy were convocated, af- 
rer the manner of a Parliament ; new Juriidictions were exceed of m_—_ 
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Archbiſtops, Taxes levied , another A within this State indepen- 
dant in Government, contrary in iptereſt and affeRion, ſecretly corrupting the 
;gnorant, or negligent profeſſors of our Religion, and cloſely uniting and com- 
bining themſelves againſt fuch as were ſound , in this poſture waiting for an 
opportunitic by force to deliroy thoſe, whom they could not hope to ſeduce. For 
the cffeing whereof , they were ſtrengthened with Armes and Munition, en- 
couraged by ſuperſtitious Prayers, enjoyned by the Nancio to be weekly made 
for the prolperity of ſome great deſigne, And ſuch power had they at Courr, 
that ſecretly a Commiſſion was iflued our , intended to be iſſued to ſoine great 
Men of that profeſſion for the levying of Souldiers , and to command and em- 
ploy them according to private Inſtructions, which wee doubt were framed for 
the advantage of thoſe who were the contrivers of them : His Majeltics Trea- 
ture was conſumed, his Revenue anticipated , His Servants and Officers com- 
pelled to lend great fiuns of money ; Multitudes were called to the Conncell Tam 
ble, who were tired with long attendances there, for retuling illegall payments. 
The Priſons were filled with their Commitments; many of the Sheriffs tummo- 
ned into the Srar Chamber, and tome impriſoned for not being quick enough in 
levying the Ship-money, the people languiſhed under grief,and-feare.no vilible 
hope being left, bur in deſperation. The Nobility began ro be weary of their 
filence, and patience, and ſenſible of the dury,and truſt which belongs to them: 
and thereupon ſome of the moſ{ eminent of chem did petition his Majeſty at 
ſuch a time when evill Councels were fo ſtrong, that they had reaſon to expeR 
more hazard to themſclves , then cedrefſe of thoſe publick evils for which they 
interceded: whileſt the Kingdom was m this agitation and diftemper, the Scots 
reſtrained in their trades, impoveriſhed by the loſe of many of their Ships, be- 
reaved of all poſſibility of ſatisfying His Majelty by any naked Supplicaticn, 
entred with a powerfull Army into the Kingdom, and without any hoſtile A&t 
or ſpoile in the Countrey as they paſſed . more then forcing a paſſage over the 
Tyne at Newborne, neer Newcaſtle, poſleſſcd themiclves of Newcaſtle, and had 
a faire opportunity to preſſe on further upon' the Kings Army : but duty and 
reverenceto His Majeſly, and brotherly love to the Engliſh Nation, made them 
Nay there, whereby the King had leiſure tocntercain better Councels ; wherein 
God fo bleſſed and directed him. that he ſummoned the great Counccll of Peers 
ro meet at Torke , upon the ewenty fourth of September , and there declared a 
Parliament to begin the thirgof November then following. The Scots the firlt 
day of the great Councell, preſented an humble Petition to His Majeſty, wher- 
upon the Treaty was appointed at Kippor. A preſeut Ceſſation of Arms agreed 
upon : and the full Concluſion of all differences referred to the wiſdowe and 
care of the Parhament. Atour firſt meeting, all Oppolitions ſeemed to vaniſh, 
the miſchief; were fo evident, whieh thoſe evill Councellors produced. that no 
Man durft ftand up to defend them, Yetthe worke it ſelf afforded difficulty e- 
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nough. The multiplicd evils and corruption of {1xteene yeeres Arengthened b 
cultome and authority, and the concurrent intereſt of tnany powerfull Delin- 
quents were now to be brought to judgement and reformation. The Kings 
Houwhold was to be provided for. they had brought him to that want, that he 
coultnor ſupply h1s ordinary, and neceſſary expences, without the aſſiſtance of 
his reople. Two Armics were to be payed, which amounted very neer to eighty 
thoutand poui:ds a moneth; the o_ were to be tenderly charged, having bin 
f-r:ncily exhauſted with many burthenſome Projects. 
The difficulties ſeemed to be inſuperable , which by the Divine Pro- 
vidence wee have overcome. The Contraricties incompatible , which yer in 
a great meaſure we have reconciled. Six Subſidies have bin granted, and a Bill 
ot Poll-moncy, which if it be duely levied may cquall fix Subſidies more,in 
all ix hundred thouſand pounds. Beſides wee haye contracted a Debrto the 
Scots of 220 thouſand pounds ; and yet God hath fo bleſſed the endeavours of 
this Parliament, that the Kingdome is a great gainer by all thele charges. The 
$hip-moncy 15 aboliſhed , which ceſt the Kingdome above 200 thouſand 
pounds a yccr, The Coat and ConduR money, and other Military charges, are 
raken away , which in many Countries amounted to little lefle then the Shi 
money. The Menopolies are all ops , whereof ſome few did prejudice & 
Subject, above a Million yeerly. The Soap an hundred thouſand pounds ; the 
Wine three hundred thouſand pounds ; the Leather muſ? needs exceed both : 
and Salt could be no lefle then that ; beſides the inferiour Monopolies , which 
if they could be exa ly computed, would make up a great ſumme.That which 
is more beneficial then al this is,thatthe root of theft evils is taken away which 
was the arbitrary power pretended to be in his Majeſty, of taxing the Subje&, 
or charging their eſtates without conſent in Parliament,which is now declared 
to be againſt Law, bythe judgment of both Howſes, and likewile by an AR of 
Parliament. Another ſep of great advantage is this : the living Grievances, 
the eyill Councellors and Actors of theſe miſchiefs have bin fo quelled, by the 
juſtice done upon the Earle of Strefford, the flight of the Lord Finch , and Se- 
cretary Windibank,, The accuſation and impriſonment of the Archbiſhop of 
Canterburie, of Jadge Bartlet, and the impeachment of divers other Biſhops 
and Judges, that it is like not onely to be an caſe to the preſent times but a pre- 
{e vation tothe future. The diſcontinuance of Partiaments is prevented by the 
Bill for a Triemall Parhament, and the abrupt diſſolution of this Parliament 
by another Bill ; by which it is provided, it ſhall nor be diffolved or adjours. 
ned without the conſent of both Houſes. 
Which rwo Laws well conſidered, may be thought more advantageous then 
all the former , becauſe they ſecure a full operation of the preſent remedy, 
and afford a pecpewall Spring, of ren.edies for the furure : The Star-cham- 
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ber, the High Commiſſion, the Courts of the Preſident , and Conncell in the 
North, were ſo many forges of miſery, oppreſſion, and violence, and are all ta- 
ken away, whereby men are more ſccured in their perſons, liberties and eflates, 
then they could be by any Law or Example for the regulation of thoſe Courts, 
or Terrour of the Judges ; The immoderate power of the Conncell Table and 
the exceſſive abuſe of that powee 1s ſo ordered and re(trained that we may well 
liope that no ſuch things as were frequently done by them, to the prejudice of 
the publique liberty, will appear 1n future times but onely in Stories, to give us 
and our poltecity mure occaſion to praiſe God for his Majeflics goodnefle, and 
the faithfull endeavours of this Parkament. The (Canons. and the power of Ca- 
non-making. are blaſled by the Vote of both Howſes, The exorbitant power of 
Biſhops and cheir Courts, are much abated , by fome Proviſions inthe Bull a- 
gainlt the High Commiſſion Court. The Authours of the many Innovations iti 
Doctrine and Ceremonies ; The Miniſters that have bin ſcandalous in their 
hves, have bin ſo terrified ia juſt complaints and acculations that we may well 
hope they will be more modeſt for the time to come ; cithec inwardly convicted 
by the ;ght of their own folly, or outwardly ceſtrained by the ferr of puniſh- 
mem. The Forreſts are by a good Law reduced to their right bounds ; the en- 
croach nents and oppreflions of the Sraxnerie Conrts ; The Extortions of the 
{lerke of the Market, and the compulſion of the SubjeR to receive the Order 
of Knighthood againſt his will, paying of 'Fines for not receiving it , and the 
vexations preceedings theres. pon for levying of thoſe Fines. are by other benc+ 
ficiall Laws reformed and prevented. Many excellent Lawes and proviſions 
. ace in preparation for removing the inorainate power, vexation and vſurpation 
of Biſhops for reformirg, the pride and idleneſſe of many of the C lergie, for ea- 
{ng the people of unnecefſary Ceremonies in Religion , for cenſuring and re- 
mo» ing unworthy and unprofitable Miniſters; and for maintaining godly and 
diligent Preachers throvgh the Kingdom : Other things of mayn importance 
for tle good of this Kingdom, are in propoſition though little could hitherto be | 
done. in 1cgard of the many other more prefſing buſineſſes, which yer befoce the 
end cf this Sefſien, wee ape may receive ſome pregreſie and perfeRion. The 
eſtabliſhing and orcecing the Kings Revenue, that ſo the abuſe of Ofticers,and 
ſuperfluity of expences may be cur off. and the neceſſiry disburſments for his 
Majeſtics Honour, the defence and government of the Kingdome may be more 
certainly provided for. The regulating of Courts of Juſtice, and abridgitig 
both the delays and charges of 'Law Suits ; The ſcrling of ſome good courſes 
for preventing the exportation of Gold and Silver , an the inequality of ex- 
changes berw1xt us and other Nations, for the advancing of native Commodi- 
ties, increaſe of our ManufaFnres, an:| well ballancing of Trade, whereby the 
Stock of the Kingdom may be increaſed , or ar leaſt kept from impairing ,' as 
through negleRt hereof it hath done: ur many yeers laſt Paſt ; For A” 
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the Herring fiſhing, upon our own —_ which will be of mighty aſe in the 
imployment ot the poore , and a plentifull Nurlery of Mariners for inabling 
the Kingdome in any great Aftion. The oppoſitions, obflructions, and other 
Difficulties wherewith we have bin encountred. and which ({i1] lie in our way 
with ſome ſtrength and much obflinacie are theſe:The malignant Party whom 
we have formerly deicribed, to be the A Rgrs and Promoters of all our miſery, 
they have taken heart again ; They have been able to prefer ſore of theic own 
Fa *tors and Avcnts to degrees of honour , to places of trult and employment 
even during the Parliament. They have cndcavoured to work in his Majeſty il! 
impreſſions and opinions of Our Proceedings,as if wehad alrozcther done our 
own work, and not His, and had obtained trom him many things very preju- 
diciall ro the Crown, both in reipe& of Prerogative and Profit. To wipe our 
this ſlander, Wee think good onely to ſay thus much : That all that Wee have 
done, is for His Majeſty, His Greatneſſe, Honour , and Support , when Wee 
yicld to give ewenty five thoutand pound a monerh for the rehiete of the Nor- 
thern Countrics, this was given to the King , for hee was bound to prote& his 
Subyccts, they were lis Majeltics evill Counſellors , and their ill inſtruments 
ehat were Actors 1n thoſe grievances which brought in the Scors : and if His 
Majeſty pleaſe to force thoſe who were the Authours of this War to make {4- 
tisfaCtion, as hee might juſtly and eaſily doe, it ſcems m:y reaſonable that the 
people might well be excuſed from taking upon them this arthen, being alto- 
gether inwocent and free from being any cauſes of it. 

When we undertook the charge of the Army, which coſt above 50009 1. a 
moneth, was not this given to the King 2? was itnot his Majeſtics ariny ? were . 
not all the Commanders under contra with H1s Majeſty at higher cates and 
greater wages then ordinary ? and have not wee taken upon us todiſcharge all 
the brotherly afſitance of three hundred thouſand pounds which wee gave the 
Scors? was it not toward repaire of thoſe damages and lofles which they recei- 
ved from the Kings ſhips, and from his Minifers > Thee three particulars a- 
mount to above 1100. thouſand pound , befides his Majeſty hath reccived by 
impoſitions upon Merchandiſe at leaſt 400 thouſand pounds ; fo that his Ma- 
Jcſty hath had out of the SubjeRts purſe ſince the Parliament began.one Million 
and an half, and yet theſe men can be fo impudent; as to tell His Majeſty, that 
we have done nothing for him. As to the ſecond branch of this flander , wee 
acknowledge with much thankfulneſſe that His Majeſty hath paſſed more good 
Bils to the advantage of the Subjects then have bin in many ages ; but withall 
we cannot forget,that theſe venemous counſels did manifeſt themſelves in ſome 
endeavours t6 hinder theſe good Atts : and for both Houſes of Parliament we 
may with truth and modeſty fay thus much. That we haveever bin carefull nut 
w dclire any thing that ſhould weakenthe Crowne either in juſt profit or uſe- 
full power. The trienniall Parliament, for the marter of it, doth nor extend to 
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ſo much as by Law we ought to have NS ired » there being ewo Statutes ſill 
in force for a Parliamenrtro be once a yeer; and for the manner of it; it is in the 
Kings power \, that it ſhall never rake effe&t if he by a timely fumnmons ſhall 
prevent any other way of aſſembling. In the Bill for continuance of this pre- 
ſent Parliament, there ſeems'to be ſome reſtraint of the Royall Power in diſ- 
ſolving of Parliaments, nor'to take it our of the Crown, but to ſuſpend the exe- 
cotion of it for this time and occaſion onely , which was fo neceſſary for the 
Kings own ſecurity, and the publike Peace; that without it wee could nor have 
undertaken 2ny of theſe great charges , "but muſt have left both the Armies to 
diforder and confuſion ; and the whole Kingdome to bloud and rapine. The 
Star-chamber was much more fruitfull in oppreſſion then in profit , rhe great 
fines being for the moſt part given away , 'and the reſt Ralled at long times, 
Thefines of the High Commiſſion were in themſelves unjuſt and feldome or 
never came into the Kings Purſe. Theſe foure- Bils are particularly and more 
ſpecially inſtanced, in the ref{ there will not be found ſo much as a ſhadow of 
prejudice to the Crown. They have ſought to diminiſh vur reputation with the 
people, arid to bring them out of love with Parliaments : the aſperfions which 
they have attempred this way , have bin tuch as theſe, That wee have (pent 
much time and little, eſpecially in choſe grievances' which concerne . Re- 
ligion. Thatthe Parliament is a burthen to the Kingdom by the abundance of 
Protetions which hinder Juſtice and Trade , and by many Subkdics granted, 
much more heavy then any they formerly endured ; ro which there is a ready 
anſwer : if che time ſpent in' this Parliament be confidered in relation back- 
ward to the long growth and deep roct of thoſe grievances, which wee have re- 
move1, to the powerfull ſupports of thoſe Delinquenes which wee have per- 
ſued, to the great neceſſities and other charges of the Commonwealth for which 
we have provided : or if it be conſidered in relation forward to many advan- 
tages, which not onely the preſent, but future ages are like to reap by the good 
Laws and other proceedings in this Parliament , wee doubr not burie will be 
thought by all indifferent judgeinents, that our time hath bm much berter im- 
ployed then in a far greater proportion of tirhe in many former Parliaments 
pur together; and the charges which have bin laid upon the SubjeR,& rhe other 
inconveniences which they have born, will ſeem very light in refpeR of the be- 
nefit they have and may receive. And for the matter of proreRions,, the Par- 
lamentis ſoſenſible of it.that therein they intend to give them wharſoeyer caſc 
may Aand with Honour and Juſtice ; 2nd arc ina way of paſſing a Bill to give 
them ſatisfaFjon. They have fought by many ſubtile practices, to cauſe jeatou- 
hes and divifions berwixt us and our ren of Scotland; by flandering their 
proceedings and intentions towards us, * and: by ſecret endeavonrs to. in{tigate 
and incenſe thera and ugone againſt another. They have: had ſuch a _ of 
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Biſhops and popiſh Lords in the Huufe b/ Peres as hath cauſed much oppoſi- 
tion and dclay in the proſecution of Delinquents , hindred the proceedings of 
divers good Bils paſſed in the Coinmons honkc , concerning the ceformarion of 
fundry great abufes and corruptions both in Church and State, They have la« 
boured to ſeduce and corrupt ſome of the Commons Houſe, to draw therh into 
conſpiracies and combinations againlt the liberty of the Parliament : And by 
their inſtruments and agents they have attenpred wo difaffeRt ani difcontent 
his Majellies Army, and to ingage i for the maynrenance of their wicked and 
ztairerous deſignes, the keeping up of Biſhops in-vores and funRions , and by 
force to compel! the Parliament to order, limit, and diſpoſe chetr proceedings 
in ſuch manner as might beſt concur with the mtentions of this dangerous and 
potent 'faRtion : And when one miſchievous defigne , and atrempr of theirs 
to bring onthe Army-againft the Parliament . and the Ciry of Lowdon had 
beene Afcovered prevented , they preſently underrooke another dk&.the 
ſame damnable nature , with this addition to it, to endeavour to make 
the Scottiſh Army neurrall , whileſt the Engliſh Army which they had 
laboured to corrupt {and invenome againft us by their faiſe and ſhande- 
rous ſuggeſtions , ſhould exccute their malice to the ſubverſion of our 
Religion , and the diſſolution of our government. Thus they have been con- 
tinually praRizing to diſturbe the peace , and plotting rhe deftruttion even of 
all the Kings Dominions , and have employed rheir Emiffaries and Agents ini 
them,all for the promoting of their devilliſh Defhgnes which the vighlancy of 
thoſe who were wel affeRted hath Rill diſcovered and defeated before they were 
ripe for execution in England and Scotlont ; onely in Ireland which was farther 
off. they have had time and opportunity to mould and prepare their work; and 
had broughr itto that perfeStion that they had poſſeſſed rhemflves of that 
whole Kingdome, totally ſubverted the government of ir, rooted out Religion 
and deſtroyed all the Proteſtants whom the conſcience of their ditry ro God, 
their King and Country would not have permitted to joyne with chem , if by 
Gods wonderfull providence their mayn enterpriſe upon the City and Caſtte of 
Dublin, h2d not beene deteFed and prevented 11pon the very Eave before'n 
ſhould have been executed. —— rhey liave in other parts of that 
Kingdom broken our into open Rebellion, ſurprizing Townes and Cafttes, 
committed murders , rapes , 'and other villanies ; arid ſhaken off all bonds of 
obedience to his Majeſty , and tlie laws &f the Realme ;+and in penerall have 
kindled ſich a fire, as nothing but Gods infrnire blefſing npon the wiſdom and 
endeavours of this State will be able to quench ir : and certainly had not God 
in his great inercy unto this Land diſcovered and confonded theit former de- 
hgnes. we had been the” Prblogneto this Tragedy in Hrelond\, and had bythis 


tune been made the [armentable ſpeRacle of miſcy 4nd. confuſion. And now ''

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whar hope have we but in (5od when as the only meanes-of our (ubliſtence, 
and power of refoamation is uncler him, in the Parliamenczbut what can werthe 
Conmons without the conjunction of the Houſe of Lords, and whar conjun = 
Aion can we expect there, when the Biſhops and Recuſant Lords are ſo nume- 
rous and prevalent, that they are ableto crofſe and interrupt our belt endea- 
vours for Reformation , and by that meanes give advantage tothis, lignane 
patty to traduce our proceedings ? They infulc into the people, eee Trans 
” afaliſh all Church government, and leave every man to his owne fancy for 
the ſervice and worſhip of God , abſolving him of thar obedience which hee 
owes under God unto his Majeſty > whom wee know to be intrufted with the 
Eccleſtaſticall Law as well as with the temporall to regulate all the members of

It may often fall. out ghar the Cornmons maay-have-- 
zult cauſe to take exceptions at ſome men for being Counſellours , and yet.noe + 
charge thoſe men with crimes, for there be grounds, of diffidence;. which lye not; - 
in proof ; there are others which h they may be proved, yer arg notlegal» | 
ly criminalt ; to be a known favourer of Papiſts, or 6@ have been. very-ſprward, 


in defend ing or countenancing ſome great offenders quellioned in Pos : 
or 
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or to ſpcake contempruouſly of red, Houſes of Parliament , or Par- 
liamentary procecdings , or ſuch as are Fatonrs or Agents for any for- 
reigne Prince of another Religian, ſuch as are juſtly ſuipeRed to get Counſl- 
lours places or any other of trult concerning publique Imployment for money : 
For all theſe and divers others we may nave gceat reafon to be carneſt with his 
Majeſty not to pur his great affairs into ſuch hands though we may be unwil- 
ling to procced againlt them in any legall way of charge or impeachment: Thac 
all Counſellours ot State may be tworn to obſerve thole Laws which concerne 
the Subject un his liberty.that they nay likewiſe take an Oath not to receive. or. 
give reward or Penlion from any forreigne Prince , but ſachy as they. within. 
lome reaſonable time diſcover to the Lords of his Majeſties Councell ;.and al- 
though they ſhould wickedly forſweare themſclycs, yet it may herein doe good . 
to make them known to befalſe and perjured tothole who employ them, and \ 
thereby bring them into as lirtle credic with them as with us.

him in an humble and durifull manner, how full of advantage itwould bers. 
himſelf, to ſee his own eſtate ſctled in a plentifull condition. taſupport:lus ho-./ . 
nour, to ſee his people united in ways of duty to him , and endeavours of che 
publique good; to ſee happineſſe, wealth, peace and (afery derived to his owne 
Kingdorn, and procured to his Allies by the influence of his own power and 
government. That all good courſes may be taken to unite the two Kingdomes 
of Englard and Scotland to be mutually ayding and aſſiſting one another for 
the common good of the Iſland, and honour ot both. To takeaway all diffe- 
rences ainonglt our ſclyes for matters indifferent in their own nature concern- 
ing Religion, and to unite our ſclves'againt the common eacmics , which arc 
the berter inabled by our diviſions todeltroy us all,as they hope and have often 
endevourcd. To labour by al offices of friendſhip to unite the forreign Churches 
with us in the ſame cauſe, and to ſeek their liberty , ſafety, and proſperity , as 
bound thercunto both by charity to them, and by wiſdome for our owne good. 
For by this means our own Rrengrh ſhall be encreaſed , and by a mutuall con - 
currence to the ſame common end, wee ſhall be cnabled to procure the good of 
the whole body of the Proteſtant Profeſſion. If theſe things may be obſerved, 
we doubt not ta God will crown this Parliament wich tuch ſucceſle as (hall 
be the beginning and foundation of mace honour and happineſle to his Maje- 
Ay, then ever yer was enjoyed by any of his Royall Predectflors,

E E having ceceived from you, ſoone after Our re- 
rurne out of Scotland, a long Petition, confifling of 
many. dcfjres of great moment, together with a 
Declaration of a very unuſuaH nature annexed 
thereynto, We had taken ſome time to confider of 
it, as befirted Us in a matter of that conſequence, be- 
Q ing confident, that your owne reaſon and fegard to 

Us, as well as Our cxpcefſc intimation by Our 
g Comptroller to that purpoſe, would have reſtrained 

you from the ———_ It, till ſuch time, as you 
ſhould have received Our Anſwer to it : But, much againſt Our expeRation, 
finding the contrary, that the ſaid Declaration is already abroad in Print, by 
dire&tions from yourHouſe as appearcs by the prinzed Copy;We mult let you 
know that We are very {en{ble of the diſreſpett. Notwithſtanding, it is Our 
Intention, that no failing on your part, ſhall make Us faile in Ours, of giving 
all due fatisfa Hon to the defives of Our Pcople, in a Parliamentary way ; 
And therefore We ſend you this Anſwer to your Petition, refervin Our ſclfe 
in point of the Declaration, which We thinke unparliamentary, and ſhall cake 
a courle to doe that which We ſhall thinke fit in prudence and honour. 

To the Petition, We fay ; that although there are divers things in the Pres 
amble of it, which We are fo far from admitting, that We profeſſe Wee can= 
not at all underſtand them, as, Of a wicked and m_—_— party prevalent inthe 


. GCovernynent ; Of [ome of that party admitted to Our Privie Councell, wid to other 


Inaploymens of truſt, and neereft to Vs and Our Children ; Of Endeavors to 
faw among the People falſe ſcandals and mputations,to blewifj and diſgrace the 
Proceedings of the Parliament : All, or any of which, did We know of, Wee 
ſhould be as rcady ro remedie and puniſh, as you to complaine of. That the 
_— of Your Petition are grounded upon fuch Premiſſes as We muſt in no 
wiſe achnit ; yet notwithſtanding We are pleaſcd to give this Anſwer to 'you. 
To the firſt concerning Religion, cankifting of ſcyerall branches, We ſay, 
that for the preſerving the Peace and Safety of the Kingdome from the de- 
henes

{-gnes of the Popiſh partic, We ha IF will fill concur with all the juſt 
dc{:res of Our people in a Parliamentarie way 3 That for the depriving of the 
Biſhops of their Votes in Parliament, We would have you conl:ider, that their 
riglit is grounded upon the fundamenrall Law of the Kingdome, and conflitu- 
tion of Parliament ; This We would have you conhder, but fince you defire 
Our concurrence herein in a Parliamentary way, We will give no tarther an- 
{wer at this time, wy 

As for the abridging of the inordinate power of the Clergy, We conceive 
that the taking away of the high Commiſſion Court hath well moderated 
that, bur if there continue any Uturpations, or Exceſles in their Juriſditions, 
We therein neither have nor will protect them. 

Unto that Clauſe which concernech Corruprions ( as you ſtile them ) in 
Religion, in Church-government, and in Diſcipline, and the removing of 
ſuch unneceſſary Ceremonies as weake Conſciences might cheque at. That for 
ally illegal Innovations which may have crept in, We ſhall willingly concur 
11 the cerrovall of them. That if Our Parliament ſhall adviſe Us to call a Na- 
tionall Synod, which nay daly examine ſuch Ceremonies as give juſt cauſe of 
oftence to any, We ſhall rake it into conſideration, and apply Our Selfe togive 
duc (atisfa&tron therein ; Bur Wee are very forry to heare in ſuch generall 
termes, Corruption in Religion. objected, ſince We are perſwaded in Our con- 
iCicnce that no'Church can be found upon the earth that profeſſerh rhe true Re= 
livion with more purity of Dottrine then the Church of England doth, nor 
where the Government and Diſcipline are joyntly more beautified, and free 
from ſuperſtition, then as they arc'here eſtabliſhed by Law, which { by the 
grace of God } We will with Conſtancy maintaine ( while We live ).in their 
Puritic and Glory, not only again!t all mva{ons of Popery, but alſo trom the 
Irfeverence of thoſe many Sehifinaticks and Separarifts, wherewirh of late this 
Kingdome and this City abounds, to the great & thonuur and hazard both of 
Church and State ; for the ſupprefſion of whom We cequire your timely aid 


and ative afſiflance. | x 
To the ſecond prayer of the Petition. concerning the removeall and choice 


of Conncellorrs, We knovy not arry of Our Councell-ro whom the Character 
ſer forth in the Pericion can belong. That by thoſe whom We had expoſed to 
triall, We have already given you ſufficient reſtimony, that there is no man ſo 
neere unto Us in place or affettion, whom We will not leave to the Juſtice of 
the Law, if you ſhall brig ix particular erage atk fufficieme y apainſt 
him ; and of this We doe againe aſſure you, but in the meane time Wee wiſh 
you to forbeare ſuch generall aſperſions a5 may refiet upon all Our Councell, 
{ince you name none in particular. 


Tha tfor the choice of Our Councellours and Miniſters of Stare, it "_ to. 
"1 QcevDarre 
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decbar Us that naturall libertic all Eree-inen have, and it is the undoubted right 
of the Crowne of England, to call f uch em to Our Secret Councels,to pub. 
licke imployment, and Our particular ſervice, as We ſhall thinke fir, ſo Wee 
are, 2% ever ſhall be very carefull ro make election of ſuch pectons in thoſe 
places of truRt, as ſhall have given good reſtimonies of their abilitics and in- 
reority.and 2gainſt whomthere can be no juſt cauſe of exception whereon rea- 
Gnably to ground a diſhdence ; and r&choices of this nature, Wee aſſure you 
that the mediation of the neereſt unto Us hath alwayes concurred, 

Tothe third Prayer of your Petition, concerning Jreland, Wee underftand 
your defire of not alienating the forfeited Lands thereof, to preceed from your 
much care and love ; And likewiſe that it may be a Reſolution very fit for Us 
to take, but whether it be ſeadonable to declare Reſolutions of that nature be. 
fore the events of a warre be ſeene, that We much doubt of. Howſoever, We 
cannot but thanke you for this care, and your cheerfull ingagement for the 
ſuppreſſon of that Rebellion ; upon the ſpeedy effeCting thereof, the lory of 
God in the Proteſtant Profeſſion, the fafetie of the Brittiſh there, Our _—_ 
and that ofthe Nation ſo much depends; all the Intereſts of this Kingdome be. 
ing ſo involycd in that bufineſſe, We cannot bur quicken your affe&ions there- 
n, and ſhall deſire you ro frame your Councels, and to give ſuch expedition to 
the worke, as thenature thereof, and the preſſures in point of time requires, 
and whereof you are put in minde by the daily infolence and inane e thoſe 
Rebels. 

For Concluſion, your promiſe tn apply your ſclves to ſicly courſes as ma

Lrhough We doe not beleeve tha our Houle of Commons interſded, by 
their Remonſtranceof the State ofthe Kingdome, to pur Us to any Apo- 


 logie, either for Our paſt or preſent ARtions ; Notwithflanding, fnce 
chey 
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they have thought it ſo very neceſſary 4 2M their Obſervatiqn of the preſent 
Diftemper) to publiſh the ſame, for the ſatisfation of all Our loving Sub- 
jets, We have thorght it very ſurable to the duty of Our place, ( with which 
God hath truſted Us ) to doe Our part to ſo a Worke, in which We ſhall 
not thin ke it below Our Kingly dignity to Jeſcend to any particular, which 
may compoſe and ſertle the affe ions of Dur meanelt SubjzeRs, fince Wee are 
ſo conſcious to Our Selfe of ſuch upright Intentions and endeavours, and' one- 
ly of ſuch ( for which We give Sod thankes ) fur the Peace and happineſſe of 
Our Kingdome, in which the proſferity of Our Subje&s mull bee included, 
that We wiſh from Our heart, that even Our moſt fecret thoughts were pub-

Concerning Religion, as there may be any ſuſpicion of favour or inclinati- 
n tothe Papiſts, V Ve are willinp to Declare to all the world, That as VVee 
'1ave beene from Our childehood brought ur in, and pra Hiſed the Religion 
now cltablithcd tn this Kingdame ; {> 1t 15 well knowne, V Ve have ( not con- 
rented fimply wich the Principles of Our Education) given a good pr -- 
on ! Our tine and yaines ro the examination of the grounds of this Reli- 
wn, 45 it is differenc from that of Rome, and arc fro:m Our ſoule fo fully fa- 
usficd ans aſſured, that ir-is the molt pare, and agreerble to the Sacred word 
of God, of any Religion now practited in the Chriſtian world : That as YVe 
helceve V Ve can maintaine the ſame by unanſivcrable reaſons, fo VVe ho 
VVcſhould readily ſcale to it by the fuſion of Our Blood, if 1t pleaſed God 
tocall Us to that ſacrifice.

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dome, that VVe are inany times amazed ty conſider by what Eyes theſe things 
are ſcene, and by what Eares they are heard ; And therefore VVe have 90g; 
cauſe to coinmand, as VVe have done, and hereby doe, all Our Judges and 
Miniſters of juſtice, Our Arturney and Sollicitor Generall, and the reſt of 
Our learned Councell, to proceed with all fpeed againſt tuch, and their Abet- 
tors, Who cither by writing or words, have fo baldly and maliciouſly viola- 
ted che Lawes, diſturbed the peace of the Common-wealth ; and, as much as 
19 thei lies, ſhaken the very foundation upon which that peace and happi- 
neſſe is founded and conitituted.

Theſe, ane others of no mcanc con \deration, VVe had rather ſhould be Va 
lucd in the hearts an | affe Fins of Our poaple, then ig any. mention of Our 
owne, not doubting, but as VVe [:4ve taken all theſe «ccafions to render their 
condition moſt comfortable and happy, fo they will alwayes in a gratefull and 
durifull relatian, be ready with equall tenderncile rnd alacrity, to advance fur 
Rights, and preſerve Our Honvur, upon which their owne ſecurity and ſubfi- 
ſtance ſo nzuch depends, And V Ve will be ſo carcfull, that no particular ſhall 
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be preſented unto Us for the compleatng and eſtabliſhing that ſecurity, to 
which V Ve will not with the ſame readinefſe contribure Cur beit affiiance, 

If thele relvlutions be the effe Rs of Our prelent Councels. (and VVe take 
God to witneſle that they are ſuch, and that all O.r loving $ubje&s inay Cons 
fdently expeR the benefit of chem from Us) Certainly no ill defigne upon the 
Publick can accompany ſuch Relolutions neither will there be greater cauſe of 
ſaſpition of any Perſons preferred by Lts co degrees of Honour, and places of 
truſt and imployment ſince this Parliament. And We mult confefle, that-a- 
mongſt Our misfortungs We reckon it notthe leaſt, That having not retained 
in Our Service, nor.prote+*ted any one Perſon, againſt whom Our Parliament 
hath excepted, during the whole (1:ting of it. and having in all that time ſcarce 
vouchſaf:d ro any man an inſtance of Our Grace and Favour, bit to ſuch who 
were under ſom2 e.ninent CharaRec of. Etimation among O.:r people, there 
ould fo ſoon be any miſunderſtanding or jealouſie of their fidelity and up- 
righ:nefle. eſpecially ina time when We take all occaſions to declare, That 
We conceive Our ſelfe oncly capable of being ſerved by honelt Men, and in 
honeſt wayes.

Ifnorwithilanding this, any malignant Party ſhall take heart, and be wil- 
ling to ſacrifice the Peace and Happineſſe of their Countrey to their own fini- 
ſter ends and ambitions. under what prerence of Religion and Conſcience {0- 
cver ; If they ſhall endeavour to leflen Our Reputation and intereſt, and to 
weaken Our lawfull Power and Authority with Our goud SubjeRs. if they 
(hall goe about, by diſcountenancing the preſent Laws, to looſen the Bonds of 
overnment, that all diſorder and confuſion may breake in upon Vs, V Vee 
doubt not, but God in his good time will diſcover them unto} ; and the 
wiſdome and courage of Our High Court of Parliament j ich Us in 
their luppreſſion and puniſhment. 

Having now ſaid all that We can, to expreſle the clearneſſe ad uprigheneſſe 

of Our Intentions to Our as and done all Wecan to manifeft thoſe In- 
tentions, We cannot but confidently belceve all Our good SubjeRs will ac- 
knowledge Our part to be fully performed, both in deeds paſt, and preſent 
Reſolutions, to doe whatToever with Juſtice may be cequired of Us, and that 
their quiet and proſperitie depends now wholly upon themſelves, and is in 
their owne power, by ycelding all obedience and due reverence to the Law, 
which is the inheritance of every ſubje&t, and the onely ſecurity hee can have 
for his Life, Libertic, or Eflate, and the which being negle Red or diſ-efteemed 
{ under what ſpecious ſhews ſoever ) a great meaſure of infelicity, if not an . 'S 
reparadle 
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reparable confuhon muſt wichout doubr '# upon them. And We doubt nor 
it will be che mol acceptable Declaration a King can make to His Subjets, 
that for Our part We are reſolved not onely duly to obſerve the Laws of Our 
Sclfe, but to maintaine them again what oppolition ſoeyer, though with the 
hazard of Our being. 

And Our hope is,that not onely the Loyaltic and g20d AﬀeRions of all Our 
loving SubjeAs, will concurre with Us 1n the conſtant preſerving a good un- 
derſtanding berween Us and Our people, but at this time their owne and Our 
intereſt and compaſſion of the lamentable condition of Our poore Proteſtant 
Subjets in /reland_ will invite thein toa faire intelligence and unitic amonglt 
themſelyes, that ſo We may with one hearc intend the relieving and recovering 
that unhappy Kingdoine, where thoſe barbarous Rebels practiſe ſuch inhu- 
mane and unheard of Outrages upon Our miſerable people, that no Chriſtian 
care can heare without horrour, nor ſtory paralell. An4 as we looke upon this, 
as the greateſt affliction ir hath pleaſed God to lay upon Us, fo Our unhappi- 
nefſe is increaſed, in that by the d1Aem ers ar home,ſo ea rly remedies have not 
been applicd to thoſe growing evils as the expeRation and neceſſity there re- 
quires though for Our part, a» We did upon the firlt notice acquaint Our Par- 
lament of Scorland ( where We then were ) with that Rebellion, requiring 
their aid and afſiltance, and give like ſpeedy intimation and recommendation 
to Our Parliament here ; ſo fince Our returne hi-her, We have beene forward 
to all chings which have been propoſeiro Us towards that worke, and have 
larely Our Sele offered ( by a Meſſage to Our Houſe of Peeres, and commu- 
nicated to Oar Houle of Commons ) to take upon Us the care to raiſe ſpee- 
dily ten thouſand Engliſh Voluntiers for that ſervice. if the Hsuſe of Commons 
ſhall declarc _— will pay them ; which particulars We are (in a manner) 
n:ceſſirated to publiſh, ſince We are informed that the malice of fome perſons 
hath whiſpered it abroad, That the no ſpecdier advancing cf this buſineſſe hath 
proceeded from ſome want of alacrity in Us to this great worke, whereas VVe 
acknowledge it a high crime againſt Almighty God, and inexcuſable ro Our 
gocd SubjeAs of Our three Kingdomes. if VVedid not to the urmoſi imploy 
all Our powers and faculties to the ſpeediclt and molt effetuall afhſtance and 
protection of that diſtreſſed people. 

And Wee ſhall now conjnre all Our good SubjeRts ( of what degree ſoc- 
ver ) by all the Bonds of Love, Duty, or Obedience, that are precious to good 
n:en,to joyn with Us for the Recovery of the Peace of that Kingdome,1nd the 
preſervation ofthe Peace of this, to remove all their Doubes and Feares.which 
may interrupt their affection to Us, and all their Jealouſies and apprehenſons 
which may leſſen their Charity to each other,and then(if the ſins of this Nati- 
on have nor prepared an inevitable Judgement for us all ) God will yer make 
Us a Great and glorious King,over a Free and Happy People. FINS,

That if upon due exarmimarion, any particular ſhall be preſented ro His Ma- 
jeflic, whereby it may appeare, that His Majeſtie was miſtaken in His opinion

Houſes, will ſerve to aſſure His Parliament, That He defires nothing mare 
then the ſatisfaction of His Kingdome ; yer that He may further manifelt to 
both Houſcs how impaticnt He ts.till he find out a full re:nedie ro compoſe the 
preſent Diſtempers, He is pleaſed ro fignific : 

That his Majeſtic will by Proclamation require, that all Statutes made con- 
ccrning Recuſants, be with all Care, Diligence, and Severity put in cxecution. 

That his Majeſtic is reſolved, That the ſeven Condemned Pricits ſhall bee 
unmcdiately Baniſhed ( if His Parliament ſhall conſent there:nto 2: ) And His

I S Majeſty having with his beſt care and underſtanding, peruſed and 
H conſidered chat which was ſent him from both Houſes, for the orderitg 
of the Mlrtia preſented unto him to be inade an Ordinance of Parliament, by 
the giving of his Royall Aſſent as hecan by no meanes doe 1t for the reaſons 
hereafter mentioned, ſo he doth not conceive himſelfe obliged by any promiſe 
made in his Antwer of the ſecond of this monethzto the Petition of both How 
les to yeeld the lame. 

His Majeltic finds great cauſe to accept again the Preface or Introduction 
to that Order, which confefferh a moſt dangerous and deſperate defigne upon 
the Houſe of Commons of late.ſuppoſed to be an effeR of the bloody countells 
of Papiſts and other ill affeRed perſons, by which many may underſtand 
( looking upon other Printed Papers to that purpoſe ) His comming in Per- 
ſon to the Houſe of Commons on the fourth of January, which begor ſo un- 
happy a miſunderſtanding berweene him and his People, and for that though 
he beleeves 1t upon the information fince given him to be an apparane breach 
of their priviledge ; and hath offered, and is ready to repaire the ſame for the

to Your Majellic, and they reſolve to doe it accordingly,

gerous and deſperate Doſ;gac upon the Houſe of Commons, mentioned in 
their Preamble, was Hot inſerted with any intentiun to caſt the leaſt aſperſian 
upon Your Majeſtic, bur therein they refleSed upon that malignant party, of 
whoſe bloody and malicious pzaQtices they have had fo often experience, and 
from which they can never be ſecure, unlefſe Your Majellic will be pleaſed 
put from You thoſe wicked aad unfaichfull Counſellours, who interpole their 
owne corrupt and malicious Deſignes berwixt Your Majeflics G and 
Wiſdome, and the proſperity and contentment of Your Selfe, and of Your 
people : And that for the diſpatch of the great affaires of the Kingdome, the 
Gafztic of Your Perſon, the proteRion and comfort of Your SubjeRs, You 
will be pleaſed to continue Your abode neere to London and the Parliament, 
and not to withdraw Your Selfe rg any the remoter parts ; whach if Your 
Majcſtie ſhould doe , muſt needs. bee” a cauſe of great danger and di- 
firation. 

That Your Majeſtic will likewiſe bee graciouſly pleaſed to continue the 
Prince his _ in theſe parts at Saint /ames or any other of Your hou- 
{es necre London, whereby the Defignes which the enemicsof che Religion and 
Peace of this Kingdome may have upon his Perſon, and the jealuufies and 
feares of Your People may be prevented. 

And they beſeech Your Majeſtie to be informed by them, That by the 
Lawes ef the Kingdome, the power of raiſing, ordering, and diſpoſing of the 
Militia, within any Citie, Towne, ofother place, cannot be granted to any 


Corporation by Charter, or otherwiſe, without the authoritic and conſent of 
N 3 Parlia- 
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Parliament : And that thoſe parts of the Kinzdome which have put themſelves 
in x poſture of defence againſt the common danger, have thercin done nothing 
bur according to the Declaration and direction of both Houlſcs, and what is 
juſtifiable by the Lawes of this Kingdome. 

All which their molt humble counſell and defires, they pray your Majeſtic 
ro accept,as the effeR of that Dutic and Allegiznce which they owe unto 
You, and which will not ſuffer them to admir of iny thoughts, intentions, or 
endcavourss but ſuch as arc neceflary and adyantavcous tor Your Majeſties 
Greatneſſe and Honour, and the fafetic and prolperitic of the Kingdome, ac- 
cording tothat Truſt and Power which the Lawes have repoſcd in them. 
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His Majeſtics Anſwer tothe Petition of both Houles 
| Preſentedthe firſt of March, 1641. 


I Am ſo much amazed at this Mefſage, that I know not what to Anſwer : 
You ſpeake of Jealoufies and Feares : Lay your hands to your hearts, and 
aske your ſelves whether I may not likewiſe be diflurbed with Feares and 
Jealoufics : And if fo, 1 affure you this Mefſage hath nothing leſſened 
them. 

For the Ailitia, I thought fo much of it before I ſent that Anſwer, and am 
ſo much aſſured that the Anſwer is agreeable ro what in Juſtice or Reaſon you 
can aske, or I mn Honour grant, that I ſhall not alter it in any point, 

For my Reſidence neere you, I wiſh it might bee fo fafe and Honoura- 
ble, that had no cauſe to ablent my Selfe from White-hall; Aske your lelyes 
whether I have not, 

For my Son, I ſhall rake that c#re of him, which ſhall juflific ine to God as 
a Father, and ro my Dominions as a King, 

Toconclude, I afſure you upon my Honour, that I have no thought bur of 
Peace and Juſtice to my People, which I ſhall by all faire meancs ſceke to pre- 
ſerve and maintaine, relying upon the Goodnefſe and P rovidence of God.fe 
the preſervation of my Selfe and Rights.

Lthough the Expreſſions in your Majeſlies Meſſage of the ſecond of this 
A nun 1arch, do give juft cauſe of ſorrow to us your faithfull SubjeRts, 

the Lords and Commons in Parliament. yert it is not without ſome mix- 
ture of confidence and hope , conſidering they proceeded from the miſ-appre- 
henhon of our Actions and Intenfions, which having no ground of Truth or 
Realicy, may by your Maieſlies Juſtice and Wiſdome be removed when your 
Maicſtie ſhall be tully informed, that thoſe Feares and Jealoufics-of ours, which 
your Maieſtie thinks to be cauſleſſe, and without any juſt ground, doe neceſſa- 
rily and cleerly ariſe from thoſe dangers and diftempers , into which the miſ- 
chieyous and evill Counſels about you have brought this Kingdom ; And that 
tote other Fears and Jealoufies, by which your favour, your Royall Preſence, 
and confidence have been withdrawn from your Parliament , have no founda- 
tion or ſubfitence in any ation, intention, or miſcarriage of ours , bur ace

Theſe are {ome of the grounds of our feares and Jealouſhes which made us 
ſo earneſt]y to implore your royall Authoritie and prote&ion for our defence 
and ſecuritie, in all the wayes of Humilitic and ſubmulſion, which being deny- 
ed by your Majeſtic ſeduced by evill Counſell, we doe with forrow for t 
great & inavoydable miſery and danger, which thereby is like ro f41 ;pon your 
owne perſon, and your Kingdomes apply.our ſelves to the uſe of that power 
for the ſccuritie and defence of both, which by the fundamentall Lawes and 
Conflitutions of this Kingdome reſides in us, yet (ill reſolving to keepe our 
ſelves within the bounds of faithfulncſle and allegeance ro your ſacred Perſon 
and your Crowne, lo as tothe lecond fort of Jealoufics and feares of Us, ex- 
pre't by your Majeſtic, we (hall give a ſhorter, but as true, and as frithfull an 
Aniwer.

Your Majeſtic layes a generall taxe upon us ; If you will be pratiouſly plea- 
ſed to let us know the particulars, we ſhall give a cleere and fatisfatory An- 
ſwer - But what hope can we have of ever giving your Majeſtic fausfaQtion, 
when thole particulars which you have been made beleeye were true, yer being 

roduced and made knowne to us, appeared to be falſe; and your Majeſtie not- 

withianding,will neither puniſh, noc produce the Authours, but goe on to 
contract new Jealoufies and Feares, upon generall and uncertaine grounds, af- 
fording us no meanes or poſſbilitie of particular Anſwer, to the cleering of 
our ſelves ; For proofe whereof, we beſeech your Majeflic to conſider theſe 
Inſtances. 

The Speeches alleadged to be ſpoken in a meeting of divers Members of both 
Houſes at Kenſington, concerning a purpoſe of re{training the Q ucene and 
Prince, which after it was denyed, and diſayowed, yet your Majeſtic refuſed 
toname the Authors, though humbly defired by both Houſes. 

The report of Articles framed againt the Queenes Majeſlie, given out by 
ſome of neere relation to the Court ; but when it was publickly, and conſtant- 
ly diſclaimed, the credir ſeemed to be withdrawne from it ; but the Authors be- 
ing kept ſafe, will alwayes be ready for exploits of the ſame kind, wherewith 
your Majeſty, and the Queen, will be often troubled, if this courſe be taken to 
cheriſh and ſecure them in ſuch wicked and malicious (landers. 

The heavy charge and accuſation of the Lord K:mbolton, and the five Mem-

which He hath exprefſed in His former Meſſages , and ,being unable by words 
to manifet more afteRion to it, then He hath endeavoured to do by thoſe Meſ- 
fges(having likewiſe done al {uch ARs as he hath bin moved unto y his Par- 
liament) Therefore if the Misfortunes and Calamites of His poore Proteflant 
Subzes there ſhall grow upon them (hong his Majeſty ſhall be deeply con- 
cerned in, and ſenſible of their ſufferings) Hee ſhall waſh His hands before all 
the World , fromthe leaſt imputation of (lackneſſe in that moſt neceſſary and 
pious work.

F you would have had the patience to have expected ur Antwer to yeur 

att Declaration ( which, conſidering the nature ct it, hath not been long in 
comming ) We bclceve you would have (aved your telves the labour of laying 
much ot thus Meſſage. And We could with that Our Priviledges on all parts 
werc fo Starcd, that this way of Correſpondencic might bc preſerved with that 
Freedome which hath been uſed of old : For We mult tell you; that if you may 
aske any thing of Us by Meſſage or Petition, and in what language { how un- 
uft1all joever ) you thinke fit, and We mul nenher deny the thing you aske, 
nor give a reafon why We cannot grant it, wxhout being taxed of breaking 
your Priviledges or being counſclled by thoſe who arc encmies to the Peace of 
the Kingdome. and favourers of the Triſh Rebellion ( for We have feene your 
Printed Votes, upon Our Meſſage from Huntington ) you will reduce all Our 
Anſwers hereafter into a very little room ; In plain Engliſh, It is to take awa 
the Freedome of Our Vote, which were We but a SubjeRt, were High Inju-

am glad to fee that it 15 not upon miflaken grounds, as other Petitions have 
bin to ms {ince I came to this place ; Concerning which , let mee obſerve unto 
you, That my Anfiwers were ro cleer thoſe mill ings; for I never did go about 
12rumſh or diſcourage chem from petitioning to me in an humble way,chough 
the Subject did not agree with my fenſe ; Aldbeir' within themenmpry of man, 
people have bin diſcouraged, Nw þ threatned to be puniſhed for Petitions.

E rather expeRted ( and have done fo long) that you ſhould have 

given Us an account why a Garriſon hath beene placed in Our 

Towne of Hall withour Our conſent , and Souldiers Billerted 

there againſt Law , and expreſſe words of the Petition of Right , Then to be 
woved (for the avoiding of a needleſſe charge you have pur on your ſelyes) to 
give Our conſent for the remoyall of Our Magazine and Munition (Our owne 
proper Goods)upon ſuch generall Reaſons,as indeed give no fatisfaRion to Our 
judgerent. And fince ye haye made the buſineſſe of Hull your Argument,We 
would 
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would gladly be informed, why Our own inclination (on the penerall rwnour 
of the defignes of Papiſts in the Northern parts) was not t ſufficient 
ground for Us tu puta Perſon of Honour, Fortune and unblemiſhed Reputa- 
110N, into a Town and Fort of Our own, where Oar own Magazine lay ; And 
er the ſame rumour be Warrant etough for you, to commit the ſame Towne 
and Fort (without Our conſent) to the hands of Sit John Hothow, with 2

Speech againſt the away the Law , all things will fall mto a (onfuſion, every 
Earle of Strafford. man will become a Law uno himſelf, which in the depraved 

condition of humane nature muſt needs produce many great 
enormities : Luft will become a Law, and Envy will become a Law, Covetouſneſſe 
and Ambition will become Laws , and what Diftates, what Deciſions ſuch Lavs 
will produce, may eaſily be diſcerned. So ſaid that Gentleman , and much more 
very well in defence of the Law , and againſt Arbitrary Power. Iris worth 
looking over and conſidering. And if the moſt Zealous Defence of true Prote- 
tant Profeſhon, and the mol Refolved ProteFion of the Law, be the moſi ne- 
ceſlary Duty of a Prince, We cannot believe this miſerable Diſtance, and Mi

-oncerning Our Reſolution for that Service : For the ſpeedy, honorable , and 
tu!l Pertormance whereot, We conjure you to yield all poſſible Affiſtance, and 
preſent Advice, FIN I]S. The 
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The Petition of the Lords and Commons, preſented to 
His Majeſty by the Earle of Stamford, Maſter Chan - 

cellour of tie Exchequer, and Maſter 
Hungerford, April 28, 1642: 
May it pleaſe Jour AMageſtie, 
Vu. Majeſties moſt loyall and faithfull SubjeRs , the Lords and Com- 


mons in Parliament have duly conſ:dercd the Mcilage reccived from Your 
Majeſty,concerning Your purpoſe of going into /reland inY our own per- 
ſon. to profecute the Warre there with the bodies of Your ErglſÞ SubjeRts le- 
rycd,:ran|ported,and mayntained at their charge, which You arc pleaſed to pro» 
pound to Us, not as a matter wherein Your Majcltic defires the advice of Your 
Parliament, but as already firmly reſolved on, and forthwith to be put in exe= 
cution, by granting out Commiſſions for the leavying of two thouſand Foot, 
21d rwo hundred Horſe for a Guard for Your Pe. ton when You ſhall come in- 
zo that Kingdome : wherein we cannot chuſe bur with all reverence and humi- 
lity to Your Maicſtie, oblcrve that Y ou have declined Your great Councell the 
Parliament, and varied from the uſuall courſe of Your Royall Predeccfſours, 
Thar a buſineſſe of fo great importance concerning the peace and ſafety of all 
your SubjeRs,and wherein they have a fpeciall mtereſt by Your Majeflies pro- 
miſe, and by thoſe great Sums which they have disburſed , and for which they 
and invaged , ſhovid be concluded and undertaken without their advice : 
Whereupon we hold it our duty to declare , Thar if at this rime Your Majeſty 
hall goe into Jreland, You will very much endanger the ſafety of Your Royall 
Perſon and Kingdomes and of all other Statcs profefſing the Proteſtant Reli- 
gion in Chriſtendom, and make way to the exccution of that ccuell and bloudy 
Deſigne of the Papifis every where to reot out and deftroy the Reformed Re- 
l'9ion, as the Iriſh Papiſts have 1n a great part already cffeed in that King- 
dom, and in all likelichood would quickly be attempted in other places , if the 
confideration of the (trength and union of the rwo Nations of Erxgland and 
Scotland did not much hinder and diſcourage the exccution of any tuch De- 
fone. And that wee may manifeſt to Your Majeſtic the danger and miſery, 
which ſuch a journey and enterprize would produce, wee preſent to Your Ma- 
jc the Reaſons of this our humble opinion and advice.

2 It will cxccedingly encourage the Rebels, who doe generally profeſſe and 
declare, that Your Majeſty doth favour and allow their proceedings, and that 
this Inſurretion was undertaken by the Warrant of Your Commiſſion,and ir 
will make good their expeRation of great advantage by Your Mjcſties pre- 
ſence at this time of ſo much diſtraRion in this Kingdome, whereby they may 
hope we ſhall be diſabled to ſupply the Warre there, eſpecially there appearing 
leſſe neceſſity of Your Majeſties Journey at this time , by realon of the mani. 
fold ſucceſſes which God hath given againſt them. 

2 It will much hinder and impair the means whereby this War is to be lup-

That if Your Majeflie ſhall by ill 
counſell be perſwaded to go contrary to this advice of Your Patliamen:(which 
we hope Your Majeſty will not) Wedo not in that caſe hold our ſelves baun4 
to ſubmit to any Commiſſtoners, which your Majeſtic ſhall chooſe, but doe re- 
ſolve to preſ-rve and governe the Kingdom by the counſell and advice of Par- 
11zment for Your Majeſtic and Your Pofteritic , according to our Alleviance, 
and the Law of the Land. ” 

Wherefoce we doc molt humbly pray , an auviſe Your Majeſtie t5 deft 
fromthis Your intended paſſage into [reland.& fro n all preparation of men & 
Arms e-ncing thereunto, and to leave the managing of that War to Your Par- 
Lawent. according to Y our Majeſtics promiſe made unto us. and Your Royall 
Commiſten granted under Your great Scale of England , by advice of both 
Houſes. in prolecution wl eceof, by Gods blefing,w c havealready niade a Pco- 
ſ-erous entrance by many Defeats of the Rebcls w icreby they are much weak- 
ned &dJiſheartned, and have no probable means of ſubaltance, if Oar ProCce-- 
dings ſhall nor be interrupted by this interpoſition of Your Majeſties Journgg, 
but that We may hope upon good grounds, that within a ſhort time, without 
Hazard of Your Majcliies perſon , and ſo much dangerous confuſion to Your 
Kingdoms (which malt needs enſue) if you ſhould proceed in this Reſolution, 
we ſhall be cnabled fully to vindicate Your Majeilies Right and Authority in 
that Kingdom, and puniſh thoſe horrible outragious cruchties , which have bin 
committed in the murthering and ſpoiling ſo many of Your SubjeRsand bring 
thatRealm to ſich a condition as may be inuch for the adyanzage of Your Ma- 
jety, and this Crown, the honour of Your Government, and Contentment of 
Your People. For the berter, and more ſpeedy effe ting whereof, wedo again 
renew our humble defires of Your Return to Your Parliament ; and that You 
will pleaſe to rejeR all Counſels and Apprehenhons. which may any way de- 
rogare,fram that Faithfulneſſe and Allegiance, which in truth and ſincerity wee 
have always born and profeſſed to Your Majeſtie, and ſhall ever make good to 
the uttermoſt with our lives and fortunes.

V E are ſotroubled and aftoniſhed to find the unexpected reception,and 
miſundertanding of Our Neſſage of the eighth of Aprit concern 
Our Iriſh Journey, that being ſo much diſappointed of the approbation 
thanks Wee looked for to that Declaration ; Wee have great cauſe to doubr, 
whether it be in Our powe to ſay vr do any thing which ſhall noe fall wid 
(4 
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the like inter, retation, But as VVe have in that Mcſſage called God to wir. 
neſlc the incerity of the protetſion of Our onely Ends for the undertaking that 
Journey: i» V Ve nit appeale to all Our good SubjeRs, and the whole world, 
whetlcr the Reaſons alledged againſt that Journey be of weight to fatisfie Our 
underflanding, or the cotntell prelented to diſſwade Us from it, be full of that 
duty a5 13 ike ro prevaile over Our atte*tions. 

For Our retolving of fo great a Buſineſſe without the Advice of Our Par- 
!\1meat, We mult remeinber you how often by Our Meſlages We made the 
{ame offer, if you ſhould adviſe Us thereunto. To which you neycr gave Usthe 
leaſt anſwer, bur 1n your late Declaration told Us, That ye were not to be {a+ 
tusfhcd with words : fo that VVe had ceaſon to conceive you rather avoided 
(out of regard to Our Perton) to give Us counſell to run that hazard,then that 
you diſapproved che inclination. And what greater comfort, or ſecurity can the 
Proteflants of Chriltendome receive, then by ſeeing a Proteſtant King venture 
and engage His Perſon tor the defence of that Profeſſion, and the lupprefſion 
of Popcry, to which We folemnly proteſted in that Meſſage, never to grant a 
Toleration upon what prerence ſocycr, or at Abolition of any of the Lawes 
there in force againſt the Profeſſors of ir. And when V'Ve confider the great 
calanunties, and unheard of cruelties Our poore Proteſtant SubjeRts in that 
Kingdom have undergone for the ſpace of necre, or full fix moneths,the growth 
and increaſe of the ſtrength of thoſe barbarous Rebels, and the evident proba- 
bilitic of Forreign Supplies, ( if they are not ſpeedily —— very ſlow 
Succours hitherto ſent them from hence ; That the Officers of ſeverall Regi- 
ments, who have long time becn allowed entectainment from you tor that Ser- 
vice, have not raiſed any ſupply or Succour for that Kingdome ; That many 
troops of Horſe have long lien neere Cheſter untranſported ; That the Lord 
Lievrenant of /reland, on whom We relied principally for the ConduR and 
managing of affaires there, is {till in this Kingdome, norwithRanding Our 
carneltneſſe expreſſed that he ſhould repaire to his Command; And when VVe 
conſider che many and great ſcandals raiſed upon Our Selfe by report of the 
Rebels, and not ſufhciently diſcountenanced here, notwithſlanding ſo many 
protections of Ours ; And had lcene a Booke lately printed by the Order ofthe 
Houle of Commons. Entituled, A Remonſtrance of divers remarkable Paſſages 
concerning the (/hurch ard Kingdome of Ireland, VVhercin ome Examinations 
arc ſer downe, which / how improbable or impoſſble loever ) may make an 
impreſſion in the mindes of many of Our weake SubjeAs; And laſtly,VVhen 
We duely weigh the diſhonour which will perpetually lie upon this Kingdom, 
if full and ſpeedy reliefe be not diſpatched thither,We could.nor cannot thinke 
of a better way to diſcharge Our duty to Almighty God,for the defence of the 
rac Proteſtant Profeſſion, or to manifeR Our affe&ion to Our three King- 
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domes for their preſervation, then by engaging Our Perſon in this Expedition, 
as many of Our Royall Progenitors have done, even in Forreien parts, upon 
cauſes of lefſe Importance and Piery, with great Honour to themſelves, and 
advantage to this Kingdome : And therefore We expected at leaſt, thankes for 
{xc Our Inclination. 

For the danger to Our Perſon * We conceive it neceſſary and worthy of a 
King to adventure His lite to preferye His Kingdome, neither can it be imagi- 
ned, that V Ve wil fit ſtill, and ſuffer Our Kingdomes to bee loſt, and our good 
Prote'tant Subjets ro bee Maſlacred, without expoſing Our owne Perſon to 
the urmolt hazard for their reliefe and preſervation : Our life, when it was 
mo!t pleaſant, being nothing ſo precious to Us, as it is, and ſhall be to governe 
and preſerve Our people with Honour and Juſtice. 

For any encouragement to the Rebels, becaule of the reports they raiſcd ; 
We cannot conceive that the Rebels are capable of a greater Terrour, then by 
the prelence of their lawfull King in the head of an Army to chaſtiſe them : 
Belidcs, it will be an unſpeakable adyantage to them, if any reports of theirs 
could hinder Us from doing any thing which wece fit for Vs to doe, if ſuch ree 
ports were not raifed : This would quickly teach them, in this jealous Age, to 
prevent by ſuch reports any other perſons conuning againſt them, whom they 
had no mind ſhould be imployed. 

We marvell that the Adventurers, whoſe adyantage was a principall Mo- 
tive (next the reaſon before mentioned ) to Vs, ſhould fo much miſtake Our 
purpoſe, whoſe Intereſt VVe conceive mult be much improved by the expedi- 
tion VVehope( by Gods blefſing )to uſe in this Service : this being the moſt 
probable way for the ſpeedy Conquelt of the Rebels : Their Lands are ſuff- 
ciently ſecured by AR of Parliament, : 

VVe thinke not Our ſelfe kindly uſed, That the addition of ſo few men to 
your Leavies ( for a Guard to Our Perſon in Ireland) ſhould be thought fit for 
your refuſall : and much more, that having uſed ſo many Cautions in that Met- 
age, both in the ſmalneſſe ofthe number : In Our having raiſed none untull 
your Anſwer : In their being to be raiſed onely neere their place of Shipping : 
In ther being there to be Armed, and that, not till they were ready to be Ship- 
ped - In the proviſion, by the Oarhs, that nonevf them ſhould be Papiſts { all 
which appeares ſufficient to defiroy all grounds of jealouſfic of any force in- 
tended by them in oppoſition to the Parliament, or fayour to any malignant 
partic ) any ſuſpition ſhould norwithflanding, be grounded upon it. 

Neither can it be underſtood, That when V'Ve recommended the Managing 
of that warre to you, That VVe intended to exclude our Selfe, or not t bce 
concerned in your Counſcls, That if We found any expedient ( which in Our

might not put it ity practice. We looke upon you as Our great Coutcell, whoſe 
advice We alwayes have and will (with great regard and deliberation 
and conſider : Bur We lcoke upon Our Selfe, as neither deprived of Ouc un- 
derftanding, or deveſted of any right We had, if there were no Parliament fits 
ting. We cal'd yau together by Our owne Writ and Authoritie ( withoar 
which you could nat have met ) to give Us faithfull Counſell about Our great 
Aﬀiires : But we refigned not up Our owne Intereſt and Freedome. We ne- 
yer ſubjeted Our Selfe to your abſolute determination, Wee have alwayes 
weiohed Your Counſels, as proceeding from a Body entruſted by Us : And 
when We have difſented from you, We have returned you the Reaſons, which 
have prevailed with Our conſcience and underſtanding, with that Candor, as 
2 Prince ſhould uſc towards H1s Subjets ; and that affeRion, which a Father 
can exprefſe to his children. Whar application hath been uſcd ro reRifie Our 
underſtanding by Reaſons, or what Mortives have been given to perſwade Our 
affections, Weleave all the world to julge : And then We muſt tell you. bows 
locver a Major part may bind you in matter of Opinion ; We hold Our Selfe 
(and We are ſurethe Law, and the Conſtitution of the Kingdome hath al- 
wayes held the ſame) as fice to diſſent ( titl Our Reaſon be convinced for the 
gencrall Good) as if you delivered no Opinion. 

For Our Journey it {elfe, The circumſtances of your Petition are ſuch, as 
We know not well what anſwer to returne, or whether we were beſt to give 
any. That part which prerends to ca = reaſon with it, doth no way farishie 
Ls : The Other, which is rather Reprehenſion and Menace,then advice,cannot 
tagger Us. Our Anſwer therefore is, That We ſhall be very glad to find the 
Worke of Ireland (9 eafie as you ſeeme to thinke it ; Which did not ſo appeare 
by any thing known to Us, when We ſent Oar Meſſage. And though Wee 
will never refuſe, or be unwilling to venture Our Perſon, for the good and 
ſafetie of Our People ; We are not fo weary of Our life, as to hazard it im- 
pertinently. And therefore ſince You ſeeme to have reccived Advertiſements 
of ſome late and great Succeſſes in that Kingdome, We will ſtay ſume time to 
ſee the event of thoſe, and not purſue this Retolution, till We have given you 
a ſecond Notice, But if We find the miſerable Condition of Our poore Sub- 
jeAs of that Kingdom be not ſpeedily relieved, We will (with Gods affiflance) 
viſit then with ſuccours, as our particular Credit and Intereſt can ſupply Us 
with, if you refuſe to joyne with Us. And We doubt not but the Leavies We 
ſhall make ( in which VVe will obſerve puntually the former, and all other 
Cautions, as may belt prevent all Feares and Jealouſies, and to uſe no Power 
but what is Legall ) will bz ſo much to the ſatisfation of Our Subjes, as no 
perſon will dare preſume to 1efiſt Our Colnmands ; and if chey ſhould, at their 
pexill, In the meane time VVe hope Our forywardneſſe fo tetnackable to that 
Service, 
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ervice, ſhall be notorious to all the world, and , | 
pe buſineſſe ſhall be clearly wiped away. Gat all ſcandals laid on Us A 

We vere ſo carefull that Our Journey into /reland ſhould not interrupt the 
proceedings of Parliament, nor & Our Subjects of any Ats of Juflice,or 
further Acts of Grace, for the reall benefir of Our People;that We rhade a Free 
offer of leaving ſuch Power behind, as ſhould not onely be neceſſary for the 
Peace and Safetie of the Kingdome ; bur fully provide for the haps Nrogreſſe 
of the Parliament. And therefore We cannot but wonder, finch ta. DPawer 
hath been alwayes lefc here by Commiſſion for the Government 'of this King- 
dome, when Our Progenitors have been out of the ſame, during the Kring of 
Parliaments : And fince your ſelyes defired that ſuch a Power mioht be lefe here 
by Us at Our lafl going into Scorland, what Law of the Land have you now 
found to Diſpence with you, from ſubmitring to ſuch Authority, Legally de- 
rived from Us, in Our abſence, and to enable you to Governe this Kinodome 
by your owne meere Authority ? - 

For Our rettirne towards London, V Ve have given you {> full an Anſwer in 
Our late Declaration, and in Anſwer to your Petition preſented to Us at Yorke 
the 26 of March laſt, that V Ve know not what to !adde, if you will not pro- 
vide for Our Securitie with you, nor agree to remove to another Place, where 
there may not be the ſame Danger to Us. VVe expeRed that ( fince V Ve have 
been ſo particular in the Cauſes and Ground Our Feares) you ſhauld have 
ſent Us word, that you had publiſhed ſuch Declarations againſt furure Tu- 
mules, and unlawfull Afemblies, and taken ſich Courſes for the ſupprefſing 
of Seditious Ser nons and Pamphlets, that Our Feares of that kind might bee 
laid aſide, before you ſhould preſſe Our Returne, 

Toconclude, VVe could wiſh that you would ( with the ſame frineſſe 
and ſeyerity) weigh and examine your Meſſages and Expreſſions to Us, as you 
de thoſe ye receive from Us ; For VVe ace very confident, that if you exa- 
mine Our Rights and Priviledges, by what Our Predeceffours have .cnjoyed ; 
and your owne addreſſes, by the uſuall Courſes of your Anceftars ; yee will 
find many expreſſions in this Petition warranted onely by your own Authori- 
ty, which indced V Ve forbeare to take notice of, or to give Anſwer tozleft VVe 
ſhould be rempred (in a juſt indignation) to exprefſe a greater Paſſion, then 
VVe are yet willing to put on. God in his good cime( V Ve hope) will fo in- 
forme the hearts of all Our SabjeRs, that VVe ſhall reco:1cr from the riſchiete

a Copic of Your Maje'ties Mcſſape ſent lately to Your Parliament in 

Your Kingdome of Eng/rd, ( both which came to the hands of us Your 
Juſtices, on the eighteenth of this Moneth) wee oblcerye that Your Majeſtic 
( out of a juſt ſcnic of the great milerics and affli tions of Your diftreſſed Sub- 
je:ts in this Your Kingdome of [reland, oxccalioned by the inhumane cruclties 
of the Rebels here 3 And out of Your tender and gracious care of Your good 
Subjects on this fide, hath firmly reſolved (by the affiſtance of Almighty God) 
with all poſſible ſpeed ro make a Journey hither, in Your own Royall Perſon, 
for the full and finall ſuppreſſing of this Rebellisn, 

Thoſe Letters and Mcflage we Your Majcſtics Juſtices then inumediartely 
communicated with the Councell, as we alwayes doc all matters of Importance 
concerning Your Sacred Majeſtres Services ; And cauſed the Copy ſent us of 
Your Mcſſage to Your Parliayggnt in England to be printed here ; fo romake 
knowne here Your Majeſtics gracious purpoſe, as You commanded us. 

And we all joyntly doc humbly beſcech Your Majeſtic to give us leave to 
caſt our ſelves at Your Majeſtics feet, and { with the Duty and Loyalty of 
faithful SubjeRts) moſt humbly and chanktully to acknowledge ro Your Sas 
cred Majeſtic, as well Your continued Grace and Goodneſſe, upon all occafi- 
ons expreſſed to this Y our Kingdome, and all Your SubjeRs therein ; and a- 
monglt them, even thofe wretched Rebels themſclves heretofore, when they 
ſtood in the condition of good Subjects, though they want the gratitude ro be 
ſenſible of it ; as particularly, this high addition of your Majeſties gracious fa- 
your to us, in not ſparing the paincs, or hazard even of Your own Royall Per-

Q ueſtion. Ow in ouy extreame diitrattions, when forrargne forces threaten, 

and probably are invued, and a malignant and Popilh party as 
home offended? The Drivel hath caſt a bone, and raisr'd a conteftation ene the 
Kimg and Parliament touching the Militia, His Majeſtic clames the diſpoſe of 
it to be in Him by the right of Law ; The Parliament ſaith, Rebus fic dances 
and nolenti Rege, the Ordering of i is in them? 


Anſwer. V Hich Queſtion, may receive its ſolution by this diffinQi- 

on. Thartthere is in Laws an equitable, and a lirerall 
ſence. His Majeſty ( let it begranted ) is intruſted by Law with the Militia, 
bur it's for the good and 404 rage of the Republicke, again(t Forraigne In- 
va" ons or domelthicke rebellions. For it cagnot be ſuppoled that the Pariu- 
ment would ever by Law intruſt the King with the Aelntia again(t themſelves, 
or the Common-wealth , that intruſts them to provide for their weale, 
not for their woe. Sothat when there is certaine appearance or grounded 
{uſpition, that the Letter of the Law ſhall bee improved againſt equity 
of it {thatis , the publicke good, whether of the body reall or repreſen- 
rative )chen the Commander going againſt its equity, gives liberty to the Com- 
manded to refuſc obedience to the Letter : for the Law taken abflraRt from its 
originall reaſon ard end, is made a ſhell without a kernell, a ſhadow without 
a ſubſtance, and a body without a ſoule, Ir is the execution of Lawes accor- 
ding to their equity and reaſon, which (as I may fay ) is the ſpirit that gives 
litero Authority,the Lerrer kills. 

Nor necd this equzyy be expreſſed in the Law,being fo naturally implyed and 
ſuppoſed in all Laws that are not inceroly Imperiall, from that analogie which 
all bodyes Politicke hold with the Naturall ; whente all government and Go- 
vernouas borrow a proportionable reſpe&t ; And therefore when the Mutiaot 
an Army is committed to the Generall, it is not with any expreſſe condition, 
that he ſhall not turn the mouths of his Cannons againſt his owne Souldiers, 
for that is ſo naturally and neceſſarily implyed, that irs needlefſe ro be expref- 
ſed,inſomuch as if hedid attempr or command ſuch a thing againſt the nature 
of his truſt and place, it did ipſo fafto eſtate the Army in a right of diſobedi» 
ence, except we thinke that obedience binds Mert to cut their owne throats, or 
4t leaſt their companions, 

And indecd ifrhis diſtin tion be nor allowed, then the legall and mixt Afe- 
ATC 
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»archy is the greateſt Tyramy, for if La inveſt the King in an abſolute pow- 
er, and the Lerter be nor controled by the equity, then whereas other Kings 
that ace abſolute Afonarchs and rule by will, and not by Law, are Thrants per- 
force. Thoſe that rule by Law and got by will,have hereby a Tyramry conter'd 


' yponthem legally, and lo the yery end of Laws, which is to give bounds and 


limits rothe exorbitan: wills of Princes, is by the Layes themſelves diſappoin- 
ted, for they hereby give corroboration ( and much more Juſtification ) to an 
arbitrary Tyranny, by making it legall, not aſſumed ; which Laws are ordai- 
ned to crofle not countenance : and therefore is the letter (where it ſeemes ab- 
ſolute) alwayes to receive qualification from the equity, elſe the forelaid ab- 
ſudity muſt follow.

Majeſtic having ſeen a Printed Paper, entituled, 4 Qugſtion anſwered 
how Lawes are to be underitood, and obedience yeelded ; ( which Paper Hee 
ſends rogether with this Meſſage ) thinks fit to recommend the conſideration 
ofirro His Houſe of Peeres, that they may uſe all poſſible care and diligence 
for the finding out the Author, and may givedirections to His learned Coun- 
cell, to proceed againſt Him and the ns / wb of it, in ſuch a way as ſhall be 
agreeable to Law and the courſe of Juſtice, as perſons who endeavour to flir 
up Sedition againſt His Majeſtic. And His Majeftie doubts not but they will 
be yery ſenſible how much their own particular Intereſt ( as well as the pub- 
licke government of the Kingdome) is, and muſt be ſhaken, if ſuch Licence 
ſhall be permitted to bold factious {pirits to withdraw His SubjeRs Aridt obe- 
diencefrom the Laws eRabliſhed, by ſuch Sedirious and Treaſonable dilinRi- 
ons.

Can VOou 
jmagind We will ruſt luch an abſolute Power in the hands of particular per - 
ins, which V Vee refuſed to commit'to both Houſes of Parliament > Nay , 1 
neethe Power it ſelfe too abſolute, too unlimited to be commirred into any nt i- 
- vate hands? Hath not Sir Fohn Hothems high Inſclencie ſhewed Us what V Vee 
may exvect from an exorbitant Legall Power , when hee , by a Power not 
warranted by Law , darcs venture upon a Treafen2ble diſobedience ?

V Vhat would all Chrittian Princes think of 
us. aſter we 112d paſſed ſich a Bil > How would they value fo Sovercionty ? 
And yct fure Orr Reputation with Forreigne Princes is ſome ground of your 
lecurity : Nay , wee are confident, by that time you have thorowly conhdged 
the poſſible conſequence of the Bill upon your ſelves, and the reft of Our good 
Subje&s, you and they will give us thanks for not contenring to ir, finding their 
condition (had 1t poſed) not to have bin fo pleaſing unto them. VVe hope this 
Animadverfion will be no breach of your Priviledges in this throng of Buſineſs, 
and Dilt:mper of Aﬀections : 'Tis poſſhble ſecond thoughts may prefent fome- 
what to your conſiderations which eſcaped you before. 

VVe paſſed this Parliament at your entreaty a Bull concerning the Captives 
of Algrers.and waved many Objettions of Our own to the contrary,upon In- 
formation that the Buſineſſc had bin many Moneths conſidered by you. V Vhe- 
ther it prove ſutable to your Intentions , or whether you have not by ſome pri- 
vate Orders ſuſpended that AR of Parliament , upon view of the miftakings, 
you beſt know : As likewiſe what other great Alterations you have made in 0- 
ther Bils paſſed this Seſſhons. VVee cannot paſle over the putting their names 
ourof thus Bill whom before you recommended to us in your Ordinance , it 
ſeems not thinking fit to truſt thoſe who would obey no Guide burthe Law of 
the Land (V'Ve imagine you would not wiſh wee ſhould in Our eſtimation of 
ethers follow that your Rule) ant the leaving out by ſpeciall proviſion 'the 
preſent Lord Major of London,as a perſon in your disfavour, whereas we my 
re 
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tc!] you his Demeanour kath bin A that the Citie, and the whotr Kingdom 
's beholdingro him tor his Examples G 

To conclude, we doe not finde Our Sclf poſſeſſed of ſuch an excefſe of Power, 
that 1t is fit to transferre, or conſent it ſhould be in other perions (as is direted 
by this Bill) and therefore wee ſhall relic upon that Royall Right and Juritdh 
tion which God and the Law hath given us. for the ſuppreſſing of Rebellion, 
and refifting Forreigne Invaſion , which hath preſerved this Kingdome inthe 
time of all Our Ancetors , and which wee doubt not, but wee ſhall be able to 
cxecute ; And not more for Our own Honour and Right, then for the Liberty 
and Satery of Our Pcople, we cannot conient to paſſe this Bill. \

He Lords and Commons in Parhament, fi ding juſt cauſe to fear , not 
onely the delperatc dchgnes of Papiſts, and others of rhe malignant par- 

tie at home, but alſo the malice of Encmies incited by them from abroad, 
Thought it neceſſary for the tafcry of this Kingdome, to ſecure the Towneof 
A mgiton upon Hul, beiny one ot che moſt cont1derable places forſtrengrh, and 
afforling the beſt convenicncy for landing of Forreign Forces ; And wherea 
great part of the magazine of the Kingdom for that time was placed ; And for 
that end appointed Sir John Horhams, one of the members of the Houle of Com- 
mons, being a Gentleman of the ſame County, of a conſiderable Fortune » and 
approved Integrity, totake upon him the Government of that Town . andto 
draw thither fome of the Trained Band: for the Guard thereof : In which ap- 
prchenhon and reſolution thereupen taken. they are the more confirmed by the 
hight of ſome intercepted Letters of the Lord Nrgby, (a principall perſon of that 
party) wiitten to the Q ueen and Sir Lewrr Drives « whereby that party dilco» 
vered an endeavour to pertwade His Majefty to declare Himfclt,and retire into

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About which time Captain Leg (a man formerly imployed in the praQice ot 
bringing up the Army againſt :he Parliament)had diceftion by Warrant pro- 
duced by him, under the Kings haud and figne Manuall, to enter Kempton up- 
on Hull, and to draw thither ſuch of the Trained Bands 2s he ſhould think firs 
And that the Earl of Newcaſtle came thither in a luſpicious way, and under a' 
feigned name, and did endeayour co poſleſſe himſelf of the faid Town, by ver- 
we of the like Warrant and Authority. . 

They further conceiving that the Magazine there being of fo great impor» 
tance to this Kingdom, would be more ſecure in the Tower of Londov, did hum- 
bly Petition His Majeſty to give His conſent the ſame might be removed, which 
norwithſtanding His Majeſtic did refuſe ; And thereupon ſome few ill-affeted 

rſons about the City of York; rook upon them the preſumprion,in oppoſition

(as if there could be a greater carc in them of His Majeſties Royall Perſon,

The Order of Aſſiſtance given to the Committees of 
both Houſes , concerning their going to 
Hull , April 28, 1642, . 


Hereas the Earle of Stamford, the Lord Willoughby of Parhans , Sir 
V V Eau Ayſeongh, Sir Chriſtopher Wray , Sir Samuel Owfield , and 
Maſter Hatchery, are by the Lords and Commons in Parliament affembled, 
commanded to make their repair into the Counties of Tork and Lencoln , and 
the Town of Kimgitore upon Hell, for ipeciall ſervice for His Majeſtie, and the 
peace and ſafery of the Kingdom, and accordingly have received particular In- 
{tructions fortheir better direRion therein; Theſe are to require all Lords Liey- 
renants,and their Depurics, Sheriffs. Juſtices of the Peace,Majors, Bailiffs,Con- 
ſtables, and al! other His Majeſties Officers and loving SubjeRs , to be aiding 
and aſſiſting unto them upon all occaſions, as need ſhall require.

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His Majeſties Anſwer to the Declaration, Votes,and Order 
of Aſſiſtance of both Houles of Parliament,concern- 
ing the Magazine at Hull, ſent May 4. 1642. 


Ince Our gracious Meſſage of the 24. of April laft, to both Houſes of Par- 
handing Jolie for the high, and unheard of affront, offe- 
ied unto Us at the Gates of Fimll by Sir lohn Hotham ) 15 not thought worthy 
of an Anſwer ; but that in Read thereof they have thought fir by their printed 
Votes of the 28.0f April laſt, ro own and avow that unparallelled AR of Sir 
lohn Hothams, to be done in obedience to the Command of both Houſes of 
Parliament ( though at that time he could produce no ſuch Command ) and 
with other Retolutions againſt Our Proccedings there, to publiſh a Declarati- 
on concerning that buſinefle, as an appeale to the People, and as if their enter- 
courſe with Us, and tor our ſatisfaction, were now to no more purpole;though 
we knew this courle of theirs to be very unagreeable tothe Modeltic and Dutic 
of former times, and unwarrantable by any Precedents but what themſelves 
have made z yet Weare not unwilling to joyne iffue with them in this Way» 
and to let all the world know, how neceffaric, juſt, and lawfull all Oar Pro- 
ccedings have been in this Point, and that the detence of thele Proccedings is, 
The defence of the Law of the Land, Of the Libertic and Propertic of the Sub- 
ject, and chat by the ſame Rule of Juſtice, which is now offered to Us, all the +» 
private Intereſt and Title of all Our good Subjects to all their Lands and 
Coods are confounded and defiroyed. Maſter Pym himlelfe tels you, in his 
Specch againſt the Earle of Strafford ( publiſhed by the Order of the Houſe of 
Commons) The Lnv us the Safeguard ; The Cuſtedie of all prevate Intereſts; 
your Honours, your Lives, your Liberties, and Eſtates. are all in the keepmg of the 
Lev;without this,every man hath alike right to any thing: And We would fain be 
anſwered, what Title any SubjeX of Our Kingdome hath to his Houſe or 
Land, that We have not to Nur Towne of Hull? Or what right hath he to his 
Money, Plate, or Jewels, that We have not to Our Magazine or Munition 
there? If We had ever tuch a Title, We would know when We loſt it. And if 
that Magazine and Munition ( bouglt with Our own Money )were ever Ours; 
When, and how that Propertic went out of L1s. We very well know the great 
and unlimited Power of a Parliamenc, but We know as well, that it is onely in 
that ſenſe' as We are a part of that Parliamene. Without Us, and again Our 
Conſent, the Votes of either, or both Houſes together, muſt not, cannot, ſhall 
ngt (if We can help it, for Our SubjeRs fake as well as Our Own ) forbid a- 
ay thing that is enjoyned by the Law, -- enjoyn any thing that is forbidden by 
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the Law ; But in any luch alteration which may be for the peace and happi- 
neſſe of the Kingdome, We have not,ſhall not refuſe to conſent : And We doubr 
nat, but that all Our good SubjeRs will cafily diſcecne m what a miſerable in- 
{ecuritie and confuſion they muſt neceflarily and inevitably be, if Deſcents ma 
be alcered, Purchaſes avoided, Afſurances and Conveyances cancelled, the So- 
veraigne Legall Authority deſpiſed and refifted, by Votes or Orders of either, 
or both Houles : And this We arc ſure is Cur war Hull; And as it is Ours 
:0 day, by the ſame rule it -u1y be theirs to morrow. 

Againſt any deſperate defignes of the Papi(ts, We have ſufficiently expreſſed 
Our zeale and intentions, and ſhall be as forward to adventure Our own Life 
and Fortune to oppoſe any ſuch Deſgnes, as the mcaneſt Subject in Ove 
Kingdone, 

For the Malignant Party, as the Law hath not to Our knowledge defined 
their condition, fo hath neither Houle preſented thein to Us under ſuch a Noti- 
on as We may well underſtand whom they intend,and We ſhall therefore on» 
ly enquire after, and avoid the Malignant Party under the Chara er of perſons 
diſaffeted rt the Peace and Government of the Kingdome, and tuch who(neg- 
leRing and deſpiſing the Lav of the Land ) have given themſelves other Rules 
to walke by, and fo diſpenſed with their Obedience to Authoritie - Of theſe 
perſons ( as deſtructive to the Common-wealth ) Wee ſhall rake all poſſible 
Caution, 

Why any Letters incercepted from the Lord Digby ( wherein he mentions a 
a Rerreate to a place of Satetic ) ſhould hinder Us from viſiting our own Fort, 
and how We have oppoſed any wayes of Accommodation with our Parlia» 
ment, and what wayes and overtures have been offered in any way, or like a- 
ny deſire of fuch Accommodation, or whether Our Meſſage of the 20.0f Junua+ 
ry laſt ( fo often in vain preſſed by Us) have not ſufficiently expreſſed Our ear- 
neſt dehre of it, let all the world judge : Neither is it in the power of any per- 
ſons to encline Us tortake Armes againſt Our Parliament, and Our good Sub- 
jects, and miſerably to imbrolle this Kingdome in Civill Wars. We have gi- 
ven ſufhcient evidence to the world how much Our affeftions abhor, and out 
heart bleeds ar the apprehenſion of a Civill war ; And let God and the world 
judge, if Our Care and Indnſtry be onely to defend and prote& The Liberty 
of the Subject, The Law of the Kingdome, Our owne juſt Rights (part of that 
Law) and Oc Honour ( much more precious then Our Life) and if in oppofi- 
tion to theſe any Civill wars ſhall ariſe, upun whoſe Account the Blood and 
deſtruRion that muſt follow wut be caſt : God, and Our owne conſcience tels 
ib that We arecleare. 

For Captain Legg being ſent heretofore to Hall (though by the way. this is 
the firlt thne We ever beard that he was accuſed for the pratice of bringing of 
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the Army againſt the Parliament, neither doe We yer know that there is ſuch a 
charge againſt him ) or for the Earle of Newcaftles being ſent thicher by Our 
Warrant and Authority, We asked a Queſtion long agoe in Our Anſwer to 
both Houſes concerning the Magazine at Full, which We have cauſe to thinke 
is notcalie to be anſwered: Why the generall rumour of the Deſigne of Papiſls 
in the Northerne parts, ſhould not be thought ſufficient ground for Us to put in 
ch a perſon of Honour, Fortune and unb.e niſhed Reputation (as the Earle of 
Newcaſtle is known to be) into a Town and Fort of Our own, where our own 
Magazine lay ; An4yet the ſame Rumour be Warrant enough to commit the 
fame Town & Fort without Our conſent to the hands of Sir lob» Fothamwith 
luch 2 Power as 15 now too well known and underſtood. How O.r Refuſall 
to have that Magazine removed upon the Petition of both Houſes, could give 
an adyantage ag1inſt Us to have it raken fron Us; And whether it was a re- 
fuſall, all men will eaſily undertand who read Our Antlwer to that Petition.to 
which it hath not been yer thought fit to make any Reply, 

For the Condition of thoſe perlons who preſented the Petition to Us at Yorke, 
(whom that Declaration calls, Some few ll affeited perſons about the City of 
Yarke ) ro continue the Magazine at Hull, We make no doubt but that Petiti- 
on will appeare tv be Atteſted both in numder and weight, by perſuns of Ho- 
nour and integrity, and much more convertane with the AﬀeNions of the 
whole County, then moſt of thoſe Petitions which have been received with fo 
much Conſent and Approbation : And for their preſumption of interpoſing 
their advice, We the mure wonder at that Exception, when fuch Encourage- 
ment hath been given. and thankes declared ro multitndes of mean,unknowne 
People, Prentices and Porters ,»who have accoinpanied Petntions of very 
ſtrangenaturcs, 

For the manner of Our going to Hull, We have clearly ſet forth the ſame 
n Our Meſſage to both Houſes of that Bufineſſe ; And for any intelligence gi- 
vento Sir John Hotham of an Intention to deprive him of his life ; as we know 
there was no (ach Intention in Us, having given him all poſſible aſſurance of 
me ſame ar Our being there; ſo We are confident no ſuch intelligence was 
given ; Or if it were. ut was by ſome villain, who had nothing but walice, or 
defigne to fright him from his due Obedience,to warrant him. And Sir Jobs 
Hiaham had all the reaſon to aſſure himſelfe, that his life would be in much 
more danger by refuſing to admit his King into His owne Towne and Fort, 
then by yeelding Him that obedience, which he owed by his Oathes of Alle- 
giance and Supre-nacie, and the Proteftation, and he well knew was due and 
warrantable by the Laws of the Land. 

For the number of Our Attendants ( though that could be no Warrant for 
ſuch a diſobedience in a SubjeR ) it is well known ( as we expreſſed in Ouc 
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Mcſſage to both Houſes, to which credit ought to have been given ) that-We 
offcred to Foc into the Town with ewenty Horlic onely ; Our whole Train be 
ing unarmed - And wholoever thinkes that too great an Attendance for Our 
Seite, and Our two Sons, have ſure an Intention tv bring Us to a meaner Re- 
tinue then they yer will avow. 

Here then is Our Caſe (of which let all the world judge) We endeavoured to 
viſit a Town & Fort of Our own wherin our own Magazine lay, a Subje&in 
defianceof Us, urs the Gates again Us, with armed men refiſts, denies and 
oppoſes Our Entrance, tels Us in plain terms, We ſhall not come in. We doe 
not pretend to underſtand much Law, yer in the point of Treaſon, We have 
had much Learning taught Us this Parliament,and it the ſcnle of the Statute 
25.E.2.C4p.2. bc not very differing from the Letter, Sir John Hothams AR 
was nolcfle then plaine high Trea ſon: And We had been contemptibly ſtupid, 
if We kad Cafter all thule circumſtances of Grace and Favour then (hewed 
him ) made any Icruple to proclaime him Traitour : And whether he be to or 
no» 1t he ſhall render himſcife, YVe will require no other Triall,;then that which 
the Law hath appointed to every SubjeRt, and which We are confhdent Wee 
havenot ( in the leaſt degree) in thoſe proccedings violated, no more then We 
have done the Privile:lge of Parliament by cndcavouring in a juſt way to 
challenge Our own unqueſlionable Priviledges : for that in ſuch a cale, the de- 
claring him Traitour, being a Membei of ihe Houſe of Commons, without 
Proccfle of Law, ſhould be a breach of Priviledogce of Parliament ( of which 
We are ſure none extends to T reaſon. Felonie, or breach of the Peace) againſt 
the Liberty ofthe Subject, or againft the Law of the Land, We mult haye 0- 
ther Reaſons then bare Votes. 

We would know if Sir {obn Hothim had ( with thoſe Forces by which hee 
kept Us out of Our Town of Hull ) pu lued Us to the F1tCs of Yorke ( which 
he might as legally have done ) mult We have taid from declaring him Trai- 
tour, till proceſſe of Law might have 1ſſued againſt him 2 Will feares and jea- 
louſies diſpenſe with ceall and neceſſacy formes, and muſt We when aRuall 
War is leavicd upon Us,obſerve formes, which the Law it ſelfe doth not enjoyn?

To Our truſty & welbeloved bigh Sheriffe of Our County of York. 


Ruſty and welbeloved, Wee greet you well : Whereas We underſtand, 
T that Sir ſohr Hotham takes upon him ( without any | authoritie or 
power ) to iſſue Warrants to Conſtables, and other Our Officers, to raiſe di- 
vers of Our Trained Bands of this Our Country,and requires them to march 
with their Armes, and to come into Our Towne of Hall, where he hath difar- 
ned divers of them, keeps their Armes and diſcharges the men, and whereas 
We are credibly informed, that divers perſons, who were lately Collonels, 
Lieytenamt-Collonels, Captaines, and Officers of the trained Bands of this our 
County, intend ſhertly to ſummon, and endeavour to muſter the forces of this 
our County : For as much as by the Law of the Land, none of our trained 
Bands areto be raiſed or muſtered, upon 4 gr_ authority whatſoever, 
but by ſpeciall warrant under Our own , or by a Vrix direRed 
tothe Sheriffe of the County, or by Warrant from the Lord Lievrenant, or 
Deputy-Lieytenants of the County? __— and authorized by Commifhon 
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under O:rpreat Seale. And whereas at preſent there is to Lord Lievtenane 
or Deputie-Lievtenant legally authorized ro command the forces and trained 
Bands of this Our Countie of Torke, and the Commiſſions, Command, and 
Power of all Collonels, Lievrenant-Collonels, Captaines and Officers of Our 
Traincd-Bands, ( which were derived from the Commiſſion and Power of 
the Lord-Licvtenant only ) are now actually void, and of no force and au. 
thoritic. O ir will and command therefore is. that you forthwith iſſue VVar. 
rants under your hand. toall the late Collonels, Lievtenant-Collonels, Cap- 
taincs and Officers, who ( whiles the Lord Lievtenants Commiſſion was in 
force ) had the command of the Trained Bands of this our County: And alfoto 
all High and Petty Conſtables, and other O.zr OFcers, in this Our Count”, 
whom it may concerne ; charging and commanding them, and every of them, 
in Our Name, and upon their Allegiance, and as they tender the Peace of this 
our Kingdome, not to Muſter, Leavie, or Raiſe, or to Summon, or VVarne 
C upon any pretence or Direions whatſoever ) any of O.r Trained Bands to 
Riſe, Muſter, or March, without expreſſe VVarrant under Our hand, or 
Warrant from you Our Sheriffe grounded upon a particular VVrit w that 
purpoſe ; which VVe allo Command you, not to put in Execution without 
Our Privity and Allowance, whiles We ſhall reſide in this Our County. And 
in caſe any of Our Trained Bands ſhall riſe, or gather together, contrary to 
this our Command, Then V Ve will and command you to charge and require 
rhem, todiſſolve, and retire to theirdwellings, And if upon due Summons 
from you, they ſhall not ny downe their Armes, and depace to their dwellings; 
VVe will and command you,wpon your Allegiance, and as you tender the 

peace and quier of this Our Kingdome, to raiſe the Power of the County, and 

ſuppreſſe them by force, as the Law hath dizeQed and given you Power to do. 

And tothe end that this our expreſſe Command may be notified to all Our 

SubjeRs in this our County, ſo as noue may pretend hereafter to have 

miſled through ignorance; V Ve require you to cauſe theſe our Letters to 
be forthwith read, and publiſhed openly in all Churches and Pariſhes in this 
our Countie. Herein you may not faile, as youtender the ſafetie and honour 
of our Perſon, the good and peace of this Qur Kingdome, and will anſwer the 
tnerary at your perill, For which this ſhall be your ſufficient Warrant.

Miajeſties ſeverall Meſſages about 
che M1LItTI A. 


He Lords and Commons holding ir neceſſary for the peace and ſafety of 
Ti Kingdom to ſettle the CAfilnra thereof , did for that = prepare 

an Ordinance of Parliament, and with all humilitie did preſent the (ame 
to His Majeſtic for his Royall aſſent , Who notwithſtanding the Faithfull ad- 
vice of his Parliament, and the (cverall Reaſons offered by them of the neceſſi- 
ry thereof, for the ſecuring of his Majeſties perlort, and the peace and (afery of 
his people, did refuſe to give his conſent, and thereupon they were neceſſitated, 
in diſcharge of the trult repoſed in them as the repreſentative body of the King- 
dome, to make an Ordinance by Authority of both Houſes, to ſertle the Milr- 
tia. warranted theceunto by the fundamentall Laws of the Land : his Mai 
taking notice thereof, did by ſeverall Meſſages invite them to ſertle the ſame 
AS of Parliament , affirming in his Majellies Meſſage ſent in Anſwer to the 
Petition of both Houſes preſented to his Majeſty at Torke, March 26. That he 
always thought ir neceſſary the ſame ſhould be ferled. and that he never denicd 
che thing, only denied the way; and for the matter of it, took exceptions only 
to the Preface; as a thing not ſtanding with his honour to conſent to, and that 
himſelf was excluded in the execution , and for a time unlimited : Whereupon 
the Lords and Commons being delirous to give his Majeltie all fatisfaRtion 
that might be, even to the leaſt title of forme,and circumſtance ; and when his 
Majeſtic was pleaſed to offer them a Bill ready drawne, did for no ether cauſe 
then to 1nanifeſt their hearty affeRion ro comply with his Majeſties deſires and 
obtain his conſent, entertain the ſame ; and in the mean time no way declining 
their Ordinance, and to expreſle their carne zeal tocorreſpond with his Ma- 
jeflies deſire (Gn all things that mighe conliſt wich the peace and ſafery of the 
Kingdom, and the truſt repoled in them) did paſſe that Bill , and therein omir- 
ted che preamble inſerted before the Ordinance, limited the timego lefle then 
two yeets, and confined the authority of the Lievtenants to hcle three particus 
lars, naniely Rebellion, Infurreion, and forraigne Invahon , and returned the 
fame to his Majeſty for his Royall aſſent. B « all cheſe egpreſhons of affe ion 
and loyalty, all thoſe defizes and earneſt endeavours to comply with his Maje- 
iy, hath (to their great grief and forrow)produced no berter efte& then an ab- 


ſolute deniall, even of that which his Majeſty by his former Meſſages, as wee 
2 con- 
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conceive, had promiſed; the advice of evill ) nd wicked counſels; receiving All 
more cre(ij: with him, then that of his great Councell of Parliament,ina mater 
of ſo high importance, that the ſafety of his Kingdom, and the peace of his peo» 
ple depends upon it. But now what mul be the exceptions to rhis Bill? nor 
Jure, that was t© the Ordinance ; for a care was taken to give ſatisfaion inal 
thee particulars, Then the exception was becauſe that the diſpoſng and exe- 
cution thereof was referred to both Houſcs of Parliament, and his Ma jelty ex- 
cluded : and now that by the Bill, the power and execution is aflerrained , and 
reduced to particulars, and the Law of the Realme made the Rule thereof, his 
Majeſtic will nottruſt the perſons. The power is too great, too unlimited to 
truſt them with. But what is that power ? I; ir any other , but in-expreſſe 
terins to ſuppreſſe Rebellion, Infurretion, and forreigne invaſion ? And who 
are thoſe Perſons ? ace they not ſuch as were nominated by the great Counfell 
of the Kingdom, and affented to by lus Mayeſtic? And is it too greata power to 
truſt choſe perſons with the ſuppreſſion of Rebellion, Infurre&tion, and forraign 
Invaſion? ſurely the mot wicked of them that adviſed his Majeſty to this An- 
ſwer cannot ſuggeſt, but that it is neceſſacy for the ſafety of his Majeſties Roy- 

erſon and the peace of the Kingdome , ſuch a power ſhould be pur in lome 
Mands. And there is no pretence of exception to the perſons. His Majelly for 
the ſpace of above fifteen yeers together, thought not a power far exceeding this 
to be too great to intcuſi particular perſons with , to whoſe will the Lives and 
Liberties of his people by Martiall Laws were made ſubjeR , for ſuch was the 
power given to Lord Lievrenants, and Deputy Lievtenants inrevery County of 
this Kingdom, and that without the conſent of his people, or authority of Law. 
But now incaſe of extream neceſſity , upon the advice of both Houſes of Par- 
liament for no longer ſpace then two yeers.a lefſer power, and that for the ſafe- 
ty,of King and people , is thought too preat totruſt particular perſons with, 
though named by both Houſcs of Parliament, and approved cf by his Majeſty 
himfelf. And ſurely if there be a neceſſity to ſettle the Militia (which his Ma- 
jefly was pleaſed to confeſſe) the perſons cannot be incruſted with leſſe power 
then this to have it all cffeRuall. And the Preſidents of former Ages when there 
hapned a neceſſity to rayſe ſuch a power, never flraightned that power to a nat- 
rower compaſſe, witneſſe the Commiſſhons of Array in ſeverall Kings Reignes, 
and often ifſued out by the conſent and the authority of Parliament. The Lords 
and Qommons therefore intruſted with the ſafety of the Kiggdome , and peace 
ot the people, (which they call God to witneſſe is their onely ayme ) finding 
themlelyes denied theſe theic ſo neceſſary, and juſt demands, and that they can 
never be diſcharged before God or Man , if they ſhould ſuffer the ſafery ofthe 
Kingdom and peace of the people to be expoſed tothe malice of the Malignant

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ary at home » or the fury of enemics from abroad. And knowing no other 
way to encounter the imminent and appreaching danger , bur by putting the 
people into a fir poſture of defence , doe reſolve to pur their ſaid Ordinance in

Ordinance forthwith to put the ſame in execution, and all others toobey it, ac- 
-ording to the fundainentall Laws of the Kingdome in ſuch cales,as they tender

Fe very well underſtand how much it is below the high and Royall 

dignity (wherein God hath placed Us) ro take notice, much more to 

trouble Our Self with anſwering thoſe many ſcandalous , ſeditious 
Pamphlets and Printed Papers , which are ſcattered with ſuch,great Licence 
thorowout the Xingdome | Age ichtanding Our carneſt defire, fo often in vain 
preſſed for a Reformation) though Wee finde it evident , That the mindes of 
many of Our weak SubjeRs have been , and tillare poiſoned by thoſe means, 
and that.ſo generall a terrour hath poſſeſſed the minds and heart of all men, that 
whiles the Preſſes ſwarm (and every day produceth new TraQts againſt the e- 
flabliſhed Governinent of the Church and State) molt nien want the Courage 
or the Conſcience to write , or the opportunity and incouragement to publiſh 
ſuch compoſed ſober Animadverſions , as mighteithec preſerve the minds of 
Our good SubjeRs from ſuch InfeRion, or reſtore and recover them when they 
are {0 infeed : Bur we are contented to let Our Self fall ro any Office that may 


undeceive Our People, and to take more pains this way by Ourown Pen, then 
ever 
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ever King hath done, when Wee fing any thing that ſcemes to carry the rept. 
tation and authority of either, or borh Houſes of Parhament , and will Noe 
have the ſame refuted or diſputed by common and vulgar Pens , till Wee are 
thorowly informed, whether thoſe ARts have in truth thar Countenance and 
Warrant they prerend, Which regard of Ours We doubt not but in time will 
recover that due reverence (the ablence whereof Wee have roo much reaſon to 
na_—_— to Our Perſon and Our Meſſages, which in all ages hath been paid 
(and nodoubt is due) to the Crown of England. 

We have therefore taken notice of a Printed Paper, intituled , A Declaration 
of both Houſes of Parliament, in Anſwer to Our laſt Meſſage concerning the 
Militia , publiſhed by comma nd ; The which Wee are unwilling to believe 
(both for the matter of it, the Expreſſions in it , and the Manner of publiſh- 
ing it) can reſult from the conſent of buth Houſes; Neither do We know by 
what lawfull command ſuch uncomely , irreverent mention of Us can be pub- 
liſhed to the World. And though Declarations of this kind have of late(with 
00 much boldnefſe )broken in upon Us and the whole Kingdom, when one,or 
both Houſes have thought fir to communicate their Counſels and Reſolutions 
to the People, yer We are unwilling to believe, that ſuch a Declaration as this, 
ſhould be publiſhed in Anſwer to Our Meſſage, without vo! 'ch{afing at lealt to 
fend it ro Us as their Anſwer ; Their bufinefſe for which they are met by 
Our Writ and Authority, being to Counſell Us for the good of Our People, 
not to write againſt Us tro Our People , and no conſent of Ours for their lon 
continuing together, inabling them to dee any thing , but what they wece brſ 
ſummoned by Our Writ to doe. Ar leaſt We will believe , though miſunder- 
ſtanding and jealouſic (the Juſtice of God will overtake the Fomenters of that 
Jealoutie, and the Promoters and Contrivers of that —— might 
produce (to ſay no worſe) thoſe very untoward Expreſſions. that if thoſe Hou» 
ſes had contrived that Declaration , as an Anſwer to Our Meſſage, they would 
have vouchſafed ſome Anſwer to the Queſtion propoſed in Ours , which Wee 
profeſſed, did 2nd muſt cyidently prevail over Our underſtanding; and in their 
wiſdom and gravity they would have beene ſure to have ſtated the matters of 
FaR, as (atleaſt ro ordinary underſtandings) might be unqueſtionable ; Nei- 
ther of which is done by that Declaration. 

We deſire to know why We were by that AR abſolutely excluded from any 
Power or Authority in the execution of the Mirlitra, and Wee muſt appeal to 
all the World, whether ſuch an attempt be nor a greater and juſter ground tor 
Feare and Fealoufie in Us , then any one that is avowed for thoſe ucive 
Fears and Jealouſies, which are ſo publikely owned, almoſt tothe ruine of the 
Kingdom. But We have been told that We muſt not be jealous of Our great 

Coun- 
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Councell of both Houſes of Parliament, We are not, no more then they are 
of Us cheix King, and hitherto they have not avowed any jealouſie of, or dil. 
aFetion to Qur Perſon ; imputed all co Our evill Counſellours;to a Malipnanc 
party that are not of their minds : So We do ( and Wedo it from our foule ) 
Foe no Jealoufie of Our Parliament, but of ſome turbulent, ſedutious, and 
ambitious Natures, which ( being nor fo cleerly diſcerned ) may have an in- 
fluence even upon the Ations of both Houſes ; And if this Declaration hath 
paſſed by ſuch conſent ( which We are not willing to beleeve) it is not impoſ- 
fble but that the apprehenhon of ſuch Tumulrs, which have driven Us frong 
our City of London for the ſaferie of Ouc Perſon, may make ſuch an imprefſi» 
en in other men { not able to remove from the danger) ty make them conſent, 
or not to own a diſſent in matters not agreeable to their conſcience or under- 
fanding. 

We _ NOIEy in that Our Anſwer, Our diſlike of the putting of their 
names out of the Bill whom before they recommended to Us in theic pretended 
Ordinance, and the leaving ont by ſpeciall Proyifion the preſent Lord Major 
of London; to all which the Declaration affords no Anſwer, and therefore Wee 
cannot ſuppoſe it was intended for an Anſwer to that Our Meſſage, which 
whoſocycr looks upon, will find to be in no degree anſwered by that Decla» 
ration. , 

But ic informs all Our Subjects, after the mention with what humilicic the 
Ordinance was prepared and preſeated to Us (a matter very evident in the Pe- 
urions and Meſſages concernivg it) and Our refuſall to give Our conſent, not- 
withſtanding the ſeverall reaſons offered of the neceſſity chereof, for rhe ſecu- 
ring of our Perſon, and the Peace and ſafety of Our People (whether any ſuch 
Reaſons were given, the weight of thera, and whether they were not clearely 
and candidly anſwered by Us, the world will cally jucge that they were at

Power of the King, We with there be not ſome ocher ſecrer ( tobe diſcortred 
when _— for the ruine- and defitruftion of the Liberty.of the SakyeR-: 
Forng if 


Hows of both Houſes have any ſuch Authorny to: makea 
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new Law, it-hath the ſame Authority to repeale the old, and then what will 
become of the long eſtabliſhed Rights and Liberties of the King and Subjet, 
and particularly of Af1gr4 Chart, will be eaſily diſcerned by the mult ordis 
nary underſtandings. 

It is true, We did{out ofthe renderneſle of the Conſtitution of the Kingdom, 
and cate of the Law, which We are bound to defend, and being moſt aiſured 
of the unjuſtifiableneſle of the prerended Ordinance ) invite and defire both 
eur Houſes of Par lizment co ſertle wharloeyer ſhould be fir of that nature, by 
AR of Parliament ; But were We therefore obliged ro paſſe whatſoever ſhould 
be brought to Us of that kind? VVe did fay in Our Anſwer to the Petition of 
both Houſes, preſented to Us at Torke the 26 of Afarch laſt ( and We have faid 
the ſame in other Meſſages before) that V Ve alwayes thought it neceſſary the 
buſineſſe of the Afilrtia ſhould be lerled, and that VVe never denied the thing, 
onely denied the way, and V Ve ay the ſame ſtill, ſince the many Diſpures, and 
Vores upon Lords Lievtenants, and their Commiſſions ( which were begun by 
Us, or Our Father ) had ſo diſcountenanced that Authocity, which for 

eers together was happily looked upon with Reverence and Obedience by the 
People ; VVe did, and doe thinke it very neceſſary,that ſome wholeſome Law 
be provided for that buſineſſe ; but we declared in Oar Anſwer to the preten- 
ded Ordinance, VVe expected that that neceſſary Puwer ſhould be firl{ Inve- 
fled in Us, before We conſented to transfer it to other men - Neither could it 
ever be imagined, that We would conſent that a greater Power ſhould be in 
the hands of a Subject, then V Ve were thought worthy to be truſted with Our 
Selfe ; And ifit ſhall not be thought fit to make a new AQ, or Declaration in 
this point, VVe doubt not but V'Ve ſhall be able to grant ſuch Commiſſons, 
which ſhall very Legally enable choſe VVe truſt to doe all Offices for the Peace 
and Quiet of the Kingdome, if any Diſturbance ſhall happen. 

But that Declaration ſaith, VVe were pleaſed to offer them a Bill ready 
drawne, and that they ( to expreſle their earneſt zeale to correſpond with Our 
deſire ) did paſſe that Bill, yer all that expreſſion of AﬀeRion and Loyaltie, all 
that earneſt defire of theirs to comply with Us, produced no better effeR chen an 
abſo lute deni1ll, even of what by Our former Mefſag:s ( as that Declaration 
conceives ) V Ve had promiſed ; and fo proceeds (under the pretence of mentio- 
ning evill and wicked Counſels )ro cenſure and reproach Us in a DialeR, that 
VVe are confident Our SubjeRts will read with much indignation of 
Our behalfe. Burt ſure if that Declaration had paſſed the examination of both 
Houſes of Parliament,they would never have affirmed that theBil we refuſed to 

,was the ſame we ſent to them, or have that Our Meſſage, wherin 
difference and contrarietie berween the two Bills is ſo particularly ſet dow 
would be anſwered with the bare averring them tw be one and the fame = 
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No more would they have declared ( when Our exceptions to the Ordinance, 
1nd the Bill are to notoriouſly knowneto all Our people) that care being takes 
to give atisfaRion in all the particulars We had _ againſt in the Ordi- 
nance, We had tuund new exceptions to the Bill ; And yer this very Declarau” 
on confeſſes, that Our exceprion to the Ordinance was, that in the diſpolins 
1nd execution thereot We were excluded, And was not this an pur” ty rea- 
lon in Our Antwer for our rctufall of the Bill which this Declaration will 
needs contute ? Bur the power was no other then to ſuppreſſe Rebellion, Inſur- 
reAion, and forreigne invaſion, and the Perſons truſted no other then ſuch as 
were nominated by the great Councell of the Kingdo.ne,and aſſented to by Us; 
and that Declaration askes if that be too great a Powerto truſt theſe perſons 
with > Indeed whiles fo great liberty is uted in Voting and declaring men to 
be Enemies to the Common-wealth ( an Engliſh phraſe We ſcarcely under- 
(tand) and in cenſuring men for their ſervice and attendance upon Our Per- 
Gn, and in Our lawfull Commands, great h:cd muſt be caken into whathands 
We commit ſuch a Power to ſuppreſle Inſu1c:Rion and Rebellion. And if1n- 
fareHion and Rebellion have found other definitions then what the Law hath 
given them, We muſt be ture that no lawfull Power ſhall juſtifie thoſe defini- 
tions ; And if there be Learning found out to make Sir John Hothams taking 
Arines againſt Us, and keeping Our Town and Fort from Us, no Tceaſon and 
Rebellion, We know not whether a new diſcovery may not find it Rebellion 
in Us,to defend our Sclfe from ſuch Armes, and to endeavour to recover what 
is lo taken from Us : and therefore it concernes Us ( till the known Law of the 
Land be allowed tobe Judge berween 1s ) to take heed into what hands VVe 


* commit ſuch Power : Beſides, can it be thought, that becauſe We are willing 


totruſt certain perſons, that we are obliged to tcuſt them in whatſoever they are 
willing to be truſted ? We ſay, no private hands are fit for ſuch a Truſt, neither 
have We departed from any thing ( in the leaſt degree ) VVe offered or promi- 
ſed bef, mecthough VVe 1ight with as much reaſon have withdrawn Our Truſt 
from fome Pertons VVe before had accepted, as they did from others whom 
they recomended. For the Power which VVe are c_ to have commit- 
ted to particular Perſons for the ſpace of fifteene yeeres dy our Commiſſions of 
Lieytenancy, it is notoriouſly known, that it was not a Power creared by Us, 
but continued very many yeers, and in the moſt happy times this Kingdome 
hath enjoyed (even thoſe of Our renowned Predeceſſours Queene Elizabeth, 
2nd Our Father of happy memory) and whatever Authority was granted by 
thoſe Commiſſions which were kept in the old forms. the ſame was derermina- 
ble at Our pleaſure, and VVe know not that they produced any of thoſe Cala- 
mities which might give Our good SubjeRts cauſe to be ſo weary of them,as to 
run the hazard of ſo much miſchiefe as that Bill we refuſed might poſſibly have 
produced. Aa For 
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Eor the Preſidents of former ages in the Commiſſions of Array, We dbnbr 
not buz when any fuch have iftucd our, that the King: conſent was alwayes ob- 
e1ined, and the Commiſſhons determinable at His pleaſure, and then alas the 
extent of power was, will be nothing applicable to this Caſe of the Ordinanee, 

Bur whether that Declaration hath refured Our Reaſons for Our refirfalt to 
paſſe the Bill or no- it hath reſolved and required all Perſons in authority there. 
by to pre the Ordinance in preſent execution, and all others ro obey ir accord- 
ing to the fundamental! Lawes of the Land. But We whom Ged hath rrufted 
t9 maintain and defend thoſe fundamentall Lawes { which We hope He will 
bleſfe to ſecure Us ) do declare that there is no legall power in either or both 
Houſes, upon any pretence whatlocver, wichour Oar conlent, to command 2- 
ny part ofthe Ain of this Ringdome, nor hari the Iike ever been comman- 
ded by either or both Houlcs tnce the firft foundation of the Lawes of this 
Land ;and that the execution of or the obedience ro that pretended Ordinance 
is againft the findamentall Laws of the Land, againlt the liberty of che Sub- 
ze and the right of Parliaments, and a high crime in 2ny that ſhall henceforth 
execute the ſame, And We do rhcrefore charge and command al! Our loving 
Subje&ts, of what degree or quality ſoever,upon their Allegiance, and a; they 
render the peace of chis Kingdom, trom henceforth not to Muller, Leavie of 
Array, or ſummon or warn any of Our Trained Bands, to Riſe, Muſter or 
March by vertue or under Colour of that pretended Ordinance t And tv this 
Declaration and co:mnand of Ours, VVe expeR and require a full ſabmifſion 
and obedier.ce from all Our loving SubjeRts upon their Allegiance,as they will 


anſwer the contrary at their perills, and as they tender the upholding of the 
true Proceſtant profeſſion, the fafety of Our Perlon,and Our Royall Poſttriry, 
the Peace and Being of this Kingdom.

SIR, 


N our laſt Letter we gave you an Accomp of our firſt and ſecond wayting 

on the King, wee wrote to you then, that his Majefly commanded us toat- 

tend him yeſterday being Thurlday , to heare what hee {aid to the Gentle- 
men, Which a little before the meeting , hee ſeconded by a particular Meſſage, 
Being come thither, his Mazeſtie caufcd rhe feverall Meſſages berweene hun, 
and the Parliament, mentioned in this incloſed printed paper to be read. 

This was done with much humming , and applauſe of che Kings Meſſages 
by ſome pe: ſons who had placed themiclves neere about where the King flood. 
But when any thing from the Parfiament came to bee read , with fo much 
hiſſing , and reviling the Parliament , that though in reſpeR, rand duryto 
the Kings Perſon, we could not reſent it, as otherwiſe wee ſhould have done, 

et have ſince expoſtulared, and complaincd of it to his Majelty.Some were fv 

Id a5 to fay openly, That the Parliament men ſhould fer their Houſes in ors 
der, for many of them ſhould ſhortly have their heads off ; One of which (as 
ſince we are credibly informed) was one Hwr#t,a ſervant to one Maſter Wikkan 
{rofts. Inthis which was cudby the King, you will fee what reaſon we liadto 

vindicate our ſelves, and therefore we immediatly repayred ro the Deans houſe 
with all the other Gentlemen, and there we took notice ofthe rough uſage we 
had received; We told them that it was neither indiſcretion nor ditobedience in 
us(as his CT was pleaſed wo call it) rodcliver the Parliaments Meſſ:ge,or 
to tay here though commanded to't'1e-contrary , fince wee conceived no than 
needed to be ſatisfied in ſo cleezr a caſe as this ; That every Member of cach 
Houſc ought to obcy their commands, when they were pleaſed ro employ them» 
But ſince his Majeſtic though fit to bid them , rake heed of us, not knowing 
what dorine of diſobedience we might preach to then under colour of obey 
ing the Parliament, we appealed to every fan , whether wee had in word of 
deed, in publike or in private, done any thing that became not honeſt men, and 
perſons employed from the Parliament. That wee had communicated our In- 
lrutions to his Majeſty, being that we would avow all our Actions, and that 
we were confident it would not be ſaid, wee had tranſgreſſed them, This was 


very 
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very well raken and juſtified by the _ + Yeſterday there came diyers 
thoutands of Frecholders ©o this City ; cough none but the Gentry were lum- 
moned , but receiving a Command from not to come to Court 
forbore, and ſtayed in the Caltle yard,yer lent this Petition encloſed to his Ma - 
jefty, and received the Antwer annexed thereunto. There was likewiſe a Com- 
micee of ewelve Gentlemen appoimed yeſternight to conſider of drawing up 
an Anſwer to the Kings propolition conceming a Guard, but nothing could be 
then done, becauſe it-waspalt three a clock the Gentlemen were admit- 
ed to the King, This-morning the Freebolders affembled againe in the Caſtle-

and by their help to deſtroy that, which hitherto hath been the onely means of 
their own preſervation.

ner, and withour the advice of his Majcſties Privy Counſell; from the greater, 
and berter part whereof having withdrawne himlelfe aſwell as from his great 
Counfell of Parliamear, hee is thereby expoſed to the-wicked and unkai 
counſels of ſuch as have made the i > ane of the qurerr $_* 
ous to themſclyes, and this danger they labour w prevent by hiding the 

Ce avi under the pame and ſhadow of the King : infuling into him their 
own fears, and as much as in them lies, alperbog his Royall Perſon and honour 
with their own infarmy, fxom buth which ut hath alwayes beene as much. whe 
Care a it is the duty of 'the Partiamene to preſerve his Majeſtio » and to-fix the 
guilr of all evill ations and counſels, upon thule who.have been the Authours 
of them. 

A R divers Writings of this kind, we the Lords and Commons in Pat- 
hament, bave taken into our confiderauon two Princed Papers 3 the firlt con- 
taining a Declaration which they recerved from his Majeſty in anſwer of thas, 
which was preſentedjro his Majeſty from both Houſes of Patliamentat News 
murker the 9 of March 1641.The other his Ma. Anſwer to the Petition of both 
houſes preſented to his Ma.at Terk,the 26 of Mach 1642.Both which arc filled 
with harſh ceuſures , aud cauſcleſſe charges upun [the Parliament concerning 
which we hold it neceſſary to give ſatisfaction.to the Kingdom, ſeeing wefind 
it very difficult to fatisfie his Majeſty, who to our great gricte, wee have found 
to be fo ingaged to, and poſſeſſed by thoſe wiſapprehenfions which evill Couny 
ſellors have wrought in him, that our mot henklognd faubfull Remoaſtran» 
ces, have rather irritated and imbittered, then any thing allayed or mitigated 
the ſharpe expreſhons which his Majeſty hath beene pleaſed to. make in an- 
fer urco them » for ghe manifeſtation whereof , and of our owne innocency; 
we dehice that all bis Majeſties loving Subjects may cake notice of theſe parti

thority to provide for the —_ tuch imminent, and evident danger not 
by any new Law of their own making as hath been untruly lyggefted ty his 
Maiefty, but by the moſt ancient Law of this Kimgdome , even that which is 
&ndawentall and effentia!l ro the confiturion and ſubſtance of ir. 

Although we never defired to encourage his Maieſty to ſuch Replyes as might 
produce 2ny comeſtation berwixt him and his Partiament , of which we never 
found berter effeR, then loſſe of time, and bindrance of the publike affaires; Yer 
We have bin far from tefing him of how little value his words would be with 
us, much lefſe when they are accompanied with ations of Love and Jufticcs 
His Maieſty hath more reaſon to fnde fault with thoſe wicked Counſclours, 
who have fo often bereaved him of the honour, and his people of the fruit of 
many gracious Speeches , which hee made to then , ſech as thofe in the end of 
the aſt Parliament; That in the word of a King , and as hee was a Gentleman 
he would redreſſe the grievances of his People aſwell out of Pacliament as in 
it : were the ſearching the Studies and Chambers, yea, the Pockers of ſome, 
both of the Nobility, and Commons the very next day ; The Commitment of 
Maſter Bellaſis, Sir John Hotham, and Maſter Crew, the continued oppreſſians

As gracious was his Maiefties Speech in the beginning of this Parliament ;

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© evill and wicked Counſdlours : could any words be fuller of Love _d Jelie 
then thoſe in his anſwer to the Meſſage ſentzto the Houſe of Commons the ane 
and thirtieth of December, 1641. We do engage unto you ſolemnly the word 
of a King that the ſecurity of all , and every one of you from violence, is and 
eyec ſhall be as much our care as the preſervation of Us and Our children? and 
could any actions be fuller of injuflice and yiolence then that of the Attorney 
Generall, in falſly accuſing the fix Members of Parliament, and the other pro» 
ceedings thereupon, within chree or foure days after that Meſſage, for the full 
view whereof ler the Declaration made of thoſe proceedings be peruſed. and by 
thoſe inflances (we could adde many more) let the world judge, who deſerves 
to be taxed with diſvaluing his Majeſties words , they who have as much as in 
them lyes, ſtaind and ſullied them with ſuch foule counſels , or the Parliament, 
who have ever manifelled with joy, and dclight their humble chankfulneſſe for 
thoſe gracious words,and aRions of Love, and Juſtice, which have beencon- 
formable thereunto.

Wehave no way tranſgreſſed again the AR of Ofivice by Remembring 
the intended warre apainf?

That the Rebellion in /relazd was framed and cherifhit by the Popiſh and

provoked and affaulted at Weſtminſter, by Colonel Exnsford, Captaine Hide, 
with divers others, and by ſome of the ſeryants of the Archbiſhop of Toke is 
ſufficiently proved, and that afrerward They were more violently wounded,and 
moſt barbarouſly mangled with $words by the officers and Souldiets neere 
wWhite-Hall, many of them being without weapons, apd giving no cauſe of 
diſtaſt, as 15 likewiſe proved by teverall teſtimonies bur of any ſcanfalous or fe- 
ditious miſdemeanours of theirs, that might give his Maj:(lic Food cauſe to 
ſuppoſe his own perſon or thoſe of his Royall Conor. or Children to be in ap» 
parantdanger, we have had no proofs cver offered to cither Houſe, and if thete 
had been any complaint of that kind, it is no doubt the Huuſcs would have 
been as forward to joyne in an order” for the ſuppreſſing of ſuch Tumults as 
they were, not long before upon another occaſion, when they made an Order 


to that purpoſe. Whereas thoſe Officers and Souldiers which commited that '

|. oudon preſented a Perition to his Majeftie, tor reparation of thoſe injuries ;his 
Majeſties Anſwer was (without hearing the proofe of the complainants )that 
;fany Citizen were wounded or ill intreated, his Majeſtie was confidently af. 
ſured, that it happened by their own evill and co: rupt demeanors. 

We hope it cannot be thought contrary tv the duty and wiſedome of a Par- 
liament, if many concurring and frequently reiterated and renewed advertiſe- 
ments from Rome, Vemce, Paris, and other parts, if the ſolicitation of the Popes 
Nuntio, and our own diſcontented fugitives,doc make us jealous and watchful 
for the ſafetie of the State. And We have been very carcfull ro make our ex” 
preffions thereof, fo cafie and fo plaine, to the capacity and underſtanding of 
the people, that nothing might jaſtly ſick with them, wich refle Yon upon the 
Perſon of his Majeſtie. Wherein We appealeto the judgement of any indiffe- 
cent perſon, who ſhall read and peruſe our own Words, | 

We muſt maintaine the ground of our fares, to be of that moment, that We 
cannot difcharge rhe truſt and daty which lyes upon us, unlefſe We doe app! 
our ſelves to the uſe of thoſe nieanes, to which the Law hath enabled yis in = 
of this nature, for the neceſſary defence of the Kingdome, and as his Majeſty 
doth graciouſly declare, the Law ſhall be the Meaſure of his power, ſo doe We 
moſt hearrily profeſſe, that We hall alwayes make it the rule of our obedience. 

| Pyudent omiſſions in the Anſwer. : 
The 1i>xt point of our Declatation was with much caution artificially paſſed 
over 
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over by hiuz who drew his Majeſties Anſwer, it being indeed the foundat; 
caxes upon his Parliament, without any particulas cha to which they way 
give GausfaRion, and that he hath often canceived diſpleaſure againſt particy- 
lar perſons upon mil-informatian, and alchough thole informatiuns have been 
clearly provedto be falſe, yer he would neyer bring the accuſers to queſtion, 
which layeth an impoſſibility upod honeſt men pf c| themſchves,and gives 
incouragement unto falſe and unworthy perſons to tx him with uatrue 
and groundleſle informations. Three particulars we mentioned in our Decla- 
cation, which the Penner ofthat Anſwer had good cauſe to omit : the words 
_ to be ſpoken at Kewfhngron, the pretended Articles againlt the Queen, 

the grpundleſſe accuſation of the fix Members of che Parliament, there be- 
ing nothing to be ſaid in defence or deniall of any of them, 

Concerning his Majeſties defice to joyne with his Parhament, and with his 
fithfull SubjeAs un defence of Religion, and publick good of the Kingdome ; 
we doubt not but he will doe it fully when evill Counſellours ſhall be remaved 
from about him, and uncill that be, as we ſhewed before of words, fo mult we 
al ſay of Lawes, tha they cannot ſecure us; witneſſe the Petition of Right, 
which was followed with ſuch an ihundation of illegall raxcs, that we 
ju cauſe to thinke that the paymagnt of eight hundred and weary thouſand 
pounds was an eaſie burthen tothe Comumon-wealth in exchange of them, and 
we cannot but juſtly thinke that if there be a continuance of ſuch ill Counſel- 
lours and favour to them, they will by ſo.ue wicked device or ofher, make the 
Bill for the Trienniall Parliament, and thoſe other excellent Laws mentioned 
in his Majeſties Neclaration, of leſſe value then words. 

That excellent Bill for the continuance of this Parliament was ſo neceſſary, 
that without it we could not/have raiſed {o great ſums of money for the ſervice 
of his Majeſlie and the Comunon-wealth as we have done, and without which 
the ruine and deſtcuRtion of the Kingdome mult needs have followed. And we 
are reſglyed, the gracious favour of bis Majelty expreſſed in that Bull, and the 
advantage and ſecurity which thereby we have from being diſſolved, ſhall nor 
incourage us to doe anything, which otherwiſe had not been fir to have been 
done.

Iathe 
beginning whereof, his Mageltie wiſheth that vir Priviledges on all parrs were 
ſo Stated, that this way of correſpondency might be preterved, with that free» 
dome which hath been uſed of old ; we know nothing introduced by us, that 
o1ves any impediment hereunto, neither have we afhrined our Priviledoes to be 
broken, when his Majeſtic denics us any«l1ng. of g1ves a reafon why heecans 
not grant it, or that thoſe who adviſed ſuch deniall were enemies to the peace of 
the Kingdome, and favourers of the Iriſh Rebellion, in which aſperfion, that is 
turned into a general! aſſertion, which in ovr Vores is applyed to a particular 
caſe, wherefore we muſt maintaine our Votes that thote who adviſed his Maje» 
Nie to contradict that which in both Houſes in the Queſtion concerning the 
Afilita, had declared to be Law, and co:nmand it ſhould not be obeyed, is 4 
high breach of priviledge, and that thoſe who adviſed his Majeſtie to abſenc 
himfelte from his Parliament, are enemies to the peace of the Kingdome, and 
juſtly ro bee ſuſpeedto be favourers of the Rebellion in Ireland, the rea» 
ſons of both are evident, becauſe in the firſt, there is as great a derogation from 
the traſt and guthority of Parliament; and in the ſecond, as much adyantage 
to the proceedings and hopes of the Rebels, as may be, and we hold ita very 
cauſeleſſe imputation upon the Parliament, that we have herein any way im» 
peacht, much leſſe taken away the freedome of his Majefties Vote, which doth 
not import a liberty for his Majeſtie to deny any thing, how neceſſary ſoever 
for the preſervation of the Kingdom.much leſſe a Licence to evill Counſellours, 
ro adviſe any thing,though never fo deſtru tive to his Majeſtie,and his People. 

By the Meſſage of the twentieth of Jamnary: his Majeſly did propound to 
both Houſes of Parliament, that they would with all ſpeed fall into g ſerious 
conſideration of all thoſe particulars which chey thought neceſſary as well for 
the upholding and maintaining his Majeſtics juſt and Regall authority, and 
fer the ſerling his Revenue, as for the preſent and futute eflabliſhing our Pri- 
viledges, the free and quiet enjoying our eflates, the Liberties of our Perſons, 
the nks of the true Religion profeſſed in the Church of ,and the 
jerling of Ceremonies in ſuch a manner as may take away all juſt offence, and 
to digeſt it into one entire body. 

To that point of upholding and maintaining his Royall authority, We fay 
nothing hath been done to the prejudice of it, that ſhould require any new 
provihon ; To the other of fetling the revenue, the Parliament hath no way - 
bridg 
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bridged or diſordered his juſt ——— it is true that much waſt & contuſion 
of us Majeltics eftare hath beene made by thoſe evill and unfaithful Miiters, 
whom he hath imployed in the managing of ir, whereby his owne ordinary 
expences would have beene diſappointed, and the ſafety of the Kingdome moxe 
endangered.if the Parliament had not in ſome meafure provided for his Houſe- 
hold. and for ſoine of the Forts, mere then they were nd to doe, and they 
areſtill willing ro lertle {uch 2 rev-nue upon his Mayjeſtie as may make hin 
live Royaly, plenrifully and ſafely, but they cannot in wildome and hdelity to 
the Common-Wealth, doe thus, till he ſhall chuſe ſuch Counſellours and 
Officers as may order and diſpoſe it to the publicke g00Qd, and not apply it to 
the ruine and dettruion of his people as heretofore it hath beene, but this and 
the- other marters concerning Our {elyes, being workes of great importance, 
and full of incricacie will require fo long a time of deliberation, that the King- 
dome might be ruined befoce Wee (hould effet them , Wherefore We thought 
it neceflary. firſt ro be ſuitors to his Ma jeltie foto order the Militia, that the 
Kingdome being ſecured, Wee migat with more caſe and fafery apply our 
ſelves tro debate of that Meſſage whercin Wee have beene interrupted by his 
Majellies denyal of the Ordinanceconcerning the ſame, becauſe it would have 
beene in vaine for Us ty labour in other things, and in the meane time to leave 
our ſelves naked to the malice of fo many enemies. both at home and abroad : 
yet We have not beene altogether neghioenc of thaſe things which his Maje- 
ſtie is plealed ro propound in that Meſſage, We have agreed upon a Booke of 
Rates in 2 larger Proportion then hath beene granted to avy of his Majeſties 
Predecefſors, which is a conſiderable ſupport of his Majeſties publicke charge, 
and have likewiſe prepared divets Propofitions and Bills for preſervation of 
our Religion and liberties, which Wee intend ſhortly to preſent to his Maje- 
ſhe, and to doe whatſoever is fit for Us,to make up this unpleaſant breach be- 
ewizt his Majeſtic and the Parhament. 

Whereas divers exceptions are here taken conceraing the Milicia, firſt, that 
his Majeſtic never denyed the thing, bur accepred the perlons, (exceot for Cor- 
porations)onely that bc denyed the way, to which We anſwer, thatthatex- 
ception takes off Longo, and all ocher great Townes and Cities, which makes 
agreat part of the Kingdome, and for the way of Ordinance it is ancient, more 
ſpeedy, more cahly alterabl*, and in all theſe and other _—_ more proper 
2nd more applicable to the preſent occaſion, then a-Bil, which his Mazeftie cals 
the only good old way of im upon the ſubjeRs. It ſhould ſeeme that nei- 
ther his Majeſties Royall Predeceflors, nor our Anceftors, have heretofore beene 
of that opinion, 27 Ed, 3. Wee find this Record : the Chauncelour mace decla- 
ration of the Challenge ofthe Parlrament : the King defires to know the grietes 
of hiz Subjects, 9 to redrefle no - The laſt day of the AD the 
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King demanded of che whale Etartes, whether they would have ſuch things as 
they agreed on, by way of Ordinance or Statute, who Anſwered dy way 
of Ordinance, for that they might amend the ſame at their pleaſures, and 


{o it was. 


But his Majeſtic objeRs further, that there is ſomewhat in the preface, us 


which he could not conſent with Juſtice, to his honour and innocence, and that 
thereby he is excluded from any power in the diſpo! ng of it : theſe obje&ions 
may ſeeme ſomewhat, but indeed will appeace ing, when it ſhall be conk. 
dered, that nething in the Preamble layes any charge _ his Majeſtic, or a 
the body of the Ordinance, that excludes his Royall Authority in thedi 
or execution of it, Bur onely it is provided that it ſhould w—__—_— by 
Houſes of Parliament, as that channell through which it will be beſt derived, 
and mofQt certainly, ro thoſe ends for which it is intended, and let all the world 
judge, wherher Wee have not reaſon toinhl1 upon it, that the rengrh ofthe 
Kingdome ſhould rather be ordered according to the direftion or advice ofthe 
great Councell of the Land, equally intrufted by the King and by the King- 
dome, then thatthe ſafery of the King, Parliament,and Kingdome ſhould bee 
left at the deyotion of a few unknowne Counſellours, many of them not in- 
truſted at all by the King in any publike way, nor atall confided in by the 
Kingdome. | 

We wiſh the danger were not imminent, or aot [til] concinuing. but canaet 
conceive that the long time ſpent 1n this debate is evidence {ufhcient, that there 
was no ſuch neceſſity or danger, but a Bill might cafilic have bin prepared for 
when many cauſes do concurre to the danger of a Stare, the interruption of any 
one may hinder the- execution of the rel, and yet the defigne be (till kept an 
toot for berrcr opportunities : who knows wherher the ilt ſuccefſe of the Rebels 
18 Treland- hath not hindred the infurreion of the Papiſts here 2 whether the 
preſervation of the fx Members of the Parliament. flfely accuſed hath,not 
prevented that pls: ofthe breaking the neck of the Parliament, of which wee 
were informed from Frauce, not long before they were accuſed ? yet (:ncr his 
Majeſty hath bin pleaſed to expreſſe his pleaſure, rather foc a Bill then an Or- 
dinance, and char he (ent in one for that purpoſe wee readily eatertained it, and 
and with tome fmall and neccffary alterations, ſpeedily paſſed the ſame : But 
contrary to the cuſtome of: Parliament, and our expectation greunded ups 
his Majeſties owne invitation of us to that way, and the other reaſons man» 
fc in our Declaration, concerning the Militia, of the fifth of May, witead 
of his Royall affent, we mer with an abſolute refufall. 

Ff the matter of theſe our Votes. 15, and 160of March, be according to LaW 
we hepe his Majeſtie will allow the SubjeRs to be bound by them, he 


hath ſaid, he will make the Law the Rule of his Power.and ifthe queſtion be 
whether 
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whether that bee Law which the Lords and Commons have Olice decfared to 
te fo, who ſhall be the Tudge ? Nor his Majelty, for the King iudgerh not of 
matters of Law, but by his Courts, and his Courts, though hicting Phi 4it- 
hority, expe not his Aſent in matters of Law : not any other Courrs,for 
they cannut Iudge in that caſe becauſe they are Inferiour: no appeale | ying to 
hem from Parliament, the Iudgement whereof is in the eye ofthe Law, the 
Kings Iudgement in his higheſt Court; though the King in his perſon be nei- 
ther preſent nor aſſenting thereunto. . 

The Votes at which his Majeſty takes exceprions are theſe. 

I. That the Kinos abſence ſo farre remote from the Parliament 11 1:01 onely 41 
obferuttron but may be 4 deſtruition to the + ffairet of Ir :land. | 

HI. That when the Lords ard Commons ſhall declare what the Law of the 
Land is, to have this not onely queſtwned. and controverted, but eantradifted, 
ond a command that it ſhould not bee obejed, is a high breach of the priniledge of 
Puliiment . 

111. That thoſe perſons that adviſed his Majeitie to abſent imſelfe From the 
Parliament. ave enemies ts the Peace of the Kingaome, and juſtly may be Ic ſpefted 
to be favourers of the R ebellion in Ireland. 

That the Kingdome hath been of late, and ſtill is in ſo eminent d.ger both from 
memies abroad, and a Popiſh and diſcontemted partie at home. that there 1s an ur- 
gent and mevitable neceſſity of putting Bis Majeſtres (ubrefts into a poſture of de- 
fence, for the ſaftgnard both of his Majeſty, and his people. 

Tha the 1.ords and ( ommons fully apprebending this dorger, and being ſenſible 
of ther own duty, to provide a {utable prevention, m ſeveral Pettions ad- 
wreſſed themſelves ro his Majeſty, for the ordering and diſpoſing the Militia *%of the 

dome, in ſuch a way a4 was agreed upon by the wiſe done of both Houſes to be 
effett uall and proper for the preſent exigent: of the Kingdome, yet could not 
= it, but his Majeſtie did ſeveral tmes refuſe to give bis Rojall afſſemt 

ents. | q 

That in thrs caſe of extreame d.ower, and his Majeſtics refuſal the Ordinance 
of Parliament agreed wpon by both Houſes for the Militia, doth oblige the people, 
and ought to be obeyed by the fundamentall Lawes of this Kingdome, 

By all which it doth appeare, that there is no Colour of this Tax, that wee 
_ to introduce a new Law, much lefſe to exerciſe an arbitra wer) 

indeed to prevent it, for this Law is as old as the Kingdome. r the 
Kingdome mutt not be without 2 meanes to preſerve it ſclfe, which that it may 
be done without confuſion, this Nation hath intruſted certaine hands with a 
Power to provide in an orderly and regular way, for the good and (aftrie of 
the whole, which power, by che Confiitution of this Kingdome, is in his Ma- 
tie, and in his Parfiament togerher: yer fince the Prince being bur one perſon, 
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Wealth may be deprived of the fruit of that truſt which was in 'part 


him, in caſes of fuch necefſty, that the Kingdome may not be nforeed oreſ I. 


ly to rcrurne co its firlt principles and every man left ro doe what is aright iq 
his own eyes, withour either guide or rule, The Wiſedome of this State hawk 
intruſted che Houſes of Parliament with a power to ſupply what ſhall bee 
wanting on the part of the Prince, as is evident by the conſtant cuſtome and 
practice thereof, in caſes ofnonage, naturall diſability, and capeiviey-andthe 
like reaſon doth and muſt hold for the exerciſe of the ſame power in ſuch caſes, 
where the Royall truſt cannot be, or is not diſcharged, and that the Kingdome 
runs an evident and imminent :anger therby ; which danger, having beene 
declared by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, there needs not the au- 
thority of apy pcrion or Court to affirme ; nor is it in the po\vcr of any perſan 
or Court to revoke that judgement. 

We know the King hath wayes enough in his ordinary Courts of juſtice tg 

uniſh ſuch ſeditious Pamphlets and Sermons as are any way prejudicial to 
1is Rights, Honour, and authority ; and if any of them have beene {o inolents 
ly violated and vilified, his Majeſties uwne Councell and Officers have been 
to0 blame, and not the Parliament ; we never did refraine any proceedings of 
that kind in other Courts, nor refule any fit complaint to us. The Proteſtation 
Protefied was referred by the Commons Houſe to a Committee. and the Au- 
thor being not produced, the Printer commirted to priſon. and the Booke yored 
by that Commitce. to be burnt; but Sir Fdward Deering who was tomake 
that report of the Votes of that Commiree. neglected co xs it; The A ppren- 
tices Reotcllation was never complained of, Bur the other ſeditious Pamphlet, 
To your Tents oh /ſr2el was once queſtiond and the full proſecution of it was 
not interrupted by any fault of cither Houſe, whoſe forwardnefle to doe his 
Majelly all right therein, may plainely appeare, in that a Commitee of Lords 
and Commons was purpoſely appoynted to take ſuch informations as the 
Kings Councell ſhould preſent, concerning (editious words, praiſes or tu- 
mules » Pamphlets or Sermons, tending to the derogation of his Majeſties 
Rights, or Prerogative; and his Councell -were enioyned by that Comminee, 
to enquire and preſent them, who ſeverall times mer thereupon. and received 
this Anſwer and Dcclatation from the Kings Councell, that they knew ofno 
iuch thing as yet. 

If his Majeſty had uſed the fervice of ſuch a one in penning this Anſwer,whs 
underſtood the Lawes, an! government of this Kin —_— would not have 
_ it legally in his power to deny his Rams when they 
ltood in need of it, fince every ordinary Court hath it ; neither would his Ma- 
jeſtie, if he had beene well informed of the Lawes, have refuſed a guard ir. 
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defired, it being 1 the power of inferior ' 009 to command their owne puard, 
neither would he have impoſed upon them ſuch a guard under a Commander, 
which they could not confide in ; which is clearely againſt the Priviledges of 
Parliament, and of wluch they ford very dangerous effe&ts, and therefore de- 
ed co have it diſcharged ; butſuch a guard and ſo co'wmanded, as the Houſes 
of Parliament deſired, they could never obtain of his Majeſtic, and the placing 
of a guard about them contrary to their defire, was not to grant a guard to 
them, but in effet to ſer one upon them : All which conſidered, we beleeve in 
the judgements of any indifferent perſons, it will not be thought range if 
there were a more then” ordinary reſort of people at Weſtwrmſter, of ſuch as 
came willingly of their own accord to be witneſſes and helpers of the ſaferic of 
them whom all his Majeſties good Subie&s are bound to defend from violence 
and danger; orthat ſuch a concourſe as this, they carrying themſelves quietly 
and peaccably ( as they did ) ought in his Majeſties apprehenſion, or can in 
(2 interpretation of the Law, be held tumultuary and ſeditious. 

When his Majeſtic in that queſtion of violation of the Laws had exprefled 
the obſervation of them indefinitely withour any limication of time, although 
we never {aid or thought any thing thar might look like a reproach to his Ma- 
jeſtie, yer we had reaſon to remember that it had been otherwile ; leſt we 
ſhould ſec to deſert our former Complaints and proceedings thereupon 3 as 
his Majeſtie doth- ſeem bur little to like or approve of them : for although he 
doth acknoweledge here thar great miſchief that grew by that arbitrary power 
then complained of, yer ſuch are continually preferred and countenanced as 
were friends or favourers,or related unto the chief Authors and Actors of that 
Arditraric Power & of thole falſe colours, ſuggeftions of imminent danger and 
aceſſity. wherby they did make ir plauſible unto his Majeſtic;and on the other 
hde.fuch as did appeace againſt their ,are daily diſcountenanced and diſgraced : 
which whilſt it ſhal be ſo.we haveno reaſan to judpe the diſcaſe to be yer killed 
and dead at root ; and therefore no reaſon to bury itin oblivion. And whuleſt 
we behold the Spawnes of thoſe miſchievous Principles.cheriſht and foltexed in 
that new generation of Councellours, friends and Abertors of the former, or at 
leaſt concurring with them in their malignancie againſt che proceedings of this 
Parliament. we cannot think our ſelves {ccure from the like or a worſe danger. 

And "here the Penner of this Anſwer befiows an admwonition upon the Par- 
liament. bidding us take heed we fall not upon the ſame errours upon the ſame 
ſugpeſtions : but he might have well ſpared this. till he could have ſhewed 
wherein we had exerciſed any power otherwiſe then by the rule of the Law, or 
could have found 2 more authenrique or a higher Judge in matters of Law,then 
the high Coure of Parhament. , 
ris declared in his Majefties name, that he is reſolyed to keep the rule _ 
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ſelf and to his power to require the ſame of all others: we mufl needs 1cknow. 
ledge that ſuch a ceſolution 15 like to bring much happineſſe and bleſſing to Hig 
Majeſty. and all His Kingdoms, yet with humility we muſt confeſſe, wee have 
not the fruit of it, in that Caſe of my Lord Kimbolton, and the other five Mem. 
bers accuſed contrary to Law, both Cemmen Law, and the Stature Law, and 
yet remayneth un{atisied; which Cate was rememhred in our Declaration as + 
Arrange and unheard of violation of our Laws : But the Penner of this Anſwer 
thought fir to paſſe it over. hoping thac many would read his Majeftics Anſwer, 
which hath been fo carcfully ditperted , which would not read our Declz- 
ration. 

Whiercas ater ou! amnle thanks, and ac knowledgment of his Majeſtic fa- 
vaur in paſſing many good Bils, we ſard;that truth and neceſſity inforced us to 
adde this, that in or about the time of pang thoſe Bils , ſome defigne or other 
hath bin a foot; which it it had taken eFect, woulda not onely have deprived us 
ofthe fruit of thoſe Bils » but would have reduced us to a worſe condition of 
confufion, then that wherein the Paritament found us. It is now told us that 
the King mult be moft ſeuſhble of what wee caſt upon him , for requiall of 
thoſe good Bils, whereas out of our uſuall Tendernefſe of His Majeltics Ho- 
nonur, wedid not mention him at all : but fo injurious arc thoſe wicked Coun- 
fellours to the Name and Honour of their Maftcr and Soverczgne, that as much 
as they can they lay their own infamy and gilt upon his ſhoulders. 

Here God alfo is called to witnefſe His Majeſtics upright intentions at the 
paſſing of thoſe Laws; this we will not queſtion. neither did wee give any oc- 
cafion of ſuch a ſolemne afleveration as this is. The Devill is likewiſe defied 
to prove there was any Deligne with His Majeſties knowledge or privity; This 
might well have bin ſpared. tar we ſpake nothing of His Majeſty; But fince we 
are ſo far taxed as to bavye it affirmed that wee laid a notorious and falſe impu- 
ration upon His Majefly , wee have thought it neceſſary for the juſt defence of 
our own innocency » to cauſe the Oaths and Examinations which have bin ta- 
ken concerning the Deſigne to be publiſhed in a full Narration, for ſatisfation 
of all Hi Majeſties SubjzeRts out of which we ſhall naw offer ſome few parti- 
culars; whereby the world tay judge whether wee could have proceeded with 
more renderneſſe roward His Majeſty then we haye done. Maſter Gormy con- 

feſſeth, that the King firſt asked him whether hee were 1ngaged in any (4 
concerning the Army» and commanded him to joyne with Maſter Percy and 
Matter term, and ſome other whom they ſhould fade within at Maſter Per- 


£ « Chamber, where they took the Oath of ſecrecy, and then debated ofa De- 


hgne propounded by Maſter Jerzy» to ſecure the Tower . and to conſider of 
bringing up the Army to London, and Captain Legg confeſſed, he had received 
the draught ofa Petition in the Kings preſence, _ His Majefly achnowlelg 
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eth it was from Hisown hand ; and whoſoever reads the ſunune of that Dei. 
tion, a5 it Was proved by the Teltunouny of Sir [acob Aſhley » Sir /ohn Conyers, 
and Captain Legg. will eahly perceive ſome points 1n 1t apt to beger in them 
ſame dilcontent againſt the Parliament, And can any man believe there was 
no Deſigne in the accuſation of the Lord Krimboelton and the reſt , in which His 
Ma jelty doth avow himſclfto be both a Cummander and an Ator:theſe things 
being lo, it will eaſily appear to be as mich agaiuſt the rules of Prudence, that 
the Penner of this Anſwer hould entangle His Majelly in this unneceſſary A- 
pology 3 as it is againſt the rules of Juſtice, that any reparation from us ſhould 
be either yielded, or demanded, 

It is profeſſed in His Majeſties name, that he is truly ſenſible of the burthens 
of His people, which makes us hope that hee will take that courle which will 
be molt effectuall to caſe them of theſe burthens, that is to joyne with his Par- 
liament in preſerving the peace of the Kingdome , which by his abſence from 
them hath been much endanger*d, and which by hindring the vol:atarie Ad- 
ventures for the recovery of /re/a1d,and diſabling the Subje ts to diſcharge the 
oreat tax laid upon them , is like to make the war much more heavy to the 
Kingdoin. And for His Majefties wants, the Parliament have been no cauſe of 
them, we have not diminiſhed His juſt Revenue, but have much eaſed His pub- 
like Charge, and ſomwhar his private. And we ſhall be ready,in a Parliamen- 
tary way, to ſettle His Revenue in ſuch an Honourable proportion, as may be 
an{werable to both, when hee ſhall put hiu:{elf into ſuch a poſture of Govern- 
ment;, that His Subjects may be ſecure to enjoy His juſt proteRion, for their 
Religion Laws.and Liberties. 

We never refuſed His Maieſties gracious offer of a free and General Pardon, 
onely we {aid it. could be no ſecurity to our prelent Fears and Jealoufies : And 
wee gavca reaſon for it , that thoſe feares did not ariſe out of any guilt of our 
own Ations, but out of the evill Defignes and Arrempts of others; and wee 
leave it tothe world to iudge, whether we herein have deſerved fo heavy a tax 
and Exclamation (that it was a ſtrange world when Princes proffered fayours 
are counted reproaches. ſuch are the words of His Maicſties Anſwer) whe doe 
eſtcem that offer as an A {of -Princely grace and bounty , which fince this 
Parliament began. wee have humbly defred wee mightobtain , and doe fill 
hold it very neceſſary and advantagious for the generality of the SubieR, upon 
whom theſe Taxes and Subſidies lye heavieſt, bur we {ce upon every occaſion 
_ unhappy we are in His Maicſtics miſfapprehenſions of our words and 
actions, 

We arefully ofthe Kings minde as it is here declared, that he may reft fo ſe- 
Cue of the affeRions of His SubicAs, that he _ not ſtand in need of For-

1eig1 force to preterye him from i. and are confident that he ſhall ne- 
ver wan? a1 abundant evidence of the good wiſhes and affiſtance of His whole 
Kingdom, eſpecially if he ſhall be pleaſed to hold to thar gracious Reſolution 
of building upon that ſure foundation, the Law of the Land : b.t why His Ma- 
zeſty ſhould rake it ill, that wee having teceived intforu:ations fo deeply con. 
cerning the ſafety of the Kingdom , and ſhoul rink rhe.n fir ro be conſidered 
of, we cannot concetye ; for although the nune ot rhe perſon was unknowne, 
yer that which was more ſubſtanciall to the probatulity of the Report Was 
known (that 1s) that he w1s Servant to the Lord D:ghy , Who 1n his preſump- 
tuous Letter to the Queen, Maielty, an! or'icr Leners ro Sir Lewis Diver, had 
intimated ſome wicked Pr poſicon C:irable to that Information , but” that this 
ſhould require repazation, wee hol. it 2» fare from Juſliceas it is from truth, 
that we have mixt a1 y malice with thele rymours , thereby to feed the Fears 
and Jealous of the People, 

Ir is affirmed his Maicity 1s driven (but nct by us yet) from us , perchance 
hereafter if there be opportunity of gaining more crecur there will not be want- 
ing who will ſuggeſt unto his Maicity that it is done by us. And if his Maieſty 
were driven from us, we hope it was not by his own fearcs, but by the fearcs ot 
the L. Digby and his Retinue of Cavaliers,and that no fears cf any Tumultuary 
violence, but of their iuſt puniſh mc nt fer their m nifo!d infolence and intended 
violence.againſt the Parliament, And this is expreſſed by the L."Drgby himſelf, 
when he told thoſe Cavaliers that the principall cauſe of his Ma. guing out of 
Town was to ſave them from being trampled in the dirt ;but of his Ma.perſon 
there was no caule of fearc in the greateſt heat of the peoples indignation.after 
the accuſation, and his Maielties violent comming to the Houſe , there was no 
ſhew of any evill intention againfl his Regall Perſon , of which there can be 
ao better evidence then this, that hee cane the next day without a Guard into 
the City, where he heard nothing but Prayers and Petitions, no threatnings or 
irreverent ſpecches, that might give him any iuſt occaſion of feare, that wee 
have heard of, or that his Majeſty expreſt ; for hee fayed neer a week after at 
IWhite-hall, in a (ccure and peaccable condition, whereby we are induced to be- 
lieve that there is no difficulty nor doubr at all, bur his Majeſties ceſidence neer 
London, nay be as ſafe as in any part of the Kingdome : Wee are moſt aſſured 
of the faithfulneſſe of the City and Suburbs ; And for our ſelves we ſhall quice 
ken the vigour ofthe Laws, the induſtry of the O17 0-5 the authority of 
Parliament for the ſuporelſing of all tumultuary infolencies whatſHever , and 
tor the vindicating of His Honour from all inſupportable and inſolent ſcandals, 
if any fuch ſhall be found to be raiſed upon him , as are inentioned in this An- 
{wer , and therefore wee thinke ic altogerher unneceſſary and exceeding 
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convenient to adjourne the Parliament to any other place, 

Where the deſire of a good underflanding berwixt King and the Parlia- 
nent, is on both parts lo earnel as is here profeft of His Majeſty to be in him, 
ind we have ſufficiently teſtified ro be in our ſelves, it ſeems ſtrange we ſhould 
be ſo lony aſunder, it can be nothing elſe bur evill and malicious Councell.mi!\- 
repreſenting our carriage to him, and 11 diſpoſing his favour to us : and as it 
\all be farre from us to take any advantage of his M jeſties ſuppoſed Qraits» 
35 todefire,mu:ch lcfle to c>pell tim to thatywhich his Honour or interel may 
tender impleaſant and grievous to him, fo wee hope that His Majelty will not 
make his own underflanding cr reaſon the rule of his Government , but will 
Cer himſelfe ro be affified with a wife and prudent Counccll, that may dealc 
Euhfully berwixt him and bis people ; And that he will cemeniber that his re- 
{lutions do concerne Kinydorms, and therefore or otit not to be moulded by his 
one, much lefſe by any other private perſon, which is not alike proportiona- 
fleto {© great 2 truſt , and therefore wee (till deffre and lope that His Majeſty 
wil not be guicied by [115 own underſtanding,or to think thole Courſes lraights 
and neceſhitics, to which hee ſhall be adviſed by the Wiſdom of both Houſes of 
Parliament ; which are the Eyes in this Politique Bedy, w hereby his Majeſty 
is by the Conſtitution of this Kingdom ta diſcern the differences of thoſe things 
which concern the publike peace and taf.ry thereof. 

Wee have given His Majelty no caule to lay, thar wee dce meanly value the 
Gfharge of Hjs publick duty, whatſoever Acts of Grace or Juſtice have becn 
Gene they proceeded from His Majeſty by the advice and Ceuncell of His Par- 
lament ; yer we have and ſhall always anſwer them with conſtant gratitude, 
obedience, and afte& ion ; and althovgh many things have bin done fince this 
Parliament of anothec nature yer we ſhall not ceaſe to deſire the continued pro- 
eetion of Almighty God upon His M: jeſty. And moſt humbly Petition him to 
alttrmhim all choſe evill and contrary Councels which have in many par- 
ticulars formerly mentioned, much detraRed from the Honour of His Govern- 
nent the happineſſe of his own Eflate, and proſperity cf his People. 

And having paſt ſo many dapgers from abroad , ſo many Confſpiracies xk 
howe, and brov-ght on the publike work fofar, through the greateſt difficulties 
thatever food in oppoſition to a Parliament, to ſuch a degtee of ſuccefſe; that 
nothing ſeems to be left in our way able to hinder the full accompliſhment of 
our deſires and endevours for the publick good; unleſſe God in his juſtice, doe 
{end ſuch a grievous Curſe upon us, as to turne the ſtrengrh of the Kingdom a- 
Pain(t it ſelf. and to effeR that by their owne folly and credulity , which the 
Power and Subs; y of their and our enemies could nor attain, That is , to di- 
wide the people from the Parliament, and to make them ſ{eryiceable to the _ 
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and aymes of thotc, who would deſtroy than. Therctore wee dciue the King- 
dom to take notice of this laſt mot deſperate and mitchieyous Plot of the ma- 
lignant party, that is a ted and proſecuted in many parts of the Kingdom, un- 
der plauſible Notions , of ſtirring them up to a care of preſerving the Ki 
Prerogative, mayntaining the Diſcipline of the Church , upholding and conti« 
nuing the reverence and lo!cmnity of Gods Service, — Learning, 
And upog theſe grounds, divers mutinous Petitions have bin framed in Loy. 
don. Kext, and other Counties, and ſundry of His Majeſties SubjeRs havebin 
follicited ro declire themielves for the King again the Parliament : and man 
falie and foule aſperſions have bin caſt upon our proceedings , as if we had bin 
not onely negligent bur averſe in theſe points: whereas we defire nothing moxe, 
then to maynrtain the purity and power of Religion , and to Honour the King 
in all His jul Preogatives : aud for encouragement and adyancen ent of Pi 
and Learning, wee have very earneſtly endeavoured, and (t11l doe to the utter- 
moRt of our Power, that all Pariſhes may have learned , pious, and {ufficient 
Preachers, and all ſuch Preachers cowperentLivings. 

Many other Bils and Propoſitions are in preparation for the Kings Profi 
and Honour, the peoples ſafery and proſperity, In the proceedings whereof. wee 
are much hindred by His Majeſties abſence from the Parliament , which is a> 
tovether contrary tothe ule of his Predecefſors , and the Privilecges of Parlia- 
ment , whereby our time is conſumed by a multitude of unneceſſary Meſſa- 
ges , and our inaocency wounded by cauſleſſe and ſharp InveHives, Yet wee 
doubr not , but wee ſhall overcome all this at laſt , if the people (iffer 
not themſclyes to be deluded with falſe and ſpecious ſhews.and ſo drawn tobe- 
tray us to their owne undoing who have ever beene willing to hazard 
the undoing of our ſelves , that = might not be betray'd by our neg- 
let of the trult {repoled in us 4; but [if it} were poſſible, tbey ſhould prevall 
herein, yer wee would not fail through Gods grace fill ro perfiſt in our duties, 
aid to look beyond our own Lives. Eſtates and advantages, as thoſe who think 
nothing worth the enjoying without the I iberty, Peace, and Safety of the King- 
dom : nr any thing too good to be hazarded in diſcharge of our Conſciences 
for the obtaining of it ; And ſhall always repoſe our (elves upon the Protedti- 
on of Almighty God ; which wee are confident ſhall &eyer be wanting to vs 
(while we ſeek his glory) as wee have found it hitherto, wonderfully going x» 
long with us in all our proceedings.

To the firſt Interogatory. 


lohn Suckling Camec tro him on Sunday morning 2s hee was in his bed ; 

An4 this Examinate conceiving hee had come to him about ſome buſi» 
nefſe of money that w2s between them ; and thereupon falling upon that Di(- 
corric, Sir Fohn Suckling told him hee was then come about another buſineſſe, 
which was to nou. hy That there was a purpole of bringing the Arm 
ts London, And that 1ny Eord of Newcaſtle , was to be Generall, and hee, this 
Examinare, Licytcnant Generall, if hee would accept of it. And further ſaid, 
That hee ſhould heare more of this bufineſſe at Court : to which this Exami- 
nate anſwered only this, Well, then T will go tothe Court; which was all that 
paſſed berweene them at that time, to the beſt of this Examinates remem- 
brance, 

To the ſecond , He cannot depole. 

To the third He faith, That as he was comming in his Coach in the flreet.our 
of the Covent- garden into Saint Aartins Lane: he met there Maſter Henry Per- 
mm, who was likewiſe in a Coach ; and ſeeing this Examinate, tent his Foot- 
man to him, deſiring him to follow him , becauſe hee would ſpeak with him ; 
which this Examinate did : And Maſter /ermyn going a lirtle further, alighted, 
and went into a houſe (to which houſe , as this Examinate was but yeſterday 
informed, Sir John Swckling did then ulually reſort) and thither this Exami- 
nate followed him;zand comming after him to the top of the Stayres,M .

=f ith, Thar in Lent laſt (as he remembers) abour the naddle of it, Si 
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ng Maſter fermys in the Queens drawing Chamber he was there told by him, 
That the Queen would ſpeak with him,and thereupon Mafler /ermyn br 
hin into the Q ueens Bed-chamber:Bur before this Examinate could enter into 
aly diſcourſe with the Queen, the King came in,and then this Examinate did 
Withdraw, and went away for that time, but r:turncd again the lame night,and 
mer Maſter /ermmn again on the Q ueens ſide, who told him that hee mult ne. 
ceſſarily meet with ſome Offers of the Army , to hear ſome Propoſitions con- 
cerning the Army. The next day, being Afonday, this Examinate came again 
to the Court in the afrernoon , and went into the Queens drawing Chamber, 
where Her Majeſty then was, who was plealed to tell him that the King would 
{peak with him, and bade him repaire to the Roome within the (,allery, into 
which Room the King ſoon after came ; and His Majeſty asked him if he was 
engaged in any Cabale concerning the Army : to which he anſwered, That he 
was not : whereupon His Majeſty replyed, I command you then to joyne your 
ſelf with Percy. and fone others whom you will ind with him. And His Ma- 
zelty likewiſe ſaid, I have a defre to put my Army into a good poſture and am 
adviſed unto it by my Lord of Brytoll : which was the effe=t of what paſſed be- 
eween the King and this Examinate at that time. This Examinate meeting 
afterwards veith Maſter /ermyn, Maſter [ermyn told him that they were to meet 
that evening at nine of the clock with Maſter Percy, and fome ochers, at Maſter 
Percies Chamber; and accordingly Maſter larmyn and he went thither together, 
and there found Maſter Percy hunfſelf , Maſter Wilmer , Maſter AſEburnham, 
Mafter Pollard, Maſter Oneal, and Sir /ohn Bartley; Maſter Percy then in the 
firſt place rendered an Oath to this Exawinate and Maſter Jermyn , the reſt 
laying they had taken that Oath already : this Oath was preparcd in writing, 
and was to this effet . T hat they ſhould neither direttly nor indiretty diſcloſe am 
thing of that which ſhould be then ſud unto them , nor thinke themſelves abſolved 
from the ſecrecy emronned by this Oth, by any other Oath which ſhould be afterward: 
raken byrhem, They having taken the Oath, Maſter Piercy declared That they 
were reſolved not to admit of any body clfc into their Councels : And Maſter 
lermyn and this Examiaate moved that Sir /ohn Swck/ing might be received a- 
mongſt them ; which being oppoſed by therelt. after ſ@me debate , it was laid 
abde : And ſome ſpeech there was of Sir John Suck/mmg his being employed in 
the Army ; but how it was agreed upon , this Exaininate doth not remem- 
ber. 

After this , Maſter Percy made his Propoſitions , which he read qut of a pa- 
per, which were tq this effe&t, Thatthe Army ſhould preſently be put into a po- 
flure to ſerve the King. and then ſhould ſend up a Declaration to the Parlia» 


ment, of theſe particulars , v4z. That nothing ould be done in Parliament 
con» 
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contrary to any former Act of Parliament, which was explained, That Biſhops 
ſhould be n.ayntained in their Votes and FunRions, And the Kings Revenue 
be etabliſhcd. From theſe Propoſntions none of Maſter Percies Company did 
declare themiclves to difſcnt. Then came into confideration,if the Army ſhould 
not immediatly be brought to London , which , as this Examinate remembers, 
was firt propounded by Maſter /ermyr,and alſo the making ſure of the Tower, 
Theſe things this Examinate did urge, to ſhew the vanity and danger of the 0- 
ther Propoſitions. rthout undertaking this. In the concluſion, this Examinate 
did proteſt againſt his a wt. thing todo in either CN the proof of 
which, he appeals to the conſciences of them that were preſent , and fo parted 
with them. Abovur chis buſencfſe this Examinate ſaith, That they had two meet- 
ings and cannot diſtinguiſh what paſſed ar the one , and what at the other, but 
the reſulr of all was as hee formerly declared : further then which, he cannot 
d olcs 

Tr the fourth Inter. He can ſay no more then he hath already ſaid. 

To the fifth Imter, Hee faith , That the very day that Sir [obvr Suckling fc 
moved this unto him, he gave ſome touch of itto my Lord Dunparvan,and the 
day after his ſecond meeting at Maſter Percies Chamber , hee diſcovered itto 
my Lord of Newport, and defired him to bring him to ſome other Lords, fuch 
as miohe be likelieft ro prevent all miſchief; And accordinply the next day my 
Lord of Newport brought him to my Lord of Bedford , my Lord Say, and my 
Lord Moondevil, to whom he imparted the imayn of the buſineſſe, bur not the 
particulars, in regard of his Oath ; and defired them to make uſe of it as they 
ſhould ſee cauſe, for the ſafety of the Common-wealth, but not to produce him, 
nor naime any perſon, except there were a neceſſity for it. He further faith, That 
hedid ar the fame time make a Proteſtation unto thoſe Lords , of his fidelity 
unto the Common» wealth, and of his readinefle to run allhazards for it.

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When there was $0000 pound deſigned by the Parliament for the FE 
Army. there was as I rake it a ſudden demand made by the Scors ar Pay 5 
tic of 25000 pound, of which there was but 1 5FOOO pound ready » this 
-refled with ſo much neceſſity as the Parliaimenc afer an Ordcr madedid thin 
t fit for them to deduRt 10000 pound out of the fifty ormerly granted , upon 
which, the Souldicrs in our houſe were more ſcandalized,anongtt which I was 
one, and firting by Wilmot and Afburnham. Wilmot food up and told them, if 
ſuch papers as that ofthe Scors would procure moneys, hee doubted not but the 
Offcers of the Engliſh Army might eahly doe the like , butthe firſt Order was 
reverſed notwithſtanding , and the 100co pound given to the Scots; this was 
the cauſe of many diſcouries of diſlike amongit us , and came to this purpoſe, 
that they were diſobliged by the Parliament 3 and not by the King. this being 
[aid ofter one to another, we did relolve. that is #/ilmot, Aſhburnham, Pollard. 
Oneale, and my ſelfe to make foinc expreſſion ot (ering thc Kino in all things 
he would command us, that were honourable for him and US » beiny likewitc 
avrecable to the Fundamentall Laws of the Kingdo'n, that to farre wee ſhould 
hve and die with him. This was agreed upon by us, not having any co:mmunt- 
cation with others. that I am coupled now with all; and further, by their joynt

All chefe perſons did act and concurre tn this as well asT. This being all im- 
arted to the King by me from then, I perceived he had bin treated with by 0- 
hers concerning ſomething of our Army , which did nor agree with what we 
propuled. but enclined a way more high and (harp, not having limits either of 
Horour or Law I told the King he might be pleaſed to confider with himſelf, 
which way it was fit for lum to hearken unto. For us we weie reſolved not to 
depart from our grounds, and if he employed others wee ſhould not be diſplea- 
ſed vhoſoever they were : butjthe particulars of their defigne, or the pgrſons,we 
defired not to know, though it was no hare matter to guefſe ar them; in the end 
lbelieve the dangers of the one. and the luſtice of the other, made the King tell 
me he would leave all thoughts of other propoſitions but ours , as "things nor 
practicable, but defhired notwithRandine that — and /ermmu,who were ac- 
quainted with che other proceedings , ſhould be admicted amongſt us : I told 
him I thought the other (aenclemen would never conſent to it , bur I would 
propole 't; which I did, and wee were all inuch againſt it ; bur the King did 
preſſe it ſo much, as at the laſt, it was conſented unt» , and Goring and Jermm 
cane to my chamber, there I was appointed to tell them, after they had ſworne 
to ſecrecy, what wee had propoſed,which I did : but before T goe on tothe de- 
bare of the ways I muſt tel you, M. lermyn and Goring were very earneſt Suck- 
lng ſhould be admitted, which we did all decline ; and I was defired by all our 
men to be reſolute in it, which I was , and gave many Reaſons ; whereupon I 
remen ber Maſter Goring made anſwer, hee was ſo ingaged with Swckling , he 
could not go or do any Zing without him.

Chidley had his Inſtructions. then did he po to Porrſmonth pretending to be ab. 
ſent when this was 2 working : weall deticed my Lord of Eſſex or my Lord of 
Holl.nd and they (if there were a Generall) Newcaitle. They were pleaſed to 
give out 2 report I ſhould be Generall of the Horſe; bur I proteſt, neither to the 
King or any elſe did Tever ſo much as think of it: my Lord of Holland was 
made Generall and fo all things were laid aſide: and rhis is the truth,and all the 
truth I know of all theſe proceedings ; and this I do and will proteſt upon my 
Faith; and Wilmer, Alhbarnham, and Orveat have at feverall times confeſſed and 
(worn I never ſaid any thing, in this buſincſlc they d1d not every one aYLree un- 
to. and would juſtifie, This Relation 1 (end you , rather to inform you of the 
truth of the marter. that you may knovy the better how to do nie good : But1 
ſhould think my {elf very unhappy to be madca berrayer of any body ; what 
concerned the Tower or any rnngelle I never medled withall, nor never lpoke 
with Goring. but that night before them all : and I ſaid nothing but what yas 
conſented unto by all my part”, I never ſpoke one word to Swuck/ing Carrarvm 
Davenan, or other creatuge : mee thinks if my friends and kindred knew tlie 
truth and juftice of this matter, it were no hard marter to ſerve me in ſome 
meaſure.

Tothe firſt Interrogatory , and to the ſecond ; 


His Deponent.ſaich, That about March and April lat hee was at Bur- 
rowbridge, where divers Officers and Commanders of the Army met, to 
whom he uſed ſome ſpeeches concerning the Parliament , that hee ſaw no 
probability that the Army would be ſuddenly paid by the Parl.beeauſe they had 
promiſed {o much to the King , and to the Scots. as well as tothe Army; but 
that the King did commiſerate their caſe. and ſaid, That if they wovld be faith- 
full to him, he would pawn his Jewels rather then they ſhould be unpaid ; and 
ſaith further That he knows of ſuch a Letter ſent bythe Army to my Lord of 
Northumberlard,to be ſhewed to the Parliament; and that he told them at that 
meeting» that the Parliament was much diſoleaſed with that Letter , and that 
thoſe who had ſubſcribed ir ſhould be ſent for up particularly , that my Lord of 
Eſſex, and my Lord of Newport had expreſſed much diſlike of thar Letter. and 
of them wr: uy ſent it, and faid, that they had forfeiced their necks : which he

before he came out of London Sir [ohn Suckling had likewiſe highly cCommens- 
ded him» and ſaid he was fitter to com:nand in chicfe, then any man hee knew, 
and that the Army was not now conſiderable, being without a head, and in« 
deed was but a party (Colonell Gormng being away) who commanded a Bri-

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able to inform Our Selfe of any ſuch pernicious formed Deſigne againſt the 
Peace of this Kingdom, fince the beginning of this Parliament, as 1s mentioned 
in that Declaration, or might be any warrant to thoſe great Feares both Our 
Houſes of Parliament ſeemed to be tranſported with, but We have great exuſe 
to believe more miſchief and danger hath bin rziſcd and begotten tothe diftur- 
bance of this Kingdom, then cured or prevented by thoſe Feary and Jealoufies : 
And therefore however the rumour and diſcourſe of Plets and Confpiracies 
may have bin neceſſary to the Defignes of particular men, they ſhall doe well 
not to pay any falſe devotions ts Almighty God, who diſcerns whether Our 
dangers ace reall or pretended, 

Foc the bringing up ofthe Army to Londen, as Wee have heretofore (by no 
aher direRion then the teſtimony of a good conſcience" called God to witneſſe, 
Wee never had, or knew of any ſuch Reſolution, !o t;-0n the view of the De- 
poſitions now publiſhed wich that Declaration.1t is not evident ro Us there was 
ever fuch a defigne , unleſſe every looſe Diſcourle or Argu nent be inftance e- 
nough of ſuch 2 Deligne : And it is apparant, that what was faid of it , was 
neer three moneths before the diſcovery ro both Houſes of Parliament fo that 
Khere were any danger threatened that way , it yamiſhed without any refiſt- 
ance or prevention, by the Wildom, Power or Authority of them. 

It ſeems the intention cf that Declaration ( whatſoever othet end it hath) is 
twanſwer a Declaration they received from Us , in Anſwer to that which 
was prelented to Us at Newmarket the ninth of Zſavrch aft ; and likewiſe 
w Our Anſwer to the ;Petition of both Houſes , prefented to Us at Pork the 
renty fixth of CAfeoch laft, Bur before that Declarationfalls upon any pat* 
ticulars of Our ſaid Declaration or Anſwer, it complains , That the heads of 
the Malignant Party have with mach Art and Indufiry adviſed Us to fiffer 
divers unjuſt Scandals and Imputations upon the Parliament , to be publiſhed 
in Our name, whereby they mighe make ir odious to the people, and by their 
helpdeſtroy it : Bur nor inftancing in any one Scandall or Imputation fo pub- 
liſhed by Us, We are Rill to ſeek tor the Heads of that Malignant Party. Byr 
Qur good SubjeRs will eafily underſtand, That if Wee were guilty of thar 2+ 
ſperſion, We muMt not onely be aQive in raiſing the Scandall, bur paſſive in the 
miſchiefe begotren by that Scandall, We being an cfſenciall part of the Parlia, 
& We hope the juſt defence of Our Self & Our Autority,and the _— vin- 
dieation of Our Innocence and Juice, from the Impuration laid on Us by a 
Major part, then preſent of either , or both Houſes, ſhall no more becalled a 
Scandall upon the Parliament , then the opinion of ſuch a part be reputed an 
AR of Parliament: And We hope Our good SybjeRts will nor be long miſled 
by thatcommon expreſſion in all the Declarations ( wherein they ufurpe the 
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word P.arl:ament. and apply i t5 Fs. any Reſolution or Vote ) ſome 
few have a minde to make, by calling it, The Reſolution of Parliament , which 
can never be without Our conſent ; Neither can the Vote of either , or both 
Houſes, make a greater alteration in the Laws of this Kingdom (% folargly 
made by the advice of their Predcceſſours, with the concurrence of Lis and Our 
Anceltours either by commanding or inhibiting any thing (beſides the known 
Rule of the Law) then Our hngle Direction or Mandate can do, to which We 
do not aſcribe the Authority. 

But that Declaration informs Our People that the Malignant party hath 
drawn Us into the Northern parts farre from Our Parliament. ' It might more 
truly and properly have ſaid, That it hath driven, then drawn Us hither. For 
We confefſe Our Journey hither (for which Wee have no other reaſon to be 
ſorry, then with: reference to the cauſe of it) was onely torced upon Us by the 
true Malignant Party which contrived and countenanced thoſe barbarous Tu- 
mules a 4 ſeditious Circumſlances, of which We have fo often complai- 
ned and hereafter ſhall ſay more, and which indeed threatens ſo much danger 
to Our Perſog, and laid fo inuch ſcandall upon the whole Priviledge and Dig- 
nity of Parliament, that We wonder it can be mentioned without Bluſhes or 
Indignation : Bur of that annon. Bur why the Malignant Party ſhould be 
charged with cauſing a Preſſe to be tranſported ro Tork,, We canaot imagine, 
neither have any Papcrs or Writings iſſued from thence , to Our knowledge, 
but what have hn extorted from Us by ſuch provocations, as have not beene 
before offered to a King. And no doubr it will appeare a molt triviall and fond 
Exception, when all Prcſſes are open to vent whatſoever they think firto lay 
to the People, (a thing unwarranted by former Cultome) that Wee ſhouldnat 
make ule of all lawful means to publiſh Our juft and neceſſary Anlwers there- 
unto. As for the Authority of the great Scal (though Wee doe nut know that 
it hath been neceſſary to things of this nature) the ſame ſhall be more frequent» 
ly uſed hereafter , as occaſion ſhall require, to which Wee make n2 doubethe 
greater and better part of Our Privy Councell will concur, and whoſe Advice 
Weare reſolved to follow, as far as it ſhall be agreeable tothe good and wel- 
fare of the Kingdom. 

Before that Declaration vouchſafes to inf on any particulars , it is pleaſed 
to cenſure both Our Declaration and Anſwer,to be filled with harſh Cenſures, 
and cauſlefſe Charges upon the Parliament , (Rill miſa pplying the word P.+ 
lizxment to the Vote of both Houſes) concerning which they reſolve to give a» 
tsfaftion to the Kingdom, fince they find ir very difficult to ſarisfie Us. If, as in 
theuſage of the word Parliament, they have left Us our of their thoughts.fo by 
the word Kmgdony, they intend tocxclude all Our People, who are our of ther 
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wals : (for that's grown another Phraſe of the Time, the Vote of the ma jor 
part of both Houſes, and ſometimes of one 15 now called , The Reſolution of 
the whole Kingdome ) Wee believe it may not be hard to give ſatisfa tion 
tothemſelves; other wiſe .Wee ate confident (and Our con dence proceedes 
from the uprighteſſe "of Our owne Conſcience) they will never bee 
able fo to ſever the affeRions of Us and Oar Kingdome , that what cannot 
be atisfa ion to the one, ſhall be to the other. Neither will the Style of Hum- 
ble. and Faithfull and relling Us , That they will make V's a Great and Glorious 
Kmg , intheir Petitions and Remonftrances , fo deceive Our yood Subjects, 
that they will paſſe over the Reproaches, Threats, and Menaces they are ſtuffed 
with, which ſure could not be more gently reprehended by Us, then by ſfayingy 
Their expreſſions were different from the uſuall Language to Princes, which 
that Declaration tels you, We had no occaſion to ſay. But We believe, whoſo- 
ever looks over that Declaration preſented to Us at Newmarket .to which Ours 
was an Anſwer, will find the Language thorowout it, to beſo unuſuall , that, 
before this Parliament, it could never be parallel'd , whiles under pretence of 
juſtifying rheir feares, they give ſo much countenance to the diſcourſe of the Re- 
bels of Ireland, as if they had a mind Our good Subjects ſhould give credit to 
it: Otherwiſe, being warranted by the ſame evidence , which they have ſince 
publiſhed, they would have as well declared , That thoſe Rebels' publikely 
threaten the rooting out the name of the Eaglrhh, & that they will have a King of 
their own. and no longer be governed by Us, as that they fiy, Thatthey do no- 
thing bur by Our Authority, and that they call themſelyes, The Queens Army. 
And therefore we have great reaſon to complaine of the abſence of Juſtice and 
Inteprity in that Declaration ; beſides the unfirnefle of other expreſſions, Nei- 
ther did Wee miſtake the Subſtance or Logick of the Meſſage to Us ar Theo- 
balds. concerning the EAfilinia, which was no other, and is Rated to be no other 
ſeven by that Declaration which reproved Us) then a plaine Fhreat , Tharif 
We refuſed to joyn with them, they would make a Law without Us : nor hath 
the Pratice ſince that time been other, which will never be juſtified to the moſt 
ordinary (if not partiall) Underftandings, by the meer averring ir to be accord- 
ing to the fundan.entall Laws of this Kingdom, without giving any diceRion, 
that the mol{ cunning and learned men in the Laws may be able to finde thoſe 
foundations. And We muſt appeal to all the World, Whether they might not 
with as nuch Juſtice, and by as mich Law, have ſeized upon the eſtate of eve- 
; Member of both Houſes , who difſented from that pretended Ordinance 
(which much the major part of the Houſe of Peeres did two or three feverall 
times) a5 they have invaded that Power of Ours over the Afilitia, becauſe Wee 
(upon Reaſons they have not ſo much as pretended to anſwer) refuſed to con- 
ſentto that Propotro + And ifno better effes then loſſe of Time and hinde» 
rance of the publike Afﬀairs have been found by = Anſwers and Replyes, - 
al! 
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and moſt men doe believe » That if that due regard and Reverence had 
ven to Oar Words, and that Conſent and Obedience ro Qur Counſels , which 
we did expeR, there had been before this time a cheerfull Calme upon the face 
of the whole Kingdom, every man enjoying his owne , with all poſſible Peace 
and Security that can be imagined, which Jurdly thole men doe nor deſire, who 
(after all thoſe As of Jultice and Favour paſſed by Us rais Parliament, all 
thoſe Aﬀconts and Sufferinos endured and undergone by Us) thinke fir ſtill to 
reproach Us w ith Ship-money, Coat and Condut Money, and other things {6 
abundantly declared (as that Declaration it ſelfe confeſſes) in the generall 
Remorſrance of the State of the Kingdone , publiſhed in November laſt, 
which VVee wonder to finde nuw avowed to bee the Remoaſtrance 
of both Houſes » and which Wee aſſuce was preſented to Us onely by the 
Houſe of Commans, and did never, and 'Ne are conadent, in that t1 ne, could 
never have paſſed the Houſc of Peeres ; the Concurrence and Authority of 
which was not then thought neceſſary. Shall Wee believe thaſe Repro:chesty 
be the voice of the Kingdom of England ? That all Our loving Subjects eaſed, 
refreſhed, Arengrhencd, and abundantly fatisfied with Our Ads of Grace and 
Favour towards them are willing to be invalved in thele unthankfull expreſs 
ons > We muſt appeal to the Thanks and Acknowledgments publiſhed in the 
Petitions of molt of the Counties of Erpland ; to the Tetimony and Thanks 
We have received from both Houſes of Parliament , how ſeaſonable, how a» 
greeable this uſage of Us is to Our merit or their former expreſſions, 

We have nat at all ſwerved or departed from Our Retnlution , or words in 
the beginning of this Parliament : We taid, We were reſolved to put Our Self 
ficely ard clcecly upon the Love and AﬀeSion of Our Engliſh SubjeRs, and 
welay ſo [till, as far as concernes England. And Wee call Almighty Godas 
witmeſſe, all Oar Complaints and Jealoufies, which have never been cauſdleſſe, 
vor of Our Houſes of Parliament (but of ſome few Schiſinaricall , Faftious, 
29d Ainbirious Spirits, and upon grounds, as ſhort time, We teare, will juſtihe 
to the World) Our deniall of the Afilitia, Our abſenting Our Self from Law 
don, have been the effects of an upright and faichfull AﬀteQion yo Our Engliſh 
SubjeAs, that We may be able (through all the inconvenicncies We are com- 
pelled ro wraſtle with) at laſt to preſerve and reſtore their Religion, Laws and 
Liberzies unto them. / 

Since the proceeding againſt the Lord Kimbolter , and the five Members is 
{till looked upon, and lo atten preſied, as fo great an advantage againRt Is 
that no regracation made by Us. nor no Actions ſince that time committed a* 
gain't Us, and the Law of the Land under pretence of vindication of Pris 
vitedge, can fatisfie the Contgivers of that Declaration , but that they would 
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have Our good SubieAs beleeve, The /-na..* Wi of thoſe lixe Members tuult be 
zplor for che breaking che neck of the Parliament, (a (trange Arrogance, if any 
of thoſe Members had the penning of that Declaration) and that it is fo often 
urged again{t Vs, as it by that fingle caſuall miſtake of Ours (in form onely) 
VVe had forteited all Duty, Credit, and Allegiance from Ourpcople : VVe 
mult, without endeavouring to excuſe that, which in truth was an errour(Qus 
going to the Houle of Commons) give Our people a cleer and full narration oft 
the matter of Fat, — Our Self that Our good SubjeAs will not finde 
Our carciage in that bufinefle ſuch as hath been reported. 

When we reſulved upon ſuch grounds, as when they ſhall be publiſhed will 
atisfie the world, That it was fit for Our own Safttie, and honour, and the 
Peace of the Kingdom.to proceed againſt thoſe perſons, though We well know 
there was nodegree of Priviledge in that caſes yet (to ſhew Our defire of cor- 
relpondencie with the two houtes of Parliament) We choſe, rather then to ap- 
prekead their perlcons by the ordinary Miniſters of Tuſtice (which, according 
w the Opinion and praRtice of former times, We- might have done) to com- 
mand Our Attorney Generall to acquaint Our Houſe of Peers with Our in- 
tention, and the generall matrers of Our Charge (which was yet more parti+ 
cular then a meer Accufation) and to proceed accordingly, and ar the ſame 
time ſent a ſworn Servant, a Sergeant at Arms to Our Houle of Commons: to 
xquaint them, That Wedid accuſe, and intended to proſecute the five Mem- 
bers of that Houſe for high Treaſon, and did require that their perſons might 
be ſecured in cuſtody : This We did, not onely to ſhew that We intended not 
to violate or invade their Priviledges, but to uſe more Ceremony cowards 
them, then We then conceived in Juſtice might be required of Vs ; and expe- 
Red at lealt ſuch an Anſwer as might inform Vs, if We were out of the way 3 
Bur \We received none at all ; Onely in the inſtant, withour offering any thing 
of their Priviledges ro our Conſideration, an Order was made (and the ſame 
mghe publiſhed in Print) That if any perſon whatſoever ſhould offer to Ar+ 

the perſon of any Member ofthat Hoſe, wichour firſt acquainting that 
Houſe therewith, hv þ recciving further Order from that Houſe, That it ſhould 
be lawful for ſuch Members, or any pecſon to aff them, and to (tand upon 
bis ortheir Guard of Defence, and to make reſiſtance according ty the Prote- 
Aation taken to defend the Priviledges of Parliament : And this was the firſt 
time that We heard the Proteftation might be wreftcd to ſuch a ſenſe ; or that 
n any caſe (though ofthe moſt undoubted and unqueſtionable Priviledge) it 

ght be lawful for any Perſon to reſiſt, and uſe violence againft a 
Miniſter of [uftice, arwed with lawfull Authority ; though We well knew, 
that even ſuch a Miniſter might be puniſhed for execuring ſuch Authority - 
Vpon viewing this Order V Ve muſt confefſe INES 
Ii 2 vi

iving never ſen or heard of the like, though VVe had known Members of 
rher Houſe committed without ſo much Formality as VVe had uſed, and 
upon Crimes of a far inter: Zur nature to thoſe VVe had ſuggeſted ; an4 hayi 
19 courſe propoſed to Vs tor Our proceediag, VVe wee upon the mater 
onely told, That agaialt thoſe Pcrions V Ve were not to procced at all : That 
they were above Our reach, or the reach of the Law, it was not cahic for Vs 19 
reſolve what to do : If VVe imployed Our Miniſters of Iuſtice in the uſyall 
way tor their appr len 101 (who w Ichout doubt would not have refuſed to 
execute Our Lowtull Commands We law what Rehitance and Oppoſkion 
was like to be made, which very probably might colt fo re blood ; If We far 
1:1] and dchited upon this tecrour, We (ho at the belt have confeſſed Or 
own want of powe”, and the weaknefle of the Law : In this ſtrait We Put on 
i ſudden Reſolution, ro try whether Our own pretence, and a cleer dilcovery 
»f Our Intentions (which haply might not have been fo wel under{tood)could 
ranove thote doubts, and peeven: thole mnconvenences which feeined t» have 
beenthreatned ; and thercapon We retolved to go in Our o'wn Perton to Our 
Houſe of Commons, which We diſcovered not till the very minute ot On go- 
ino, when We fent out, That Our Scryants. and fuch Gentlemen as were then 
in Our Court, ſhould attend Vs to eſtmwſter ; but gi ring them expreſſe 
command (as We have expreſſed in Our Anſwer to cac Ordinance) thatng 
Accidents or Provecation ſhould draw them to any luch ARion as might ims 
ply a purpoſe of furce in Vs, and Our Self (requiring thoſe of Our Trainnat 
to come within-the door) went into the Houſe of Commons : the bare doi 
of which V Ve did not then conceive would have been thought more a brea 
of Priviledge, then 1f VVe had gone to the Houſe of Peers, and fenr for them 
to come to Vs, which is the uſuall cuſtom. V Ve uſed the beſt expreſſions VVe 
could to affure them how far V Ve were from any Intention of violating their 
Priviledges, That VVe intended to proceed Legally and ſpeedily againſt the 
perſons VVe had accuſed. and defired therefore, ifrhey were in the Houſe, that 
they might be deliuered ro Vs, or if abſent, that ſuch courſe might be taken for 
theu forth-coming as might ſatishe Our juſt Demands ; and fo VVe departed, 
having no other purpoſc of force, if they had been in the Houſe, then VVe haye 
before proteſie:{ betore God, in Our Anſwer tothe Ordinance. You have an 
account of Our part of this Story fully, let Our people judge freely ofic 
V Vhat fullowed on their part (though this Declaration tells you, It could not 
withdraw any part of their Reverence and Obedience from Vs ; it may be 
any part of theirs ir did not) We ſhall have too much cauſe hereafter to in» 
torm the world. 

There wil be no end of the Diſcourſe, and upbraiding Vs with evill Couns 
{cllors, if upon Our conſtant &cniall of knowing any, they will not youchlate 
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o inform Vs of them ; and afcer eight Moneths amuſing the Kingdom with 
the expectation of a diſcovery of a Malignant Party , and of evill Counſellors 
they will not at laſt name any, nor deſcribe them : Let the A tions and Lives 
of men be examined, who have Contrived, Counſelled, Actually conſented to 
erieve and burden Our penple, and if fuch be about Vs, or any againſt whom 
any notorious malicious Crime can be proved; it VVe ſhelter and proteR any 
ſuch, ler Our Tnjuſtice be publiſhed to the world ; bar till that be done par- 
acularly and manifcfily (for V Ve (hall never conclude any man upun a bare 
oencrall Votc ot the major part of cither, or both Houſes, cill it be evident 
that major part muſt be without paſſion or affeHion.) V Ve mull look upon 
the charge this Declaracion puts on Vs. Of cheriſhing and countenancing a 
difconcented Party of the Kingdom againſt them, as a heavier and unjulter 
wx upon Or Tuftice and Honour, then any V'Ve have, or can lay upon the 
Framcrs of that Declaration. 

And now, to countenance thoſe unhandſo:ne ExpreTions, whereby uſually 
ticy have :mplycd Our connivence at, or want of Zeale againltrhe Rebellion 
of Ireland, ( fo odious to all good men ) they have found a new way of expro- 
bration ; That the Proclamation againtt thoſe bloody Traytors came not our 
ull the beginning of January, though that Rebellion broke out in Oftober, 
and then by ſpeciall Command from Us but fourry Copics were appointed to 
be printed, *T'1s well known where We wece at that tine, when - Rebel- 
lon brake forth,in Scorland : That We immediately from thence recommended 
the care of that buſinefſe ro both Houſes of Parliament here , after Wee had 
provided for all fitting ſupplies from Our Kingdom: of Scorland : That after 
Our returne hicher, We oblerved all thoſe Forms for that ſcrvice. which We 
were adviſed to by Our Councell of Ireland, or both Houſes of Parliament 
here: and if no Proclamation ifſued out ſooner ( of which for the preſent Wee 
zrenot certain, br thinke that others before that time were iſſued by Our di- 
re&.ons) it was, becauſe the Lords Juſtices of the Kingdome defired them no 
foner ; and when they did, the number they defired was but rwenty, which 
they adviſed might be figned by 'ls ; which We for expedition of the Service 
commanded to be printed / a circumRance not require by them ) thereupon 
We figned more of them then our Juſtices deſired : All which was very well 
known to ſome Members of one or both Hoes of Parliament, who have the 


' moreto anſwer, if they forbore to expreſſear atthe pang of this Declaration ; 


and if they did expreſſe it, We have the greater reafon to complaine, that fo 
vious an Aſperfion ſhould becaſt on Us to Our People, when they knew well 

how to anſwer their own ObjeRtion. 
What chat Complaint is againſt the Parliament. put forth in Our Name, 
which is ſuch an evidence and countenance to the Rebels, and ſpeaks the ſame 
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language of the Parliament, which the Rebels doe, We cannot underſtand, 
All Our Anſwers and Declarations have been, and are owned by Us, and have 
been atteled under Our own Hand ; If any other had been publiſhed in Our 
Name, and without Our Authority, it would be ealic for both Houſes of Par- 
liament todiſcover and apprehend the Authors : And We wiſh, that whoſos 
ver was truſted with the Drawing and Penning of that Declaration, had noe 
more Authority or cunning to umpole upon, or deceive a major part of thoſe 
Votes by which it paſſed, then any man hath to prevaile with Us to publiſh in 
Our Naine any thing but the Sence and Reſolution of Our own == : of 
that the Contriver of that Declaration could with as good a Conlcience call 
God to wind that all His Countcls and Endeavours have been f ree trom all 
private Aims, Perſonall ReſpeRs, or Paſſions whatſoever, as Wee have done 
and doc, That We never had nor knew of ſuch Reſolutions of bringing up the 
Ariny to London. And fince this new device 15 found out in ſtead of An{wering 
Our Reaſons, or ſatisfyiag Our jult Demands, to blaſt Our Declarations and 
Anſwers, as if they wete not Our own ( a bold tenſeleſſe imputation ) Weace 
ture that every Anſwer and Declaration publiſhed by Us, is much more Out 
own, then any one of thoſe bold, threatning, and reproachfull Petitions and 
Remonſtrances arcthe A ts of either. or both Houſes, And if the Penner of 
that Declaration had been carcfull of the truſt repoled in him, he would never 
have denicd (and thereupon found fault wich Ouruſt Indignation) in the Text 
or Margent, that We had never been charged with the intention of any Force, 
and that in their whole Declaration there is no word tending to ſuch a Re 
proach ; The contrary whereof is fo evident, that We are in expreſſe rermes 
charged in that Declaration, That We ſent them gracious Meſſages, when, with 
Our Privity, bringing up the Arty was in agitation. And even in this D& 
claration they ſeek ro make Our people beleeve ſome [ach thing to be proved in 
the Depoſitions now publiſhed, wherein, We doubt not, they will as much 
Rile, as they doe in their Cenlure of that Petition ſhewed formerly ro Us by 
Capraine Zegg, and ſubſcribed by Us with C.R., which notwithſtanding Our 
full and particular Narration of the ſubAance of that Petition, the circumſtat» 
ces of Our ſeeing and approvrg it. this Declaration 15 pleaſed to ſay, Was full 
of ſcandall tothe Parliament, and might have proved dangerous to the whole 
Kingdome, If they have this dangerous Petition in their hands, We have a 
reaſon to beleeve any tendernefle to Us-ward hath kept them from communu- 
caring it ; If they have it nor, We ought to have been beleeved, Bur that all 
good people may compure their orher pretended dangers by their cleere under- 

anding of this, thenoyſe whereof hath not been inferiour to any of the relt, 
We have recovered a true Copy of the very Petition "Wee ſigned with CR, 
which ſhall in fie ime be publiſhed, and which, We hope, will open the eye; 
of Our good people. Concer. 
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Concerning Our Warrant for M. Lays. 7 pag Aniwer Was ſue and 
£1) ; But for his black Sattin Swit, and white Boots, We can give no account. 

We complained in Our Declaration, and as often as We have occaſion to 
mention Our Returne and reſidence neere London, We ſhall complain of the 
barbarous and {editious Tumults at Weitminſter and Whitehall, which indeed 
were ſo full of ſcandall ro Our Government, and danger to Oar Perſon, that 
We ſhall never thinke of Our Returne thither, till VVe haue Juſtice for what 


paſt, and ſecurity for the time to come. And if there were fo great a necefſi- 


ry. or deſire of Our Return as s pretended. in ail this time, upon fo often pre(- 

hng Our Deſires. and upon caulcs fo notorious, V Ve ſhould at leaſt have pro- 
cured forme Order for the furure, Bur that Declaration teils Us, VVe are upon 

the matter miftaken, The refort ot the Citizens ro /Veſtminſter was 25 lawfull 

2s the rclort of great numbers every day in the Term to the ordinaric Courts 

of I. ftice, They knew no Tumul:s. Strange ! Was the dilorderly appearance 

of lo many thouſands people with Staves and Swore!s crying thorow the ſtreets, 

IVeitmmaſter Hall, the afſage berween both Houſzs (in ſo much as the Mem- 

bers could hardly vaſſe to and fro) No Zrſhps. Down with the Biſhops, no Tu- 

mults > VVhat Member 18 there of ether Houle thit ſaw not thoſe numbers, 

and kcard not thoſe crys? And yer lawtull Aſſemblies? Were not feverall Mem- 

bers of enther Houſe afſaulted;threatned and ill intrearcd? and yer no T umults? 

Why made the Houſe of Peers a Declaration.and fent it down tothe Houſc of 
Commons tor the ſuppreſſing of Tumules , it there were no Tumults ? And if 
were were any, why was not fuch a Declaration con{ented ty and publiſhed ? 

When the attemprs were fo vifble, & the threats fo loud to pull down the Ab- 

b:y at Weſtnunſter had not We jult cauſe toapprehend, That ſuch people might 

continue their work ro Wheteball ? Yer no Tumults ? What a ſtrange time arc 

Wein, That a few unpudent.malicious(togive them no worle term)men ſhould 

calt ſuch a ſtrange miſt of errour before the eyes of both Houſes of Parliament, 

25 that they either cannot, ur will not ſee how manifeſtly they injure them» 

klves, by mayntaining theſe viſible untruths ? Wee fay no mate. By the helpe 

of God and the Law, VVe will have Juſtice tor thole Tumules, 

From excepting (how weightily let every man judge)to what VVee have 
aid that Declaration proceeds to cenſure Us for what V Vee have not (aid; for 
the prudent Omiſhons in Our Anſwer: VVee forbore to ſay any thing of the 
words ſpoken at Ken/ingion, of the Articles againſt Our deareſt Conſort ; and 
of the Accuſarion of the ſix Members : Of the laſt V Vee had ſpoken oftens and 
VVe thoughtenough of the other two; having never accuſed any(though God 
knows what truth there might be in either) VVee had no; to give any 
particular Anfwer. 

VVee doe not reckon Our Selfe bereaved of any part of Our Prerogative, 


which We are pleaſed freely, for a time , to part with by Bill 7 yer VVee muſt 
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fay, VVe expreſſed a great truſt in Our two Houſes of Parliament, when VV. 
tevelicd Our Sclfof the Power of diſlolving this Parliament, which was a juft, 
neceſſ1ry, and proper Prerogative : Bur V Ve are glad to heare their Reſoluii. 
1 that it ſhall not encourage them to doe any thing ,” which otherwiſe had 
"ot been fit to have beene done : If it do,. it will be ſuch a breach of Truq, 
God will require anAccount for at their hands. ; 

For the Arlitia We have faid fo much in it heretofore, and the point is 
well underſtood by all men, that We will watte time no more in that diſoure, 
We never ſaid, There was no ſuch thing as an Nrdinance (though Wee know 
that they have been long diſ-uſed) but that rhere was never any Ordinance, or 
can be without the Kivgs conſent 3 and that is true : and the unneceſſary Prefi- 
dent cired in the Declaration doth not offer tv prove the contra ry. But enough 
of that, God and the Law muſt dete:mine that Buſineſle, 

Neither hath this Declaration given Us any fatisfa Hion concerning the 
Votes of the fifteenth and 6 xtcenth of Afarch laſt, which We muſt declare, and 
appeal to all the World in the pvint to be the greateſt violation of Our Priyi- 
ledge, The Law of the Land, The Liberty of the SubzeRt , and the Right of 
Parhament that can be imagined. One of thole Votes is , (and there riceds no 
other to deſtroy the King and People) Thar when the Lards and Commony (tis 
well the Commons are admirted to their part in Judicature ) all declare whe 
the Law of the Land 1s. the ſame mu#t be aſſented to, and obeyed ; thar is the ſenk 
in few words, Whers is every mans Property, every mans Liberty? If a major 
part of both Houſes declare that the Law is , That the young:r Brother ſhall 
inherit, What is become of all the Families and Efates in the Kingdome? If 
they declare, That by the Fundamentall Law of the Land, fuch a raſh Attion, 
ch an unadviſed Word ougnt to be puniſhed by perperaall Impriſonnent, is 
not the Liberty of the Subje*t, Dwrante beneplacits, remedilefle? That Decla- 
ration confeſſeth, They pretend not to a Power of making new Laws , That, 
without Us, they cannot do that : They need no ſuch Power, if their Declara- 
tion can ſuſpend this Statute from being obeyed or executed, and make this Or- 
der, which 1s no Statute, to be obeyed and executed : If they have Power t 
declare the Lord Dgbies waiting on Us to Hampron Court , and thence viſiting 
ſome Officers at K1mpiton with a Coach and fix Horſes, to be leavying of War, 
and high Treaſon : And Sir /ohn Hothams defying, Us ro Our face, keeping Our 
Town, Fort, and Goods againſt Us by force of Arms, to be an AR of Aﬀet- 
on and Loyalty, what needs a Power of making new Laws? Or is there ſucha 
thing as Law left? Wee deſire Our good Subjects to marke the Reaſon and 
Conſequence of theſe Votes, the progreſle they have already made,and how itr 
finite that progreſſe may be. Firſt , they Vote the Kingdome is in imminent 
danger (it is aboye three moneths ſigce they diſcerned it) from enemics abroad 
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and a Por iſh and diſcontented party ac home ; that is matrer of F:& ; the 
Law fo!l.,17.s : This Vote hath given them Authority by 1 aw ( the Funda- 
mentall Laws of th: Kingdom ) to order and diſpoſe of the Afilinsa of the 
Kingdom,and wichthis Power, and to prevent that danger, roenter int» 
Our Townes x ſeize upon Our Magazine, and by force ke:p both trom 
Vs: Isnot this Our Cale? Firlt,chey Voeo We havean intention to leavy 
Warre az41nſt Our Parliamect ; that is matter of Fat ; Thur they de- 
dare, Such as (hall alhit Us to beguilty of high Treaſon; that is the Law, 
zd proved by ewo Statutes, themiclves know to be repealed : No matter 
for that ; They declare 1t. Upon this groun4 they excrciſe the Militia, 
and ſo actually do that upon Us, which they have Voted We intend to do 
pron them : Who doth not fee the confuſion that mult follow upon fuch 
: Power of declaring? If they ſhould now Vote, That Wedid aot write 
this Declaration, but that ſuch an one did it, whichis ſtill matter of Fa& ; 
and then declare, That for fo doing he is an enemy to the Commor-wealth;; 
what is become of the Law that man was born to? And if all their zc:l 
for the dtnce of the Law, te but to defend that which they dechre to 
be Law, their own Votes, it will not be inth.ic Power to fatishe ary 
man of the;r good intentions to the publike Peace, but ſuch whoare wit- 
lingtorcl:0quith his title to Afagna Charts, and hold his life and fortune 
bya Vote of a major part of bo:h Houſes : Ina word, We deny not but 
they may have power to declare in a particular doubtfull caſe regularly 
trouzht betore them, what Law 1s ; but to make a generall Declaration, 
wherety the know Rule of the Law may be croſſed or altered, they have 
no Power, nor can exerciſe any, without bringing the life and liberty of 
the Su: j.t to a lawleſſe and arbxrary ſubzetion. ; 

Wecomplained (and let the World judge the Juſtice and neceſſity of 
that Complaint) of the multitude of Seditious Pamphlets and Sermons. 
And that Declaration tdls Us, They know We have wayes enough in 
Our ordinary Courts of Juſtice to puniſh thoſe : So We have to punth 
Tumults and Riots, and yet they will not {ve Our turn to Keep Our 
Towns,Our Forrdſts,and Parks trom violence. An4 it may be though thoſe 
Courts have till the power to puniſh, they may have loſt the 8kill to defir.e 
What Riots and Tumults are; other wif: a Jury in Sowrhwark, gal 1» 
panelled to examine a Riot there, would not have been Superſede ,and the 
Sheriffe enjoyned not to procced, by vertue of an Order of the Houſe of 
Commons ; which it ſeems at that time had the ſole power of declaring. 
But it is no wonder, That they who could not fce the Tumultsg do 
tet conſider the Pamphlets and Sermons, though the Author of thc 
K k Proteſt ation 
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Prutefiation Proteſted, be well known to be Burton (that infamous diftarher 
of rhe peace of this Church and Scare) and chat he preach-d ic ar Piniaſe, 
i:2 the hearing of divers Members of the Houſe of Commons : Bur of 
Pamphlers, and ſedirious Prenehers ( divers whereof have been recog, 
mended, it not impc{.d upon ſeverall Pariſhes , by ſome Members of bod 
Houſes, by what Author icy We know not) We ſhall hereatrer take a further 
account, 

We confeſſes, We have little 8kill in the Laws, and thoſe that have had 
moſt, We nuw finde are much to ſeek : Yer We cannot underitand or be- 
leeve, That every ordinary Court, or any Court, bath power to raiſe what 
Guard they pleaſc, and under what command they pleaie ; Neither can We 
imagine what dangerous cf.&s rhcy tound by the Guard we appoimel 
them, or (indeed) any the leaft occaſion why they needed a Guard a all, 

But of all th: Impu:ations fo cauſeleficly and unju'tly laid apon osby 
that D<claration, we mult wonder at that charge fo apparantly andevideng. 
ly untiue, Thar ſacharz concinually preferred and countenanced by yy, 
who are Friends, or Favourers, or related unto the chief Authors and 
Adors of that Arvicrary power heretofore prattifed and complained of: 
And, on theother ide, That ſuch as did appear againſt it, are daily dif. 
countenanced and diſgraced. We would know one Perſon rhat contributed 
to the Llls of rhyufe Times, or had dependance npon thoſe that did, whom 
wed», or lately have countenanced or preferred, Nay, we are confident 
(and we look forno other at their hands) as they kave been alwayes moſt 
eminent Aſſcrtors of the publike Liberties, fo if they found ns indlinedro 
any thing not agrecable to Honor and Juſtice, rth:y would leave usco 
morrow : whether diffcrent Perfous have not, and ds nor receive coun» 
renance clſe where, and upon what grounds, let all men Judge; andwho- 
ther we have nor been furward enough to hunour and preferre thoſe of the 
moſt contrary opinion, kow little comfort fo ever we have had of thoſe 
ferments ; in beſtowing of which, hereafter we ſhall be more guided by 
mens Actions then Opinions: And theretore we had good cauſe to beſtow 
that Admonition (tor we afſure you it was an Admonition of Our own) 
upon both Our houſes of Parliament, co rake beed of inclining, under the

Andareal! the pecious promiſes, and loud profeſſions, of makioges 

a great and glorious King; of ferlinga greater Revenue apoa us, then any 
af Our Anceſtors haveeniayed; of making us to be hononred at home, and 
ſeared abroad , refolyed into this ; Thar they will bexeady to ſerrle Our 
Revenue 
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Revenue in an Honourable Proportion, when We ſhall put Our $c1f if 
ſuch a Poſture of Goverament that Our Subjets may be f:cure to enjoy 
Our juſt Proteftion for their Religion, Laws, and Libertics > What Po- 
ſure of Government they intend We know not, nor can We imagine 
what ſecurity Our good SubjeRs can dufire for thuir Religion, Laws and 
Libertier, which We have not offcred, or fully given. And is it futable to 
the duty and dignity of coth Houſes of Parliament to Anſwer Our parti- 
cular weighty Exprethons of the Cauſes of Our Remove from London (to 
generally known to the Kingdom) with a Scoff, That they hope We were 
wriven trom thence, 'not by Our owa Fears, but by the r of the Lord 
Dizby, and hws Retinue of Cavaliers? Sure the Penner of that Declaration 
inkrt<d that _ and infolent Expreſſion (as he hath done divers c- 
thers) without the conſent or examination of buth Houſes ; who would 
pot {o lightly have departed from their former x rofefliong of duty to Us.

E rrins the confideration of a few unworthy perſons, before their Dut 
tothear King, or their care of the Kingdom.

from ſome bad rumours, comingto Our knowledge, We finde ic 
neceſſary both for Our Self, and for rhe good of that Our Kingdem, to dos 
dare, and make known both Our diſpofi.ion and deſires more fully, 

We know and feel the charge to be great, and the pl:ce ro be 2igh, where- 
nGod (the King of kings) hathplaced Us, and that We muſt render an 
xcompr of all Our aftions to him, who in his own time ſhall judge all men 
wichour exception cf perſons. We have no other intentions, bur by Our 
gverament, to honour him by whom Kings raig1, and to procure the good 


of Our people, and for this end to preſerve the right and authority where- 
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with God hath veſted Us, and which by his Providence hath been derived 
ro Us, by meny Princely Progenitors : in the which glory that Our ancient

E cannot but extr:amly wonder, that the cauflefſe Jealouficy 
concerning Us, raiſed and fomented by a Malignant party in 
this Kingdom , which dclires nothing more then to ſnatch ro 
themſelves parcicular advantages out of a generall combuſtion 
(which mcans of advanrage ſhall never be miniſtred ro them by Our faule, 
@r ſeeking) ſhould nor onely be able ro ſeduce a weak party in this Our 
Kingdom, bur fecm :0 fiade fo mach countenance even from both Houſes, 
as that Oar zaifing of a Guard (without turcher Deſizne chen for the (; 
of Our Perſon, an Attion ſo Legall, in M:nner ſo peaccable, upon cau 
lo evidery and necef{ary ) ſhould not onely be loeked upon and peritioned 
againtt by them, as a Cauſe of Jealouſie, bur declared co be rhe raihngof a

But admitting His _ had indeed had a property in the Town 
aad Magazin of Hal, who doubts but that a Parliament may diſpoſe of 
any thing wherein His Maicſty or any Subicts hath a right, infuch a 
way , as that th? Kingdom may not be expoſed to hazard or danger 
thereby, which is our caſe in the diſpoſing of the Town and Magazin of 
Hull : And whereas His Maidty doth allow this agg a greater power to 
a Parliament, burin that ſence only as he himſelf 1s a part thereof, we 
appeal to every mans conſcience that hath gbſerved our proceedings whe- 
ther we disioyned His Maicſty from His Parliament, who haven all 
bumble ways ſought his concurrence with us, as in this particular about 
Hull, and tor the removall of the Magazin there, fo alſo in all other things, 
or whether theſe evill Counſdlls about him have not ſeparated him from 
his Parliament, not onely in diſtance of place, but alſo in the diſcharge of 
this 1oynt truſt with them for the peace and ſafety of the Kingdom in this 
and ſome other particulars. 

We have givea no occaſion to His Maidty to declare His reſolution 
with ſo much earndtneſſe, that he will not ſafer cither or both Houſes 
by their - Votes, without or againſt His conſent to enioyn any thing that 
is foroiddea by the Law, or to forbid any thing that is enioyned by the 
Law. For our Votes have done no ſuch thing, and as we ſhall be very 
tender of th: Law, ( which we acknowl to be the ſafeguard and 
cuſtody of all publike and private intereſſes) fo we ſhall never allow a 
few private perſons about HiSMA1ESTY, nor HSMAIESTY 
HimſdFf in His own Perſon, and out of His Courts to be Iudge ef 
the Law, and that contrary to the iudgement of the highdt Court of 
indicatere; In like manner that His Maielty hath not rcfuſed to con- 
ſent to any thing that might be for the peace and happineſſe of the 
Kingdom , we cannot admit it inany other fence, but as His Mat 
taketh the meaſure of what will be tor the peace and happineſſc of the 
Kingdom from ſome few ill affeted perſons about him contrary to the 
advice and judgement of His great ouncell of Parliameat. id be. 
cauſe the advice of both Houſes of Parliament , hath through the 
ſugaſtions of evill Counſelors been ſo much under-valued of late, 
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and fo abſolutely rcj: ted and refuſed , we hold it fit to declare nnto the 
Kingdom (whoſe Honour and Incereft is (0 much concerned in it ) what is 
the Priviledge of the great Councell of Parli:ment herein, and whar is the 
()bligation that lierh upon the Kings of this Realm to paſſe ſuch Bills as 
arc offered unto them by both Huuſes of Parliament, inthe name,and for 
the good of the whole Kingdom whereunto they {tand engaged both in 
conſcience and in juſtice to, give their Royall Aſſent ; in conſcience, in re- 
ſpe& of the Oath that is or ought to be raken by the Kings of this Realm art 
their Coronation, aſwell to confirm by their Royall Aﬀſ-nt fach good Laws 
as their people ſhall chooſe, and ro remedy by '.aw ſuch inconveniences as 
the Kingdom may ſuffer, as ro krep and protect the Laws aiready in being, 
as may appcar borh by the Frm of rhe Oath upon Record, and in Looks of 
good Authority , an@by the Statute of 25 Ew. 3. inticuled , The Statute 
of Proviſors of Benefices ; the Formet which Oath , 2nd the Clauſe of that 
Stature concerning it, are as followerhs |

Whereupon the ſaid Commons have prayed our faid Lord the King, That 
fith the Right of the Crown of mars te the Law of the Cd Ain is 
fuch, that upon the miſchiefs and dammages which happen co this Realm, he 
ought, and 13 bound by his Oath, with the accord of his people in his Parli- 
ament, thereof to make remedy and Law, and in removing the miſchicfs and 
&amagcs which thereof enſuc , that it may pleaſe him thereupon to ordain 


rcwedy, 


Our 
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Our Lord che King ſeeing the miſchicls and damages before mentioned, 
and baving regardto the Statute made inthe ctimeof his faid Grand- father, 
and to the caules contained in the (ame, which Stature holdeth alwayes his 
force, and was never defeated, repealcd, nor adnulled in any point, aud by 
ſo much he is bounden by his Oath tocaule theſame to be kept as the Law 
of his Rcalw, though that by (ufferance and neglivence it hath been fich. nce 
actempred to the contrary ; allo having —_ to the grievous complaints 
made to him by bis people in divers his Parliaments holden herecofore, wil- 
ling to ordain remedy for the great damages and miſchiefs which have hap» 
pened,and daily do happen to the Church of Engl:nd by che tai cauſe. 

Here the Lords and Commons claim ir diccaly as the Right of the 
Crown of England, and of the Law of the Land, And that the King 
is bound by his Oath, with che accord of his people in Parliament, 
to make remedy and Law upon the miſchiets and damages which hap» 
perito this Realm 3 and the King dothgor deny ir, although he cake oc» 
calion from a Statute formerly made by his Grand-tacher , which was 
laid as part of the grounds of this Petition, to fax his Anſwei upon ano+ 
ther branch of his Oath, and pretcrmits-rhart which is claimed by the 
Lords and Commons, which he would not have done, it it mighe have been 
excepted againft, ; 

Ia juſtice they are obliged chereunto, in reſpe&of the Truſt repo- 
ſd in them, which is as well to preſerve the Kingdom by the making 
of new Laws where there ſhall be need, as by obſerving of Laws alrea- 
d; made. A Kingdom being many times as much expoſed to ruine 
for che want of a new Law, as by the violation of thoſe that are in 
being, and this is fo cleer a Right, that no doubt his Maiefty will ac- 
knowledge ir co b. as due unto his people as his proteion ; but how far 
forth be is obliged ro follow the jud of his Parliamena therein, 
that is the queſticn- And cy befides the words in the Kings 
Ourh, referring unto ſuch Laws as the people ſhall chuſe, as in fuch 
things which concern the publike Weal ,; and good of the Kingdom, they 
3r the moſt proper Judges, who are nr from "the whole Kingdom for 
that very purpoſe z {o we do not finde, That fince Laws have paſſed by 
way of Biils ( which are read thrice in both Houſes, and commirred, 
and every part and circumſtance of them fully weighed and debated 
upon the Commirment , and afterwards pafſed in both Houſes ) char ever 
the Kings of this Realm did deny them, otherwiſe then is exprefled in 
that uſuall Anſwer, Le Roy PF aviſers, which fignifies rather a ſuſpenſion 
thn a refuſall of the Royall Aﬀent, and in thoſe other Laws which are 
framed by way of Petitions of Right, the Houſes of Parliament have 
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taken themſcdves to be fo farre' Tudges of the Rights claimed by them, that 
when the Kings Anſwer hath not 1n every pe been fully according to 
thuir deſire, they have ſtill inſiſted upon their claim , and never relted 
ftisficd till ſuch time as they hadan anſwer according to their demand, 
as was done in the late Petition of Right,. and in former times upon the 
like occaſion, and if the Parliament be Judge between the King and His 
pcopl- in the Quiſtion of Right (as by the manner of the claim in Peti- 
tions of Right, and by judgements in Parliament, in Caſes of my 
Impoſitions and Taxes, and the like it appcareth to be) why ſhould they 
not be ſo-alſo in the queſtion of the common good, and neceſſity 
of the Kingdom , wherein the Kiagdom hath as cleer a right alſo to 
have the benefit and remedy of Law, as uw any thing whatſoever, 
and yet we doe not deny but 11 private Bills, and alſo in publique 
Acts of Grace, as pardons and the like Grants of Favour, His M A» 
IESTI1E may havea greater lgitude of granting or denying as he ſhall 
think fit. 

All this conſidered, we cannot but wonder that the Contriver of this 
Meſſage, ſhould conccive the people of thus Land to be fo void of common 
ſence, as to enter ito ſo deep a miſtruſt of thoſe that they have, and 
His Maicſty ought to repoſe fo great a truſt in, as to deſpair of any 
ſecurity in their private Eſtates by Diſcents ,, Purchaſes , Aſſurances , 
or Conveyances,. unlefle His Maielſty ſhould by His Vote prevent the 
preiudice they might receive. therein, . by the Votes of both Houlſcs of 
Parhament ; As if they who are «ſpecially choſen and intrulted for 
that purpoſe, and who themſelves mult needs have fo great a {hare 
in all grieyances of the Subiet, had wholly caſt off all care of the 
Subicts good, . and HS MAIE ST 1 had foldy taken it up; And 
as if it could be imagined that they ſhould by thur Votes overthrow 
the Rights of Diſcents, Purchaſes, or of any Conveyance or Aſſurance, 
in whoſe 1udgement. the whole Kingdom hath placed all their particular 
Intereſſes, it any of them ſhould be called in queltion in any of thoſe 
"Caſcs, and that FM knowing not where to place them with greater fecu- 
rity) without any Appeal from them to any other perſon or Court what- 
OCVer. 

But indeed we are very much to fk how thecaſe of Haul ſhould 
concern Diicets, and Purchaſes, or Conveyances , and Aſſurances , 
unl ſc it be in procuring more ſecurity to men ia their private Intereſks 
ty the preſcrvation of the whole from contuſion and deſtruction, and 
mu,h lf do we undceritand how the Soveraign Power was reſiſted and 
depilel therein z Certaioly nv command from His Maidſty , and His 
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kigh Court of Parliament (wherethe Soveraign power 'refides) wis dit- 
ibeyed ty Sir John Hotham, nor yet was His Maidties Authority derived 
out of any other Court, nor by any legall Commiſſion, or by any other 
way, wherein the Law hath appointed His Maidties commands to be 
derived to His SubieRts, and of what validity. His verball Commands 
are, without any ſuch ſtamp of His Authority upon them, and againlt 
the Order of both Houſes of Parliament, . and whether the not ſubmutting 
thereunto be a reſiſting and deſpiſing of the Soveraign Authority, . we leave 
ittoall men to 1udge, that do at all .underitand the Government of this 
Kingdom. 

We acknowledge that His Maicfty hath made many expreſſions of His 
zeal and intentions againſt the deſperate deſignes of Papilts, Lut yet it is 
alſo as true, that the Counklls which have prevailed .of late with him, 
have beer: little ſutable to thoſe expreitions and intentions : For what doth 
more advance the open and bloudy defigne of the Papilts in [reland , 
(whercon the ſecret plots of the Papilts here do in all ikcTihood depend) 
then His Maizſtics abſenting Himiclf, in that manner that he doth from 
His Parliament, and {ctting forth ſuch. ſharp Inve-tives againſt them, 
notwithſtanding all the humble. Petitions, . and other means which 
His Parliament hath addreſſed 1 him for. his return, and for his 
latisfaction concerning their a And what was more likely 
to give a riſe to the deſignes of Papiſts (whereof there are ſo many in 
the North, neer to the Town of Hal) and of other Malignant and ill- 
afRed perſons, ( which are ready to joyn with them, , or to the 
attempts. of Farreigacrs from abroad, then the contivuiag of that 
great Magazin at Hw/! at this time , and contrary to the deſire and adwice 
of both Houſes. of Parliament ; fo that we have too much cauſe to + 
believe that the Papiſts have ſtill ſome way and means, whereby 
or have influence upoiz His MA 1 E $ T 1 E $ Counkills for their own 
advantage. 

For the Malignant party His Maidty needeth not-a definitian of 
the Law, nor yet a more full Chara@ter of them from both Houſcs 
of Parliainent for to finde thera out, jf he will pleaſe ondy to apply the 
Charaftcr that Himſdfe hath made of them to -thoſe unto whom 
it doth properly and trucly bdong; Who are ſo much diſ-affeted to 
the peace of the Kingdom , . as they that endeavour. to dif-affe&t His 
Maicſty from the Houſes of Parliament, and perſwade him to be 
at fuck a diſtance from them both in place and affetion? Who are 
more dif-af,ted to the Government of the Kingdome, then ſuch 
x lad His Maidty away from hearkning to His Parliament ; which 
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by the C:nititutionof ts its, $2 is his greateſt and beſt Cuuncell, 
and peri wade ln to follow the malicious Countells of ſome private 
m<n , in &ppoting and contradicting the wholeſome advices, and juſt 
rrocecdings of thar his moſt ftaithtall Counce!! and highett Courr ? 
Who are th y that not onely neglect and de{pite, but labour to un. 
dermine the Law, under calvur of maintaining of it, bur they that cn. 
deavour to deſtroy the fountain and confcrvatory of the Law, which 
is the Parliament F and who are they that fet up rules for them- 
ſelves to walk by, then ſuch as are according to Law, bur they that 
will male other [udges of the law then the Law hath appointed, 
and fo diſpence} with their c b<dience, to that which che Law calleth 
Autloiry, and to their dererwinations and reſolutions ro whom the 
judgment doth aprertain by Law ? For when private perſons ſhall 
make the Law to be their Rule ,, according to their own underftand- 
ings , contrary to the jadgement of thoſe that are the comperent 
Judges thereof, th'y ſet up unto themſelves other Rules then rhe 
Law doth acknowledge : who theſe perſons are , none knowerk better 
then his Maicſtr him(-If : And it he will pleaſe ro rake all poflible 
cautio: of them, as deſtruftive ro the Commor-wealth , and himlclt, 
and would remove th:m from abour hjn, ir would be the moſt effe& yall 
means to compoſe all the diftra&tions, and to cure the diftempers of this 
Kingdom. 
For the Lord Digby his Tetter , we did nor make mention of it 
a* a ground to hinder kjs Maiefty from vifting his own Fort , but we 
appeal to the iudgement of any ind'fferenr man thar ſhall reade that 
Letter, and compare ic with the poſture that his Maieſty then did , 
and til] doth Rand in towards the Parliament, and with the circumftances 
ot that late ation of his Maieſty, in going co Hell, wherber the adviſers 
of rhat Journey intended onely a vifire of that Tort and Magazine, As 
to the wayes an! overturcs oh, Accammodation , and the Vetlage of the 
25of 7 nuary laſt , fo often preſſed, but (till in vain, as is alleadged ; 
cur Anſwer is, That although fo often as the Mcfſage of the 20 of Jaxu- 
«5 barhbe-n preſſed, {> otren have our Priviledges been cleerly infrin- 
ged, that a way and method of proceeding ſhould be preſcribed unto us , 
a: well forthe ſling of his Miielties Revenue, as for rhe preſenting of 
our own defires ( a thing which in former Parliaments hath al wayes been 
excepted againſt. as a breach of Priviledge ) yer in reſpet to the matter 
contained in that Meffage, and out of our carneſt Ceſire ro beger a good 
underſtanding berween hi« Maieſty and us, we ſwallowed down a!l mat- 
ters of circumſtance, and had cre this time preſented the chief of our 
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ackres to His Majſty, had we not been interrupted with contiomnll 
denials even of thuſe things that were necery for our preſent ſecurity 
and (ubſliltance, and had not thoſe den als ben followed with pct pctuall 
invetives againlt us and our proceedings, and had not thoſe wiwedtives 

n heaped upon us fo thick one after another, (who were already 1a a 
manner wholly taken np with the preſſing afturs of this Kingdom, and 
of the Kingdom of Ircl-nd) that as we had little encouragument from 
thence to hope for any good Anſwers to our defires, fo we had not fo 
much tim lctt us to perfect them wm fuch a manner as to offer them nato 
His \'2] It, 

We conf it is 2 Refolution moſt worthy of a Prince, and of His 
Maj.ſty, toſhut His cars againit any that would incline Him to a civill 
Warre, and to abhorre the very apprehenſion of it ; But we cannot 
beleeve that min-{e to have beentin them that came with His Maj:lty to 
the Houte of Commons, or 1n them that accompanyed His Majeſty,to 
Hyprin Court, and appeared 1n a warkke manner at Ki2ofton upoin 
Thames, or indivers of them that followed His Maj.ity now latcly to 
Hy, or in them that after drew their Swords at Tork, demanding who 
would be for the King; Nbr in them that adviled His Mayty to declare 
Sir /o5n Hotham a Traytor before the Mela was tent concerning that 
buſineſ- to the Parliament, or to make / propolitions tothe Gentlemun of 
the County of Toyk, to aſſiſt His Maj.lty to procecd agrinſt him w 
vay of force, before he had, or poſſible could receive an anfwer from the 
Parliainent, to whom he had fent to demand juſtice of them againſt Sir 
lon Horham for that fact, and if thoſe malignant ſpirits ſtiall ever force 
5 to defend our Religion, the Kingdom, the Privileges of Parliament, 
and the rights and libertics of the SubjeAte, with our Swords, the blowd 
and dftrution that ſhall enfue thereupon mult be wholly caſt upon thetr 
account, God 'and our own Confcicences tl us that we are char, . and 
we douct not but God and the whole World will clear vs 
therein. 

For Captain Lego, we did notfay'that he was accuſed, or that there 
was aiy Charge againſt him for the bridging up of the Army, bug that he 
was employed y1 that euſineſe. And tor that concerning the Earl of 
N wcaſtle mentioned by His Maidſty , whnch 15 ſaid to have been asxcd 
long ſince, and that it 15 not exfie tobe anſwered : We concave that it 
's 2 queſtion of more difficulty, and harder to be antwered , Why, when 
his Maieſty hdd it neceflary ;. upon the fame grounds that firſt moved 
from the Houſes of Parliament , That a Governonr thovld be placed 
m that Town, Sir Jobn Hotham, a Gentleman of kdown Fortune and 
Latearty, 
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-ntegrity, and a perſon of whom both Houſcs of Parliament had expre{ 
{-d ther confidence, ſhould be refuſed ty His Majdty, and the Earl of 
N-weaſtl: ( who by the way was fo farre named in the bufineſſe of the 
Luſinefk of the briaging up the Army, that although there was not ground 
enoughtor a judicial) procceding, yet there was ground of ſuſpition, at 
leaſt his reputation was not Ift ſo unblemiſhed thereby, as that he ſhould 
be thought the fittdt man in England for that imployment of Hal } ſhould 
tcfun dowa in a private way from His Majdty to take upon him that 
Governinent, and why he ſhould diſguiſe himſelf under another name, 
when he came thither, as he did. But whoſoever ſhall conſider, together 
xwith the circumſtances, that of the tune when Sir [obn Horham was 
firſt appointed ty both Houſes of Parliament to take upon him that in:- 
ployment, which was preſently after His Maieſtics coming to the Houſe 
of Commons, and upon the retiring of Himſclf to H, mpron Court, 
and the Lord Dighyes aſſembling of Cavaliers at Kingſton upon Th.umes , 
will finde reaſon enough why that Town vf H#!! ſhould be committed 
rathcr to Sir John Hotham, by the authority of both Houſes of Parliz- 
ment , then to the Earl of Newcaſtle, ſent from His Maicſty in that 
manner that he was : And for the power that Sir [ohn Hotham hath from 
the Houſes of Parliament, the better it is known and underſtood, we 
are confident the more it will be approved of and juſtified : And as we do 
not conceive that His Maicſtics refufall to have that Magazin removed 
could give any advantage againſt him to haye it taken from hum, and as no 
ſuch thing is done, ſo we cannot conceive for what other reaſon any 
ſhould connſell His Maidty not to fuffer it to be removed, upon the defire 
of both Houſes of Parliament, except it tc that they had an intention to 
make uſe of 1t againſt them, 
We did not except againſt thoſe that preſented a Petition to His Maidty 
at Tork for the continuance of the Magazin at Hall, in reſpeX of their 
Condition, or inre{p«& of their number, becauſe they were mean per- 
ons, or be:auſe they were few ; but becauſe they being but a few, and 
Therc being ſo many more in the County of as good quality as themſelves 
(who have by their Petition to His May.ſty ifavowed that at of theirs) 
thit they ſhould take upon them theſtile of all the Gentry and Inhabitants 
of that County, and under that title ſhould preſume to interpole their 
advice contrary to the Votes of both Houſes of Parliament ; and if it 
can be made to appear that any of theſe Petitions that are ſaid to have been 
preſented to the Houſes of Parliament, and to have been of a ſtrange 14- 
ture, were of ſuch a nature as that, wearec confident that they were never 
received with our con{cnt and approbation. 
_ Whither 
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Whether there was an intention to deprive Sir Jobn Hothams of his life, 
if his Maicſty had been admitted into Hirlf, and whether the Infor. 
mation w.re ſuch, as that he had ground to believe it, we will nor 
bring it inco queſtion ; for that was nor, nor ought to have been the 
ground for doing what he did ; neicher was the number of his Malc- 
{tics A:rendants, for being more or fewer, much cor fiderable in this caſe : 
Fora tough it betrue, That it his Maieſty had entred with twenty Horſe 
oncly , he might haply have found meaas for to have forced the entrance 
of the reſt of his Train, who being once in the Town, would not 
have been long wichour Arms , yer that was not the ground that Sir 
Joon Hotbam was to proceed wpon , but upon the admittance of the 
King into che Town at all ; ſoas to deliver up the Town and Magazine 
unto him, and ro whomſoever he ſhould give the Command thereof, 
wi hour the knowledge and conſent of both Houſes of Parliament 
whom he was entrufted ro the contrary ; and his Maicſy havi declared 
that ro be his incention concerning the Town in a Meſſage that be ſent to 
the Parliament not long before he went co Hull, faying, That he did 
not doubr bur that Town ſhould be delivered up to him , whenſoever he 
pleaked, as ſuppoſing ir to be kept againſt him : and in like manner 
concerning his Magazine, in his M:{Tage of the four and rwentierh of 
April, wherein ic is expreſſed, That his Adaicty went thicher with s 
purpoſe te take into his hands the Adagazine, and to diſpoſe of it in ſuch 
manner as he ſhould think fic : upon theſe tearms, Sir Jo Hoth am 
could not have admicted his Aaieſty , and have made good his Truſt to the 
Parliament, though bis Adaicſty would baye entred alone, withour any 
Attendants at all of his own, or of the Prince or Dak* his ſons , which 
we do not wiſh to be lefſe then they are in their numb*r, but could heartily 
wiſh that they were generally better in their condirions, 

[athecloſe of this Mcflage, his Afaicfty ftates the caſe of HeF, and 
the-enpon inferreth , That the At of Sir Jobn Hatham was levyin of War 
againſt the King, and conſequently, That ir was no lefſ: then high Treaſon, 
by rhe letter of the Statute of 25 Edw.3. cap. 2, anlefle the ſenſe of that Sea» 
turebe very far differing from the letrer thereof, 

In the ſtating of this Caſe, divers particulars may be obſerved, 
wherein is is noe rightly ftated ; As firſt , That his Aaicities going to 
Hell was onely an endeavour to viſita Town and Fort of his; whereas 
it was indeed to poliefle himſelf of the Town and AM, there, and 
to diffoſe of them as he himſelf ſhould think , without , and 
contrary to the Advices and Orders of both Houſes of P arliament, 


# doth his Adaieſtics own Declaracion of his 
clearly appear by —_ 
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intentions therein, by his M to boch Houſes i before and 
alter that journey. Nor can we beleive that any man that ſhull conſider the 
circumſtances ot that journey ro Hl! , can think that his Majeſty would 
bave gone thither at that time, and in that poſture, that he was pleaſed to 
put himſelf in rowards the Parliament , it te had intended only a vific of 
the Town and Magazine. Secondly, ir is fayd to be his Maiettics owne 
Town, and his own Magazine: which being uaderftoed in that ſenſe as was 
before expreſſed, as if his Maicſty had « private imeereſt of propriety there« 
in, we cannot admit ir to be fo. Thirdly, (which is the main poinc of all)

made reſiſtance with armed men in defiance of his Maickky 3 whereas ic was 
indeed in obedience to his Maic{ty ard his authority, and for bis ſcrvice and

Do theceufon declare thar neither the Statute 7 Ed. the firſt therein vou- 
ched , nor any other Law of this Kingdome doth reftraine or make vord the 
Ordinance agreed upon by both Houſes of Parliament for the ordering and 
difpofing the Afilitia of the Kingdome in this time of extreame and imminent 
danger + nor expole his Majeſties SubjeRts to any puniſhment for obeying the 
{\me , Notwithſtanding thet his Majeſty hath mfufed to give his conſent ts 
that Ordinance , but ought to be obeyed by the fundamental! Lawes of this 
Kingdom.

q 3 ad-. 
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adjudged to be contrary to it, for although the Law doe office it to be in the 
King, yet it doth not exclude thoſe in whom the Law hath placed a power for 
that purpoſe, as in the Courts of Juſtice , that Sheriffs and other Officers and 
Miniſters of thoſe Courts, and as their power is derived fromthe King by his 
Patents, yet cannot it not be reſtrained by His MajeAies Command, by His 
at Scale or otherwiſe, much leſſe can the power of Parliament be concly- 
ded by his Majeſties Command , becauſe the Authority thereof is of a higher 

and more eminent nature then any of thofe Courts. 

Ir is acknowledged that the King is the Fountain of Juſtice and proteQion, 
but the As of Juſtice and proteRion are not exerciſed in his own perſon, nor 
depend upon his pleafure but by his Courts, and by his Miniſters who muſt 
doe their duty therein, though the King in his own perſon ſhould forbid them, 
and therefore if judgments ſhould be given by them 2gaint the Kings will 
and perſonall Command, yet are they the Kings judgement. 

The high Court of Parliament is not onely a Court of Judicature enabled 
by the Laws to adjudge and determine the Rights and Liberties of the King- 
dom,againſt fuch Patents, and Grants of his Majeſty, as are prejudiciall there- 
unto, although ſtrengthened both by his perſonall commands, and by his Pro- 
clamation under thegreat Scale, bur it 1s likewiſe a-Councell to provide for the 
neceſſity, to preventthe inuninent dangers, and preſerve the publike peace and 
lafery ofthe Kingdom, and to declare the Kings pleaſure in thoſe things as are 
requiſite thereunto , and whatthey doe hercin hath the Rampe of Royall au- 
thority, although his Majeſty ſeduced by evill Councell, do in his own perion 

—_ or interrupt the ſame for the Kings Supream power and Royal pleaſure 
is exerciſed and declared in this high Court of Law and Councell after a more 
eminent and obligatory manner, then it can be by any perſonall A or Reio- 
lution of his own. 

Seeing therefore the Lords and Commons which are his Majeſties greateſt 
and highet Councell have ordained that for the preſent and neceſſary defence 
of he Rooks, the Trained Bands anc! Ailitza of this Kingdom ſhould be or- 
dred according to that Ordinance, and that the Town of Hull ſhould becom- 
mirted to the cuſtody of Sir John Hotham to be preſerved from the attempes of 
Papiſts, and other malignant perſons , who thereby might put the Kingdome 
into a combuſtion which is fo far from being a force againſt the Kings peace, 

that it is neceflary for the keeping and ſecuring ates and for that end along 
is intended, and all his Majeflics loving SubjeRs, afwell by the Law, as by 
other Laws are bound to be obedient thereunto, and what they doe therein, is 
u——_— to that Law to be interpreted to be done in aideof the King in dif- 
charge of that truſt which hee is tycd to performe ; And iris ſo far frombeing 
lyable to puniſhment, that if they ſkould refuſe to doe it, or be perſwaded by 


any 
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Commiſſion, or Command of his Mayeſtie to doe the contrary, they might 
Gully be puniſhr for the ſame according to the Lawes and uſages of the Realm, 
for the King by his Soveraignty is not inabled to deſtroy his people but to pro- 
teX and defend ch2m ; And the high Court of Parliament, and all other his 
Majelties Officers and munifters ought to be ſubſervient to that power and au- 
thority which Law hath placed in his Majeſty to that purpoſe, though he him- 
ſelfe in his own perſon ſhould negle*R the fame. 

» Wherefore the Lords and Connnons doe declare the faid Procla:nation to be 
voide in La w,and of none efteR, For that by the Confitution and policy of 
this Kingdome, the King by His Proclamation, cannot declace the Law con- 
tary tothe Judgement, and Reſolution of any of the inferivur Courts of Ju- 
Rice,much lefſe againſt the high Court of Parliamen: ; for if it were admitted, 
Thatthe King by his Proclamation may declare a Law, thereby His Procla- 
mations will in effe& become Lawes, which would turne to the ſubyerting of 
the Law of the Land, and the Rights and Liberties of the SubjeRs. 

And the Lords and Commons doe requireand Command all Conſtables, 
petty Conſtables, and all other His Majeſtics Officers and Subje&s wharſoe- 


vcr, to Muſter, levie, raiſe, march and exerciſe, or to ſum:non, cr warne any ' 


upon Warrant frum the Lievrenants, Deputy-Lievtenants, Captaines,or other 
Officers of the Trained Bands, and all others according to the {aid Ordinance 
of both Houſes,and ſhall not preſinnue to Multer, levie, raiſe, march or exer- 
tiſe by vertue of any Commitſton or other authority whatſoever, as they will 
Anſwer the contrary at their perill. And in their ſo doing, they doe further 
declare that they ſhall be proteRed by the pawer and authority of both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, and that whoſoever ſhall oppoſe, queſtion or hinder them 
in the execution of the ſaid Ordinance, ſhall be proceeded againſt as violaters 


of the Lawes, and diſturbers of the peace of the Kingdome,

If they had unſcaſonably vented ſuch propoſitions, as the Wildom and Mo- 
deſty of your Predeceſſours neyer thought fit to offer to any of Our Progeni- 
tours, nor We in honour or regard to Our Regall Authority (which God hath 
entruſted Us with for the good of Our people) could receive without juſt in- 
dignation (and-ſuch many of your ao) > propoſitions are) their hopes would 
ſoon have been blaſted, and thoſe perſons, to whom Offices, Honours, Power 
aad Commands were deſigned , by ſuch ill timing of their buſinefle , would 
have failed of their expeRation, not without a Brand upon the attempt.

mong them, They have as injuriouſly as preſumpruoufly (though We conceive 
by this time Impudence it ſelfe is aſhamed of it) attempted to calt upon Ls a-

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ſperſicns of an unheard of nataze; as if Wee had favoured 4 Rebelhion in Ow 
own Bowels ; They have likewiſe broached new DoQrine, That We are obliged 
to paſſe all Laws that ſhall be offered to Vs by bath Houſes (howſoever our owne 
Judgement and Conſcience ſhall be unſatisfied with thtm) a point of policy ag 
proper for their preſent buſineſſe,as deftruQive to all Our —_— of Parl. And 
ſo with ſtrange [ſhameleſneſſe will forget a clauſe in Law ſtill in force , made 
in the ſecond yeer of King H.5.wherein both Houſes of Parliayient do acknow- 
Icige, That it is of the Kings Regality to grant or deny ſuch of therr Petitions as 

eaſeth Himſelf , They have interpreted Our neceſſary Guard , legally aſſer-

(the thought whereof Our very foul abhorreth) thereby ro render Us odious to 
Our people. 

They 20 ſo awed Our good Subjefs with Purſtyants , Iong chargeable 
Pots Anas Heavy Cenſures and illegall Impriſonments that few of them durſt 
offer to preſent their tendernefſe of Ouc Sufferings , their owne juſt Grievan- 
ces and their ſenſe of thoſe violations of the Law, (the Birth-right of every 
Subje& of this Kingdom) though in an humble petition direRed ro both Hou- 
ſes ; and if any did, it was ifled in the Birth , called Sedrtron ; and burntby 
the common Hangman. 

They have reſtrained the Atrendance of Our ordinary and neceſſary Houſe- 
hold-ſcrvants, and ſeized upon thoſe ſmall ſums of Money which Our Credit 
had provided to buy Us Bread, With InjunRions That none ſhallbe ſuffered to 
be conveyed or returned to Us to Torke, or any of Our Peers or Seryanes with 
Us, fo that (in effeR) they have blocked Us up in that County.

And now it ſeemes 
they thinke We are ſufficiently prepared for theſe birter Pills, Wee are in 2 
handſome Poſture to receive theſe defires, (which probably are inten- 
ded to make way for a Superfetation of a (* yer”) higher nature, ( if Wee had 
not made this diſcovery to you ) for they doe not tell Us this is all, In them 
We muſt obſerve that theſe Contrivers ( the better to advance their true ends ) 
_— as much as they could their intents with a mixture of ſome things 
really to be approved by every honeft man; Ochers, ſpecious and popular ; 
And ſome which are already granted by Vs ; All which are cunningly twiſted 
and mixed with thoſcother things of their main Defigne of Ambition and pri- 
yace intereſt ; in hope, that at the firſt yiew, every eye may not ſo cleerly dil- 

eerne thern in their proper colours. We 
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We entiantratetr. 32 intend to fix this Deſigae upon 
both, or either Houſe of Parliament; We utterly profeſle againdl it, being molt 
confident of the Loyalty, good affe&tions and integritie of the intentions of 
that great Body, and knowing well chat very many of both Houſes were ab- 
lent, and many diſſented from all thoſe par.iculars VVe complain of : Bur V Ve 
doe beleeve, and accordingly profeſle to all the World, that the Malignity of 
this Deſigne ( as dangerous to the Lawes of this Kingdome, the Peace of the 
lame, and the Liberties of all Our good Subje ts, as to Our Selfe, and Our juft 
Prerogative ) hath proceeded froin the ſubrill Informations, miſchievous Pra- 
Aices, and evi!l Counſels of ambitious turbulent Spirits, dilaffefed to Gods 
true RN, MS the Unitie of the rage thereof, Our Honour and Safe- 
, and the publicke Peace and proiperity of Our e, not without a ſtrong 
Afloence upon the yery fined oh ouſcs. ona faulty ſoever others 
are, V Ve thall ( with Gods affiftance ) endeavour to diſcharge Our dury with 
uprightneſſe of heart ; And therefore ſince theſe Propoſitions come to 11s in the 
name of both Houſes of Parliament, We ſhall take a more particular notice of 


of them. 
"I the I. 2: 7. 4- 5+ 9+ 10. 15- 16. 19. Demands had been writ and printed 
in a tongue unknowne to Us and Our people, ic might have been poſſible VVe 
and they might have charitably beleeved he Propatrionato kn ſuch as mighe 
haye been in Order to the ends prerended in the Petition ( to wit ) the = 
bliting of Our Honour and Safety, the welfare and Security of Our Subjeits and 
Dommions and the removing thoſe Jeddowſie 1 and WR, 4 ſaid to have 
whappely fallen berwixe Ys and Our people, me both Vs and thems. 
4 conſt ant- conſe of Honour, Peace and meſſe. Bur being read and un-- 
derltood by all, We cannot but aſſure Our Selfe that this Profeſſion, joyned 
to theſe Propoſitions, will rather appeare a Mockery and a Scorne ; The De- 
mands being ſuch, as VVe were unworthy of the truſt repoſed mn Us w/ the 
Law, and of Our Deſcem from fo many great and famous Anceſtours, if V Ve 
could be brought to abandon that power, which onely can inable Us to per- 
forme whar We are fworne GY Our People and the Lawes, and 
lo afſume others into it, asto Our ſelfe of it ; Alchough not onely Our 
preſent Condition ( which it can hardly be ) were more necefſxous then it is, 
and VVe were both vanquiſht, and a Priſcner, and in a worſe condition then 
ever the moſt infortunate of Our Predeceffours have becn reduced to, by the 
molt criminall of their SubjeRts ; And though the Bair laid to draw Us to it, 
and to keep Our SubjeRs from indignarion at the mention of ir, the promiſes 
of a plentifull and wnparallelPd Revenue, were reduced from generals (which (ig- 
nifie nothing) to cleare and certaine particulars, finct ſuch a Bargaine would 
have bur too great a reſemblance of that of Eſavs, if We ſhould part with ſuch,

Flowers of Our Crowne, as are worth 4 the reſt of the Garland, and have 
been cranſmicted to Us from ſo many Anceſtours, and have been found fo uſe 
full and neceſſary for the welfare and Securiry of Our Subjefts, for an pres 
ſent neceſſty,or for any low and ſordid Conhiderations of Wealth ind gain, 
And therefore all men knowing that thoſe Accommodations are moſt eafily 
made, and mo{t exaRly obſcrved, that are grounded upon reaſonable and e- 
quall Conditions, We have great Cauſe to belecye, that the Contrivers of - 
theſe had no intention of ſetling any firme Accommodation but to increaſe 
theſe Jealouſies. and widen that divifion, which ( not by Our fault) is now 
unhappily fallen between Us and both Houſes. 

It is asked, That all the Lords and others of Our privy Councell, and ſuch (We 
know now what you mean by ſ«ch, but VVe have cauſe to thinke you mean 
all ) great Officers and Miniftert of State, either at home or beyond the Seas, (For 
care 1s taken tv leave out no Perſon or place* that Our diſhonour may be ſure 
not to be bounded within this Kingdome, though no ſubcile Infinuations at 
ſuch a diſtance can probably be beleeved to have been the cauſe of Our diſtra- 
ions and dangers ) ſhowld be put from Our Privy Conncell, and from thoſe Offi- 
ces and imployments, wnleſſe they be approved by both Houſe: of Parliament, how 
faithfull ſocycr We have found them to Us and the publick, and how far ſoe- 
ver they have been from offending againſt any Law, the onely rule they had 
or any others ought to have to walke by. We therefore to this part of this 
demand return you this Anſwer, That we are willing to grant that they ſhall 
take a larger Oath then you your ſelyes defire in your 11. Demand; for main- 
taining not of any part bur of the whole Law ; And We have and+ doe affure 
you, That We will be carcfull to make eleRion of ſuch In thoſe places 
of cruſt, as ſhall have given goud reſtimonies of their abilities and _ 
and againſt whom there can be nojuſt cauſe of exception, whereon reaſonably 
to ground a difidence ; That if We have or ſhall be miſtaken in Our ele&ion, 
We have and doe aſſure you, that there 18 no man ſo neere to Us in place or af- 
fetion, whom V Ve will not leave to the Juſtice of the Law, if you ſhall bring 
a particular charge and ſufficient proofes againſt him ; And that We have gi- 
ven you { the belt plodge of the effeRts of fuch a promiſe on Our part, and the 
beſt ſecurity fur the pertormance of their dutic on theirs) a Trienniall Parlic- 
mere, the apprehenſion of whoſe Juſtice will in all ility wake them wa- 
ry how they provoke it, and Ls wary how We chuſe ſuch, as by the diſcovery 
of their faults may in any ſeem to diſcredit Our ele&tion. But that with- 
out any ſhadow of a fault obje&ed, only perhaps becauſe they follow their 
conſcience, and preſerve the eſtabliſhed Laws, and agree nor in ſi:ch Votes, or 
aſſent not to ſuch Bills, as ſome perſons, who have now too great an Influence 
cyen upon both Houſes, judge or ſeeme to judge to be for the publick good,and 

; as 
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as are agreeable to that new Fropia of Retipion and Government inte which 
-} endeayour to transform this Kingdome ; (for We remember what names, 
nd for what Reaſons ” left out in the Bill offered Us concerning the Aiitia, 
which you had your ſelves recommended m the Ordinance) We will never 
conſent to the —_—_ of any, whom for their former merit” from, and affe- 
Rion to Us and the publick, We have intruſted, fince VVe conceive, That to 
doe ſo, would take away both from the affe&tion of Our ſervants the care of 
Our ſervice, and the Honour of Our Juſtice. And We the more wonder, That 
it ſhould be askr by you of Us.fince it appeares by the 123k Demand, That your 
ſelves count it reaſonable, after the preſent rurne is ſerved, that the Fwdges and 
Officers who are then placed may hold ther places quam diu ſe bene geſſerint. 
And VVe are reſolved to be as care full of thoſe VVe have choſen, as you are of 
thoſe you would chuſe, and to remove none, till they appeare to Vs to have 
re ay behaved themſelves, or ſhall be eyi&ed by lepall proceedings to have 
done lo, 
- But this Demand (as unreaſonable as it is) is bur one linke of a great Chain, 
and bur che firſt round of that Ladder, by which Our Juſt, Ancient, Regall 
Power is endeavoured to be fetched down to the ground. For it appears plain- 
ly, that itis not with the perſons now choſen, but with Our chooſing that you 
are difpleaſed ; For you demand, That the perſons put into the places and 
ments of thoſe who ſhall be removed, may be by both Houſer ; which is ſo 
farre (as ro ſome it 1nay at firſt hight appeare) from being leſſe then the power 
of nomination, that of rwo things ( of which VVe will never grant either) 
VVe would ſooner be content that you ſhould nominate and We approve, then 
ou approve 2nd VVe nominate ; The meere nomination being fo farre from 
ing any thiog, that if VVe could doe no more, VVe would never take the 
paines to doe that, when V Ve ſhould onely hazard thoſe, whom We eſteemed, 
to the ſcorne of a refuſal, i f they hapned norto be agrecable not onely to the 
Judgement, bur to the paſſion, intereſt or humour of the preſent major part of 
either Houſe. Not to ſpeake now of the great faQtions, animoſiries and diviſi- 
ons which this power would introduce 1n both Houſes, berween both Houſes, 
and in the ſeverall Countries, for the choice of perſons to be ſent to that place 
where that power was, and between the perſons that were fo choſen. Neither 
is this range Potion preſcribed to Vs onely for once, for the cure —_ 
ſent, preſſing, deſperate diſeaſe, bur for a dyetr> Vs and Our Poſterity ; Ir is 
demanded, Our Counſellonrs, all Chiefe Officers both of Law and Srate,Cons- 
manders of Forts and Caſtles, and all Peres hereafter made ( 2s to voring with- 
out which how little is the refl ?) be approved of ( that is, choſen) by chems from 
time to trmee 3 and rather then ir ever be left to the Crowne { to whom it 


onely doth and fall belong) of 07 plc fall voinehe interneiſſiow of P arlia- 
ment, 
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64, the major part of the approved Connceil is to approve them. Neither ig it 
onely demanded, that V Ve ſhould quitthe Power and Right Our Predeceffary 
have had of appointing Perſons in theſe places, bur for Counſelloars YVe are 
ro be award as well in the number, as in the perſons, 'and a power muſt bs 
2nnext to theſe places, which their Predecefſors had not; And indeed if this 
power Wcre vall to thein, it were not fit VVe ſhoulda be truſted to chooſe thok, 
who were to be truſted as much as we. | 

It is demanded, That [ch matters as concern the publicke, and are proper for 
the high Cotert of Parliament, ( which is Our Great and Suptcame Councell ) 
way be debated, reſolved and tranſutled onely in Parliament, and not elſewhere, and 
(ch as preſume to doe any thing to the contrary (hull be reſerved to the Cemſxre and 
[nagement of the Parlamert, and ſuch other matters of State, as ave pre per for 
Onr Privy Conncell ſhall be debated and concluded by ſuch of Our Nobulny(th ough 
indeed, if being made by Vs they may not Vate without rhe Cortſent of both 
Houſes,we are rather to call them your Novility) andothers, as (hall Lee from 
tee ts tinge choſen for that place, by approbation of bath Houſes of Parliament, 
and that no publicke A concerning the aff ures of the King tome, whech are proper 
for Onur Privie Conncell. may be eſtermed of any walidiy as proceeding from the 
Royall Amuthority, unlefſe it be done by the Advice and Conſent of the major part 
of our Comncell, atteſted under their hands Which Demands arc of that Nature, 
that to grant them were in effeR at once to depoſe both Our felfe and Our 
Poſteritic, 

Theſe being, paſt, We may be waiced on bare-herded ; We may have Our 
band kiſt ; The Sryle of Majeſtic concirued to Vs ; And che Kings Authoritie, 
declared by both Houſes. of Parliament, may be (till the Style of your Com- 
mands ; We may have Swords and Maces carried before Vs, and pleaſe Our 
Self with the fight of a Crown and Scepter, (and yet even theſe Twigs would 
aot long flouriſh, when the Stock upon which they grew were dead) but as to 
trucand reall Power We ſhould remain bur the ourfide, bur the Pi ture, but the 
gne of a King. We were ever willing that Our Parliament ſhould debate, 
reſolve and tranlaRt fuch matters as are proper for them, as far as they are pro- 
per for them : And We heartily wiſh, that they woald be as ca not to 
extendtheir Debates and Reſolutions beyond what is proper to thn, that 
1uhitades of things puniſhable, avd cauſes determinable by the Ordinary Iu- 
d&Catures, may not be emerteined in Parliament, and ſo cauſe a long, charges 
able, fruicleſſeartendance of Oar People, and (by Degrees) draw to you as well 
all the cauſes, as all the faults of Peftminſter-Hal, and divert proper 
_ jr oy = wayes diverted much ie tube, 
25 Wa$/a e ſtop of the proccedings againk a Rior iS 
werke, by Order ofthe Houſe of Contmong, in a time Þ riotous and tumulcu- 
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ous, as much increaicd; the danger bo okdae inſolencies, by fach a coume- 
nance to Riots,aad diſcountenance of Law; That you deſcend net tothe leatfire 
of recommending LeRurers to Churches, nor aſtend to the Legiſlative power, 
by commandins\the Law not having yet commanded it) that they rho you 
recommend be received, although neicher che Parſon nor Biſhop do approve 
ofthem ; Andhatche Retuſers (according to the courſe ſo much tormethy 
complained of to have been uſed at the Councel Table )be not fent for to artene 
to ſhew cauſe ; Ac leaft, thatyou would contider conveniency, if nut Law 
and recommend none, but who are well known to you to be Orthodox, Lear- 
ned, and Moderate, or ar leaſt fuch as have taken Orders, and ate not tototie 
cus depravers of the Book of Conumon Prayer ; A cate which aprearech by 
the Diſcourſes, Serinons and pertons of forme recommended by you, not to 
have been hitherto raken, and it highly concerns both you in duties and the 
Common-wealth in the conſequences, that jr ſhould have been taken 5 That 
neicher one eſtate tranla& what is proper for two, nor two whats proper 
for three, and conſequently, that (contrary to Our declared will JOur Forts 
may not be ſeized ; Our Arms may not be removed ;sYur Moneys may nor 
be topt ( Our legall Dire&tions may not be countermanded by you, not 
We delired to countermand them Our Self, nor ſuch entrances made upon 2 
Real War againſt Vs, upon pretence of au imaginaric War againſt youand 
2 (bwmera of neceſſity. So far do you paſſe beyond your limits, whileſt you 
ſeem by your Demand to be {trangely ftraitned within them. Arleaft We 
could have wiſht you would have expreſſed, what matters you meant as ft ts 
be tranſafted onely im Partiament, and what you meant by: onely in P artiamtnt , 
You have (of late) been perſwaded by the new doRrines of ſowne few t6

of this Demand, if it have any ) deny the. freedom of Our Anfivet, when - 
We have as wuch right to rexet what Wethink unreaſonable, as you have 
to propole what you think convenient or neceſſary ; nor is it e Our 
Aniwers either to Bills, oc any other Propofutioas ſhould be wholly free, if 
We may not ule the Libegry wat + 2 and of every SubjeR, and 
= receive 
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receive advice (without their danger UM ſhall give it) from any peridn 
known or unknown, ſworn or unſworn, in theſe matters in which the Mi- 
nage of Our Vote is truſted by the Lav, to Our own Tudg*inent and Con- 
ſcience, which how beſt to inform, is (and ever ſhall be) lettlikewiſeto Vs, 
and molt unreaſonable it were that two Eſtates, propoſing ſofnething to the 
Third, that Third ſhould be bound to take no advice; whether it were fit to 
paſſe, but from thoſe two that. did propoſe it. We ſhall ever in theſe things 
whuch are truſted wholly to Vs by the Law, not decline to hearken tothe Ad- 
vice of Our great Councell, and ſhell uſc to hear willingly the free debates of 
Our Privic Councell (whenloever We may be luffered to have them for ſen- 
ding for, and they ſhall not be terrified trom that freedom; by Vores (and 
Brands of Maligaants and Enemies to the State for adviſing what no Law 
torbids to adviſe) but We will retain Our Power of admitting no more to an 
Councell then.the Nature of the bulineſfe requires, and of diſcourfing with 
whom We pleaſe; of what We pleale, and ivpforming Our Vnderſtanding by 
debare with any Perſons, who may be well able to Inform and Advite Vs 
in ſome particular, though their Qualities, Education or other Abilities may 
not make them {o fit to be of Our ſworn Councell, and not tye Our Self up 
not to hear any more then twenty five (and thoſe not choten abſolutely by 
Vs) out of a Kingdom fo repleniſhed with Iudiciovs and Experienced Per- 
ſons in ſeverall kindes. And thwg! We ſhall (with the proportionable Con- 
fideration due to them) alwaycs weigh the Advices both of Our Creat and 
Privie Councell, yet We ſhalt- allo look upon their Adyices, as Advices, not 
2s Commands, or Impoſtions ; upotr them as Our Counſellours, not as Our 
Tutors and Guardians, and upon Our Selfas their King, not as their Pupill, 
or Ward ; for whatſoever ofRegality were by the Modeſty of Interpretation 
left in Vs in the firſt partof the ſecond De nand, as to the Parliament, is ta- 
ken from Vs in the ſecond part of the fame, and placed in this new fangled 
Linde of Councellours, whole powee is ſuch and ſo expreſſed by it that in all 
publike ARs concerning the Aﬀairs of this Kingdom, which are proper for 
Our Privie-Councell (tor whoſe Advice all publike As are ſometimes pro- 
per, though neyer neceſſary) they are defired to be admirted joynt Parenters 
with Vs inthe Regality, a1dit is not plainly expreſſed whether they mean Vs 
lo mucn as a fingle Vote in theſe Aﬀairs : Bur it is plain they mean Vs no more 
at inolt then a'fingle Vore in them, and no more power then every one ofthe 
reſt of Our Fellow-Conncellours ; onely leave to Vs, out of their reſpeR and 
cutie, (and that onely is left of all Our ancient Power) a Choice, whether 
theſe that are thus to be joyned with (or rather ſet over) Vs, ſhall be fifteen, 
or twenty hye, and great care is-taken that the Oath which theſe Men ſhall 
take, hall be fach, 1n the framms#' the forme of which (though ſure We ate 
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aot wholly unconcerned in it) We may be wholly exc! ; 

reſerved to be agreed upon bobonk Homes of Par om ANION Then 

And to ſhew that no more Care is taken of Our lafery, then of Our Power, 
after {o great indignities offered to Vs, and countenanced by thoſe who were 
molt obliged to reſent them : After Our Town and Fort kept from Vs (trom 
which, ifit were no other wiſe Ours [then the whole Kingdom is, Wejcan no 
more legally be kept out then out of Ouc whole Kingdom, which ſure your 
flves will not deny to be Treaſon) Our Arms, Our Goods ſent away, and 
Our Money Rtopt from Vs, Our Guards (in which We have no other — 
tion then to hinder the end of thele things from being proportionable totheir 
beginnings) are not onely defired to be diſmiſſed before farisfaRion for the 
murie, puniſhments of the injurers, and care taken f.r Our future Security 
from the like : But it is likewiſe defired, (and for this Law is prerended, an 
miohz as well have been for the reft, which yet with ſome ingenuity are 1c 
feems acknowleeged to be but Defires of Grace ) that We ſhall not for the fu- 
ture raiſe anty Guards or extraordinary Forces but in caſe of aRuall Rebellion 
or Invation, which if it had been Law, and fo obſerved in the time of Our Fa- 
mous Predeceſſours, few of thoſe Vietorics which have made 'this Nation fa- 
mous in other parts, could have been legally atchieved, nor could Our bleſſed 
Predeceſſour Queen Elizabeth have fo defended Her felf in $8. And if no For- 
ces muſt be leavied till Rebellions and Invaſions (which wiil not ſtay for the 
calling of Parliaments, and their conſent for raiſing Forces )be aRuall, they 
muſt undoubredly (at lcaſt molt probably ) be effetuall and preyalenc, 

And as neither care is taken for Our Rights, Honour, nor ſaferyas a Prince, 
ſo Our Rights as a private Perſon. are endeavoured to be had from Vs, ic 
being asked, that it may be unlawtull and puniſhable, not onely to conclude, 
buteven to treat of any CMarrirge with any Perſon for Our own (hildren, or to 
place Governours about them, without conſent of Parltument, and in the inter- 
miſſion of thoſe, without the conſent of Otley good Lords of the Councell, that We 
may not onely be in a inore deſpicable tate chen any of Our Predeceſſours, 
but in a meaner and viler condition therr the loweſt of Our SubjeRts, who va- 
lue no liberty they have more, then that of the free Education-and Marriage 
of their Children, from which We are asked to debar Our- Self, and have 
the 'more reaſon to take it ills that We are H, becauſe for Our choice of 2 
Governour for Our Son, and of a Husband for Our Daughter, (in which 
the Proteſtane Religion was Otr principall Conſideration) Weconceived 
We had reaſon to- expeR your prelent thanks, and the ſincreaſe of your tu- 
wuretruſts, | 

We ſuppoſe theſe Demands by this timeto- appear ſuch as the Dewanders

rours, and as little tro be intended for removing of Iealouſies (for which end 
they are ſaid to be asked, and that is not as Merchants asK at ficlt much more 
then chey will rake, {bur as moſt neceſſary to effect ic which (if they be God 
help this poor Kingdom, and thoſe who are in the hands of luch Perſon, 
whoſe Icalouſics nothing elle will remove) which indeed is tuch a way, ag if 
there being differences and ſuits berween two perlons, whereof one would 
have from the ether (everall parcells of his ancient Land, he ſhould propole ty 
him by way of Accommodation, that hee would quit to him all thoſe iy 
queſtion, with the ret of his Eftate, as the molt neceſſary and cfteSuall 
means to remove all thoſe ſuits and differences. But we call God to witneſſe; 
that asfor Our Subje&s ſake theſe Rights are veſted m Vs, (o tor their ſakes, 
as well as for Our own, We are relalved notto quit them, nor to lubyert, 
(though in a Parliamentary way) che ancient, equall, happy, well-poiled 
ad never-enough 'commended Conflitution of the Goverment of this King- 
dom, nor to make Our Self ofa King of England a Duke of Yenice, and this 
of a —_— a Republique. ; 

There being three kindes of Government amongſt men, Abſolure Monar- 
chy, Ariſtocracy-and Demecracy, and all theſe having their particular conve- 
niences and inconveniencies. The experience and witdome of your Anceſtors 
hath ſo moulded this out of a mixture of thee, as to give to this Kingdome (28 
far as humane Prudence can provide) the conveniencics of all three, without 
the inconveniencies of any one, as long as the Balu,ce hangs even berweene 
the three Eſtates, and they run joyntly on in their proper Chanel ( begering 
Verdure and Fertility in the Meadows on both fides ) and the overtlg:ving of 
ether oncither fide raiſe no deluge or Inundation. The ill of abloluig Monar- 
chy is Tyranny, the ill of Ariftocracy is FaRtion and Divitun. the ills of De- 
moeracy are Tumults, Violence and Licentiouſneſſe, The good of Monarchy 
1s the unicing a Nation under one Head to reſt Invation from abroad, an In» 
ſurreftion athome : The good of Ariftocracy is the Conjun tion of Counſell 
in the ablet Perſons of a State for the publick benefic: The good of Democra® 
cy is Liberty, and the Courage and Induſtry which Liberty begets. 

-- In this Kingdome the Laws ace joyntly made by a King, by a Hoaſe of 
Peers, and by a Houſe of Commons choſen by the People, all having free 
Votes and particular Pr iviledges : The Government according to theſe Laws 
's rrufted to the King, Power of Treaties of War and Peace; of making Peers, 
ef chooſing Officers and Councellours for State, Judges for Law, Commanders 
for Forts and Caſtles, giving Commiſſions for raiſing men to make Warrea- 
broad, or _— or provide againſt Invaſions or Iaſarrettions at heme. be- 
nefit of Confiſca tions, power of pardoning, and ſore more of the like kinde 
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are placed in the King. And this kind J regulated Monarchy having, this 
power to that Authority, without which jt would be diſabled to pre= 
ferve the Laws.in their Force, and the SubjeRs in their liberties and proprie- 
tics, is intended to draw to him ſuch a Reſpet and Relation from the great 
Ones, as may hiuder the ills of Diviſion and Fa Rion and ſuch a Feare and Re- 
verence from the people, as my hinder Tumules, Violence and licentiouſneſſe, 
Again, that the Prince may not make uſe of this high and perpetuall power to 
the hurt of thoſc for whoſe good he hath ir. and make ule of the name of Pub- 
lick Neceffiie for the gain of his private Favourites and Followers, to the de- 
triment of his People, clic Houſe of Commons { an excellent Conſerver of Li- 
berry, but never inzended for any ſhare in Government, or the chiding of them 
that ſhould govern) is folely intrufled with the ficſt Propoſitions concerning 
the Leavies of Moneys (which is the finewes as well of Peace a5 _ and the 
impeaching of thoſe, why for their owne ends. though countenanced by any 
' ſurreptiziouſly gotren Command of the King have vivlated that Law,which he 
5 bound( when he knows 1t)to proteR,and to the proteRion of which they were 
bound to adviſe him, atleaſt not ts ſerve him in the contrary. And the Lords 
being truſted with a Judicatorie power, are an excellent Screen and Bank be- 
rweea the Prince and People, to affifl each againt any Incroachments of the 
other, and by jt Judgemen:s t» preſerve that Law, which ought to be the 
Rule of every one of the three. For the berter enabling them in chis, beyond the 
Examples of any of Oar Anceſtors, We were willingly contented to Oblige 
Or Seite, both co call a Parliament every three yeats and not to diffolye it in 
fiſtie dayes and for the preſnr exigent; the berter to raiſe Money, and avoide 
on ( no lefle prievous ro Us then them) Our People muſt have fuffe- 
red by a longer continuance of fo vaſt a Charge as two great Armies, ahd fot 
their greater certainty of having ſufficient time ro remecy the inconveniencies 
ariſen during lo long an abſence of Parlizments, and for the puttiſhment of the 
Caufers and Minifers of them, We yeelded up Our Right of diſſolving this 
Parliament, expeRing an extraordinary moderation from it in gratitude for ſo 
unexampled a Grace, and little looking that any Afalignon partie ſhould have 
deen encouraged ot enabled to have perfwaded them, felt to. Cotihitenance the 
Injuſtices and Indignities We have endured, and then by a new way of $atif- 
faftion for what was taken from Us, ro demand of Us ar once to Confirme 
what was ſo taken. and to give up almo all the reft. 

Since therefore the Power Legally placed in boch Houſes, is more then ſaffi- 
cient ro prevent and reſtrain the power of Tyranny, and withour the power 
which is now asked from Us, Wee ſhall not be able to diſcharge chat Truft 
which is the end of Monarchy, ſince this would be a torall Subverſion of the 
Fundainentall Laws, and that excellent Conſtirntion of this Kingdome, _ 
| ath 
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hath made this Nation ſd many yeeces Famous and happy to 2 great de- 

ree of Envie ; ſince to the power of puniſhing ( which is already in your 
ys according to Law) if the power of Preferring be added, We ſhall have 
nothing left tor Us, but to looke on ; ſince the incroaching of one of theſe E. 
ſtates upon the power of the other is unhappy in the effets both to them and 
all the reft ; ſince this power of at moſt a joynt Government in Us with Our 
Counſellours, (or rather Our Guardians ) will 1eturne Us to the worſt Kind of 
Minority, and make Vs deſpicable both at home and abroad, and beget eter- 
nall Factions and Difſentions (as deſtruive to publike Happineſſe as War 
both in the choſen, and the Houſes that chuſe them, and the people rr, 
the Chuſers; fince ſo new a power will undoubtedly intoxicate perſons who 
were not born to it; and _ not. onely Divifions among them as equals, 
but in them contempt of Vs as become an equall to them, and Inſolence and 
Injuſtice towards Our people, as now ſo much their inferiors, which will be 
the more grievous unto them, as ſuffering from thoſe who were (o latdly ofa 
neerer degree to theinſelyes, and - being to have redrefſe onely from thole that 
placed chem, and fearing they may be inclined to preſerve what they have 
made, both out of kindeneſſe and policie ; fince all great changes are ex- 
ereamly inconvenient, and almoſt infallibly beger yet greatzr Changes, which 
beger yet greater Inconvenicnces. 

Since as great an one in the Church muſt fallow this of the Kingdom ; 
Since the ſecond Eſtate would in all probability follow the Fate of the firfl, 
and ſome of the ſame-turbulenc ſpirits I ics would be ſoon raiſed 
againt them, and the like Propoſitions for reconciliation of Differences 
would be then ſent to them, as they now have joyned to ſend. to Vs, till (all 
Power being veſted in the Houſe of Commons, and their number making 
them incapable oftranſaRing Afﬀairs of State with the neceſſary Secrecie and 
expedition ; thoſe being retrulted to'ſome cloſe Committee) at laſt the Com- 
mon people ( who the mean time muſt be flattered, and to whom Licence 
muſt he giren in all their wilde humours, how contrary ſoever to eſtabliſhed 
Law, or their own reall Good) diſcover this Arcamm Imperii, That all 
this was done by them, bur nor for them, grow weary of Tourny-work and 
fer up for ves, call Parity and Independence, Liberty ; devour that 
Eftare which had devoured the reſt ; Deſtroy all Rights and Propricties, all 
diſtinRtions of Families and Merit ; And by this means this ſplendid andex- 
cellently diſtinguiſhed form of Government end in a dark equall (hw of 
Confi nr Ta the long Line of Our many noble Anceſtors in a Jack Cadt, 
or a Wat . 

For all theſe Reaſons to all theſe demands Our Anſwer is, Nolunnt 
Avnglie nenteri : But this VVe promiſe, that VVe will be as carefull of pres 
# ſerving 
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yin is tup iO Cconcerne wholly Our Subjets, 
what oſt concerns Our Self : For indeed VVeprofeſle - [hs ws men 
ſervation of every Law concerns Vs, thoſe of obedience being not (ccure, when 
thoſe of protection are violated; And Wee being moſt of any injuried in 
the leaſt violation of that, by which We enjoy the higheſt Rights and teſt 
Benefits, and are therefore obliged to defend no lefle ,- Ouc intereſt cn by 
Our dury,and that no Jealouſies to the contrazy ſhall be any longer nou- 
riſhed in any of Our good People, by the ſubrill infinuations , and ſecret pra« 
ices of men, Who for yroven ends are difaffeted to Our Honour and Sakery, 
and the Peace and Proſperity of Our People. And to ſhew you, that no juſt 
indignation at ſo reproachfull offers ſhall make Us refuſe to grant what is pro= 
bable roconduce to the good of Our good People , becauſe of the ill company 
it comes in, Wee will ſearch carefully in this heap of unreaſonable Demands, 
for ſo much as We ma (complying with Ouc Conſcience,and the duty of Our 
Tru?) afſen. unto, and ſhall accordingly agreeto ir. 

Ia purſuance of which Search, in the fourth propoſition , under a Demand 
which would take from Us that truſt which God, Nature, and the Laws of the 
Land have placed in Us, and of which none of you could cnduce to be depri- 
yed , Wee finde ſome —_ which Wee give this Anſwer , That Wee have 
committed che principall places about Our Children to perſons of Quality, In- 
regrity and piety, with ſpeciall regard that their Tender yeers might be io ſea- 
ſoned with the principles of the true Proteſtant Religion, as (by the bleſſing of 
God upon this Our care) this whole Kingdome may in due time rea the fic 
thereof: And 2s We have been likewiſe very carefull in the choice of Servants 
about them, that none of them may be ſuch, as by ill principles , or by ill Ex- 
amples to crofſe Our endeavours for their pious and Vertuous Education , foif 
there ſhall be found (tor all Our care to prevent it ) any perſon about Our 
Children (or about Us, which is more then you ask) againiF whom both Houſes 
ſhall make appeare to Us any juſt exception, We ſhall not onely remove them, but 
thank you for the Inforgnation; Onely We ſhall expeR; that you ſhall be like- 
wiſe carefull that there be no under-hand dealing by any to ſek faults, ro make 
room for others to ſucceed in their places. 

For the fifth Demand, as Wee will not ſuffer any to ſhare with Us in Our 
power of Treaties which are moſt impropec for Parliaments , and left un 
thoſe Treaties in which wee are necrliet concerned , not onely as a King 
but as a Father, yet We do (ſuch is Our deſire togive all reaſonable fatisfaRi- 
on) aſſure you by the word of a King, that We ſhall neyer propoſe or eutertain 
aty Treaty whatſoever for the Marziage of any of Our Children without due 
regard to the true Proteſtanc profeſſion, the good of Our Kingdoms , and the 


Honour of Our Family. 
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For the ſixth Demand, concerning the Laws in force againſt Teſwitr, Proefft , 
and Popiſh Recwſants, We have by many of Our Meſſages to you , by Our yo. 
luntary promiſe to you, ſo ſolemnly made never to pardon any poptſh Prieſt, 
by Our ftriR Proclamarions lately publiſhed im this point , and by che publike 
Examples which We have made in that cafe fince Our Reſidence at Yorke, and 
before at London ſufficiently expreſſed Our zeal herein. Why doe you then aske 
that,in which Our own Taclination hath prevented you ? And if you can yer 
find any more effe&uall Courſe to diſable them from Diſturbing the State, or 
eluding the Law by truſts or otherwiſe, We ſhall willingly prve Our Conſene 
w it, 

For the ſeventh, concerning the Votes of Popiſh Lords, Wee underſtand that 
they in diſcretion have withdrawn themſelves from the Service of the Houſe of 
Peers, (and had done fo when uſe was publikely made of their names to a» 
ſperſe the Votes ofthat Houſe, which was then counted as Malignant as thoſe 
Cabo are called Our nnkr own and nnſworn ( ouncellowys) arc now) neither doe 
We conceive that ſuch a politive Law againſt the Votes of any whoſe bloud 
gives them that right, is ſo proper in regard of the priviledge of Parliamont,but 
are content, that ſo long as they ſhall not be conformable ro the DoArine and 
DiKipline of the Church of Exgland , they ſhall not be admirred to fir in the 
Houſe of Peers, but onely to give their Proxicsto ſuch Proteſtant Lords as they 
ſhall chuſe, who are to dilpole of them as they themſelves ſhall think fie, with- 
out any Reference arall ro the Giver. 

As to the dehires for a Bill for the Education of the Children of P apiſts by Prote- 

fans inthe Proteſtom profeſſion, many about Us can witnefſe with Us*, That 

We have often delivered Our Opinion, that ſuch a Courſe (with Gods bleſſing 
upon it) would be the moſt effectuall for the cooting out of popery out of this 
Kingdom; We ſhall therefore thank you for it, and encourage you in it , and 
when ir comes unto Us,do Our Duty; And Wee heartily wiſh, or the publike 
good, that the time you have ſpent in makng Ordinances. without Us, had been 
employed in preparing this and other good Bils for Us. 

or the eighth, touching The Reformation to be made of the Chire? Govern 
ment and Liturgie, Wee had hoped, that what Wee had formerly declared con- 
—_— fame, had been ſo ſufficiently underſtood by you and all good Sub- 
jets, that We ſhould rotnced to have expreſſed Our Selfe further in it. Wee 
told you in Our Anſwers to your Petttion preſented to'Uts at Hampron Court the 
firſt of December, That for any illegall Imnovations which may have crept in. We 
willingly coeur mm the removall of them , That if Our Parliament ſbodd 
adviſe Vito call a Nationall Symodd , which may duly examine ſuch Caremenies as 
grve pſt cauſe of Offenceto wy, We ſhould rake it into (bnſpderation, att"

And we heat- 
tily wiſh, that others whom it concerned , had beenc as ready ( as cheix duty 
bound them , though they had not received itfrom Us) to have, purſued this 
Caution, as We were, and ill are willing and ready to-make good evesy par- 
ticular of that promiſe. Nor did We onely apppeac willing to Jayn.in ſo.good 
a Work, when it ſhould be b Us, be preſt and urped you to.it by Our 
Mcſſage of the fourtcenth of F, , in theſe words , ded becarſe Bo Me- 
Jeſty obſerve: great and different troubles to ariſe 1m the keartrof His Peaple , con- 
cerning the Governneent and Liturgie of the Church, Has Majeſty is willeng to-de- 
clare, That He will refer the whole conſideration tothe wiſdom of hits Parluangzents 
which He deſies them to emer into ſpeedily, that the preſent diitratlins about the 
ſame may be compeſed : but defires not ro be preſſed ro any ſingle Alt on His pare, 
till the whole be ſo degetted and ſetled Howſes, that Flas Adajeſty

For the eleyenth We would not have the O«th of all Privy Comncellours and 
Judges ſtraightned to particular Statutes of one or two particular Parliaments, 
bur extend to all Statutes of all Parliaments & the whole Lavww of the Lan4,and 
ſhal willingly conſent that an enquirie of all the breaches and violations of the Lav 
may be given mm charge by the Inſtices of the Kings Bench every Terme , and by the 
Tudges of Aſſies m their Cirenits, and Fnſtices of Peace at the Seſſions to be pre- 
ſented and puniſhed according to Law. . | | 

For the ſeventeenth, We ſhall ever be moſt ready, an We are ſorry itſhould 
be thought needfull ro move Us to it) not onely to joyn with any (particular- 
ly with the States of the Vnited Provinces, of which Wee have given a late proof 
in the Match of Our Daughter) for the defence and mayntenance of Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, againſt all deſignes and attempts of the Pope and his adherents , but fingly 
(if ne were) to oppoſe with Our life and fortune all ſuch Defignes in all 0- 
ther Nations , were they joyned : And that for Confiderations of Conſcience, 
far more then any temporall end of obtaining acceſſe of ſtrength and reputation, 
or any naturall end of reſtoring Our Rojall Siſter and her Proncely Iſſue to their 
Digmities and Domunons, though theſe de likewiſe much conſidered by Us, 

For the eighteenth, It was not Our fault that an AR was not paſſed ro cleere 
the Lord Kymbolton, nd the five Member of the Houſe of Commons but yours 
who inſerted ſuch Clauſes into both the Preamble and AR (perhaps perſwaded 
to it by ſome who wiſh not that you ſhould in any thing receive fatisfaRion

be, That Priviledge of Parliament extends not to Treaſon, and if it did, atty 
Member (the Houſe being for a ſhort time adjourned,and ſo their Conſent not

ou : And when you ſhall have given Us fatisfa&ion upon thoſe perſons who 
on taken away the One, and recalled thoſe Declarations ( particularly that of 
the 26 of Aſay, and thole in the point of the Afil1tia, (Our jult Rights, wherein 
We will no more part with then with Our Ccown', leſt Wee enable others by 
them to take that from Us)which would take away the other, and declined the 
beginnings of aWar againſt Us,under pretence of our Intention of making One 
2gainſt you: as We have never oppoſed the firſt part ofthe thirteenth Demand, 
ſo We ſhall be ready toconcur with you in the latter. 

And being then confident that the credit of thoſe Men, who defire a generall 
combuſtion, will be ſo weakned with you, that they will not be able to do this 
Kingdom any more harm, We ſhall be willing to grant Our | Pardon, 
with ſuch exceptions as ſhal be thought fir,& ſhal receive much more joy in the 
hope of a full and conſtant Happineſſe of Our people in the True Religion, and 
under the proteRion of the Law, by a bleſſed Union berween Us and Our Par- 
liament (fo much defired by Us) then in any ſuch increaſe of Our Owne Re- 
venue (how much ſoever beyond former Grants) as (when Our SubjeRs were 
wealthieſt) Our Parhament could have fetled upon Us.

That n. may know the generall Reaſons of Our being here , you muſt un- 
der{tand, That when Wee found it neither ſafe nor honourable to expoſe Our 
Perſon to the tumultuous and licentious proceedings of many ( which to this 
Gay are unpuniſhed) who did diforderly approach necr Our Court at Whitehall, 
We truſtcd this part of Our Dominions chiefly to refide in ; where, as moſt of 
the Gentry m_ have, ſo We affure Our ſelyes the reſt of you will give Us 
cleerteſtiniony of your ſervice and obedience, which We will never uſe other- 
wiſe then for the defence of the true Orthodox Religion profeſſed and ſetled in 
Queen Elizabeths time, and confirmed by the Authority of the Statutes of this 
Realme, the defence ofthe Laws and hnlumenct Conſtitutions of this King- 
dom (as the juſteſt Meaſure and Rule for Our Prerogative, and your Liberties 
and Rights) and laftly, forthe preſervation of the peace of this Kingdom. 

As for Our own Zeal to the Proteſtant profeſſion, Wee refer all the Worldty 
Our daily exerciſe of, and Our Declarations concerning it, and execution of the 
Laws againſt the Papiſts; ſolikewiſeWe cannot but declare our Self moſt hear- 
tily ſorry to find ſuch Separatitts & Schiſmaticks,who preſume, againſt Law,to 
foment new Do&rines & Diſciplines to the difurbance of the Church & State. 

For the Law, it being the common inheritance of Our people, We ſhall ne 
ver enforce any prerogative of Ours beyond it, but ſubmit Our Self to it, and 
give you, and Our SubjeRts the fulleR latitude of it , both for the liberty of 
your perſons, and the propricty of your Eſtates. And for an inviolable conh- 
dence and aflurance hereof, as We take God(the Searcher of all hearts)to wit- 
nefſe Our Reall intention herein, ſo We ſhall no longer deſire you £5 ſtand for 
the d&fener of Our Perſon, Honour, and juſt Prerogatives, then V Vee ſhall 
mayntain the Laws of the Land, the liberty of your perſons, and the propriety 
of your Goods. 

And for thecleere underſtanding of Our Reſolutions to mayntain peace, We 
may have theconfidence and happineſſeto refer (againft all malignity what- 
ſocver) zo Qur forner fixteene yeeres Reign ; (too long to difſcroble ur Na- 
tute) YPHAIt this rime VVenover eauſadtheefiion of one drop of bloud, it 
mult needs bechought chat iv Qurriper judgment in Government, V Veſhould 
never open ſuch Iſſues as might drown Us and Our poſteriry in them : Burt We 
are ſure to have ho enemies, but inthe defence of the true Proceſtant profeſſions 
che Right of the eſtabliſhed Laws, and for the preſervation of peace : and cer- 
tataly all theſe muſt be all yours, as well as Our Enemies. 

Andto the end thatthis preſent poſture wherin We meet,ſhould ngt _ 
you, with the ditempers of che tintes, the'Example of the xwo Houles ha 
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made Vs prepare for a Guard to V's = Childrens perſ6ns, V Ve wiſh you 
to look into the Compolition and Conſtitution of it, and you will find it fo far 
fromthe face or fear of V'Var, thas i ſerves.tg ſecyre you, as well as Vs, from 
ic : For Our Choice is of the prime Geny + ang of one Regjment.of Our 
Trained Bands, which cannot be thqught to oppreſle the Country ( being their 
own) nor war with themſe]ves. And V Ve furthes aſſure you, VVe neyer inten- 
ded to uſe Forreigners or difaffeRted in Rehgign : and that you thay fully aſſure 
your {elves of Our ſole dependancie ypan the loye and ſeryice of Oyr gywn 

ple, ro live and die with then , VVee haye Armed theſe Our SubjeRs ; which 
had been mol! irrationall, if VVee had eyer intended to have uſed Strangers. 
And further, you may perceive thas Ye receive none, but ſuch as Rand cleer 1a 
Loyalty and Religion, for which Reaſon V Ve have cauſed the Oaths of Alle- 
giance and Supremacy to be given them. Likewiſe\, to prevent any diflempers 
at home, V'Ve have, and ſhall put zhe Trained Bands of all this Our Kingdgm 
under the Command of perſons of honour, confidence, and affeRion totheir 
Country ; ſtraitly charging upon their Allegiance , no Officer to accept any 
conmand in them, nor Soyldiers tg obey any ſave ſuch as are authorized by 
Vs. And for the prevention of any innoyated power over you, you ſhall have 
Vs here to govern you, and the Souldiory to protet you in peace, and to re- 
lieve you _ all Oppzefſions;for that, as V Ve have told you before, 1mult 
ariſe trom ſome great violation (which V Vee hope Gol will prevent) and nor 
tom this preparation of Our Subjects, Therefore ler none of you be affrighucd 
with vaia fears; if fuch a War ſhould follow, it follows the Authours hame to 
their own doores : and ſuch by the confidence of OQur perſon with you) VVeec 
aflure Our Self you are not. 

Here We had left you to your fidelity and duty, bad not ſome malicious in- 
lolence in Our former meetings ſent forth molt prefumpruous Summons decei- 
ving Our People, and preſuming upon Our Royall Authority ; and thele pre- 
ſeat themſelves as great Defenders of Religion. Peace, and Liberty ; whereas 
they become infeKious, and cont1igigus to the People, feducing them into vaine 
fancies and deluſions,as may appzar by their Wa'gants wh'c1 VVe could trace 
to lone Pylpirs, as Wee are credibly informed : And you ſee it were jult in Us, 
to puniſh theſe as Authours of Sedition, bur that it would be too great a favgur, 
for it would honour them with the Title of Martyrdom , for Gods cauſe, as 
they vainly pretend. Bur you may gow ſee from whence this Spiric comes; thar 
would make Us.co be inthe AR of defirutionof Religion, Our Perſon a di- 
{turber of the Peace, and ready to.inmroduce Slavery. Theſe here are all the 
forxeigne Foxces Wee have, or ever ſhall intend ro baye » ro aR theſe great De- 


hgaes, wotwrbflanding, was vaigfrars hitherto imagined. So that you wm £ 
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high time that theſe fancies were diſj Rd and driven away, that We might be 
repaired in Honour and Interc,and you enjoy the bleſſing of Peace and Hay 
pineſſe ; the adyancement whereof ſhall be Our Rudy and comfort : and there- 
fore We ſhall! (when you ſhall think it a convenient time)eaſfe you in the num- 
ber of the Trained Bands : And for your Billet-Money, ir had been long ſince 
paid, bur that no part of the Subſidies (which Wee paſſed for that purpoſe) 
came to Our hands, and V Vee ſhall not be wanting in aay thing that lyeth in 
Us for the full atisfaRion thereof : And ſhall make Our Grace and ounty

fident and Reaſon). ſo confound the affettions and of his good 
Subjedts , that they know not how to behave themſelves with honeſty and 
fafery, whileft their conſcience will not ſuffer themi to ſubinit tothe one, nor 
their ſeetrity ro apply themſelves tothe other. It is nor the bare ſaying that

jets belonging to the Trained Bands or Militia of this Kingdome, are forbid- 
den to Raiſe, March , Muſter, or Exerciſe by vertue of any Order or Ordi- 
nance, of one or both Houſes of Parliament, without conſent or warrant from 
his Majefly upon paineof puniſhment according to the Laws. And whereas 
the ſaid High Sheriff hath now addreſſed hinelfe to both Houſes of Parlia» 
ment, for advice and dire&ions therein concerning the ſaid Proclamation to be 
contrariant and repugnant to the Ordinance and Judgment of both Houſes of 
Parliament concerning the Militia.

1uſmod: vobis & negl:1gemtie veſtre volumus & debemus reputare th penitus aſſig- 
nare, And their prayer in concluſion was , that thereafter -no Commiſſion of 
Array might iſſue our otherwiſe,nor in ther, wordsthen were cantained in the 
{aid copy;, and that the Commiſſioners, their Heirs , or Tenants might not be 
moleſted or troubled. So that it is to be obſerved, the Commons didnot dehire 
any amendment or declaration , as to the power of the execution of the Com- 
miſhon, which ſurely did moſt concern them andthe Kingdom ; But touching 
that, they yery well knew that 7 the Law of the Kingdoty/, and divers A. 
of Pachiament then in force, no fuch power could be exerciſed over them. F 
the Statute of Wincheſter made the x 3 E.1. then in force, did declare the certain 
proportion of arms every man was to havg, according to his eſtate in lands or 
»0ds, and the times, and how ofren their acmes were to be viewed , and by 
whom, and in what manner their defaults were to be puniſhed. The Scatute it 
ſelf followeth in theſe words, 242. And further it is commanded , that every 
.man-havein his houſe, harneſſe to keep the peace , after the ancient afſize, that 
isto ſay, every man berwixt 15 yeers of age, and 4o yeers ſhall be aſſeſſed and 
ſworn to armour according tothe quantity of their lands and goods , that isto 
wit, from 15 pound lands. and goods 4o Marks, that is to wit, and Hawbecks 
a Breſi-plare of Iron, a Sword, a Knife, and an! Horſe, -and framten pound of 
lands , and twenty Markes of goods, a Hawberke , a Breſt» of Iron, 
a Sword , and a Knife: and from five pound lands, a Doubler, a Breſt- 
plate of Iron , a 'Sword and a Knife : and from forty ſhillings -lands ,” 
and more unto five pound of land , a Sword , a Bow and Arrows, and 
Knife : and hee that hath leſſe then 4o ſhillings yerrly ſhall be ſworne tokeepe 
Gylſarms.Knives,and other lefſe weapons ; and he that hath lefſe then 20 Marks 
in goods ſhall have Swords, Knives, and other lefſe weapons : and all others 
that may, ſhall have Bows and Arrows our of the Forreſt, and inthe Forreſt, 
Bows apd Bolts : and that view of Armour be made every yeere rwo times: 
and in all Hundreds 23nd Franchiſes , two. Conſtables ſhall be choſen to make 
the view of Armour: & the Conſtables aforeſaid ſhall be preſent before Juſtices 
a(ign'd for ſuch defaulras they doe fee in the Countrey about Armour : and of 
the ſuits Towns and of Highways. And alſo ſhall preſent all ſuch as doe lodge 
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frangers in uplandiſh Towns, for whom they will not anſwer. And the Jo- 
flices ſhall preſent alſo at every Parliament unto the King fuch defaults as they 
have found , and the King ſhall-provide remetly therein. And from hence- 
forth let Sheriffs take good heed and Bayliffs within their Franchiſcs,and with- 
out; be they higher or lower, that have any Bayliwick, Forr in Fee, os 0- 
therwiſe, that they ſhall follow the Cry with the County,and after, asthey are 
bound to keep Horſes, and Armour ſotodoe; And if there be any that doe 
not , the defaults ſhall -bec' preſented to the Juſtices aff and after by 
them tothe King as before is'(aid, and the King ſhall provide remedy. And the 
Statute made im the firſt yeer of E. 3.cap.5.Star. A.29.which followeth in theſe 
words. Items, the King Wvifleth that no inan from henceforth ſhall be charged 
to arme himſelte otherwiſe then” hee-was wont in the time of his Progenitours 
Kings of England, and thatno man be compelled to goe out of his-Shire , bur 
where requireth, and ſudden comming of firange enemies intothe- 
Realm ; and then itſhalf be done as hath been uſed in times paſt for the de- 
fence of the Realme , declares the Law to the ſame effect with the former , for 
here it is declared,no man can be charged with Arms otherwiſe then as in time 
of the Kings Progenitors, or compelled to go out of his County , bur ia caſe of 
aAvall invaſion. And to the ſame effeFt isthe Statute made 25 Ec3.cap8.which 
followerh in theſe words. Jtems, it is accorded and affened' that no man ſhall. 
be conſtrained to finde men of Armes , Hoblers or Archers ; other then thoie 
which hold by ſuch ſervices, if ir be not by common affent or grant made in 
Parliament, for that is contrary to the Law of the Realm. 

And by another Ac of Parliament madeq H.4.cap.x 3. the former AAs of 
i E.z. and 15 E.z.areall confiemed as may appeare me nngBan 
the Parliament Roll ir ſelfe, becauſe thar the printed doth nc fully recite 
it which followeth in theſe words, wiz. To the thrice Excellent, thrice Re- 
nowmed, and thrice gracious Sovereigne our Lord the King , wee your poore 
Commons prays that the Sraruremade in the firſt yeere of the Reighe of the. 
Noble King Edwerd your (Grandfather, containing, that none ſhall be diftrai- 
ned to go out of their Counties, but only: for the cauſe of necefſiry of ſudden 
comming of ſtrange enemies intothe Realme. And the Stature made in the 18 
ycer of the Reigne of the ſaid Grandfather, That men of Armes; Hoblers and 
Archers, choſen to go in the Kings ſervice our of Exyland, ſhall bear the Kings: 
wages from the day they doe depart out of the where they were choy. 
ſe. And alſo the Statute made inthe 25 yeer ofthe-Reigne of the | 


father, that none be compelled ro find men of Arms, H nor Archers, 0- 
ther then thoſe which hold by ſuch ſecyices, unlefſe it be by common afſent, and 
grant made in Parliament) (hall — and ibeldpoin he 
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without being broke in any manner ; And that none of us the ſaid Commons 
be dilrained to go into ales, or eliwhere out of the Realine, contrary tothe 
forme of the Statutes aforeſaid. And that all the Commiſſhons and W rits made 
contrary to the ſaid Starures, and all the IndiAments , and Accuſations, Qbli. 
gations , and tyes made by colour of the ſaid Commuſſions or Writs with all 
their Dependancies and circumAances thereof,may be revoked,ca 
ed and difanulled for ever, as things made againſt the Law, and that they mzy 
not be taken for an example in time to come ; Andiif any of your liege people 
be impriſoned by force of the faid IndiAments or Accuſations , that be 
preſently delivered and the ſaid IndiAments held void. The King, conſenteth 
tothis law with this , that always by force or colour of the ſaid ſupplication, 
nor of any Statutethcreupon to be made , the Lords nor any other that have 
lands or poſſeſſions in the Country of Wales,or in the Marches thereof ſhall in 
no wile be excuſed of their ſcrvices& devoiers due of their ſaid lands and poſ- 
ſeſſions, nor of any other devoier or things whereto they or any of them be 
eſpecially bound to our ſaid Lord the King , though that the ſame Lords and 
others have other lagds and poſſeſſions within the Realme of England ; nor 
that the Lords or other of what efate or condition ſocver they be , rhar hold 
by Eſcuage or other Services due to the King any lands and poſſeſſions with- 
in the ſaid Realme, be no way excuſed to do their Services and Devoirs due of 
the ſaid lands and poſſeſſions; nor that the Lords, Knights, Eſquires,nor other 
perſons of what eſtate or condition they be, which hold and have of the Grant 
or Confirmation of our ſaid Lord the King, Lands, Pofſefſfiuns,Fees, Annuities, 
Pefifions, or other yeerly profits be not excuſed to doe their Services to Our 
Lord the King. in ſuch manner as they are bound, becauſe of the Lands, Poſ- 
ſeſſions, Fees, Annuities, Penſions , or Profits aforeſaid. So that the Sratures 
before mentioned were all confirmed by the Parl:ament beld nut full one yeer 
before this Statute of 5 H, 4. And by theſe As, it cleerly appeareth, "that the 
King could not by the Law give power to impoſe Arms upon the Subjects, or 
to compell them to be drawn out of their Counties ; and therefore the Com- 
mons of the Parliament of 5 H.4. many whereof very probably ſerved in the 
inmediat Parliament before v-hen the Statntes aforeſaid ( was confirmed ) 
knew very well that the Commiſhon of Array,then preſented unto them could 
not bind them that had the Law, and tr of ſo many ARs of Parliament 
to protect them. Bur becauſe the former A$ of Parliament dic! provide Re- 
medy only for the perſons that were to þe commanded, and not far the Come 
mnfioners that were to put thoſe commands in Execution , upon very great 
pains the Commons, for the indempnity of thoſe perſons who under colour of 
thoſe Commands might probably be troubled and yexed by Fines < Jn 
ents, 
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fonments , thought Or" OPS..... FIG thernſelyes, and there- 
fore prayed that the penall clauſes touching the Commiſſioners might be put 
out. And though many Commiſſions of Arraydid afterwards iſſue forth in 
the ries of H.4.H,g, and H.6. Yer did not any uſue out agreeable in words 
and manner with that correted Commiſſion , as may appeare by the Parent 
Rolls of thoſe times, and the yery next Commiſſion that iſſued out 5 H.4- 
which was in time 6 H.q. and is entred upon the Patent Roll 6 H.4.41. 15 
Dorſo, did not agree either in word or matter with that of 5 H. mol of 
the Commiſſions that afterwards iſſued vary from that even in nce. And 
ſurely had it bin conceived in thoſe times that the form of the Chmniſſion agreed 
upon 5 #7.4. and there entred had beene by that Parliament enacted , they 
would not have iſſued out ſo many Commiſſions ; eſpecially in 6 H.q. being 
the next immediate yeer, of different words and different matter, which cleer- 
ly made then void by that Statute of 5 H.4. for the Statut: doth ordain them 
no Counniflien of Array, ſhould then after iſſue out otherwiſe, or in other 
words, then the Copy agreed upon, whereby all Commiſſions in other words 
or other manner, iſſued would be void, and not warranted by that Lawghad it 
enated that Commiſſion , And that the Law then was, that no other perſon 
could be compelled to furniſh and provide Arms and Horſes, and go out of his 
County, otherwiſe then is declared by the afore-recited AQts of Parliament, 
doth RL HNy appece by thoſe Statutes , but by ſeverall ARts of Parliamenc 
made after 5 H.4. The Statute made in the fourth and fifth yeere of Phrlep 


and Mary, cap. 2. Repeals all former Statutes concerning the finding of Arms, 


and all penalties and forfeitures touching ! that AS ſetled the 
ions of Men, Horſes and Armes that every man was to finde, accord- 
ing to the value of their reſpeRive eſtates, and fers down the penalkies and for- 
feicures of ſuch as ſhould diſobey, and this Law continued in force till the firſt 
yeer of King James. Bur by Statute made that yeer, Cap. 25. the laſt mentioned 
Statute of 4 and 5 Philip and 21a7, ( probably becauſe of the great propor- 
tion of Arms it did impoſe) was Repealed, and by that Repeal the former Sta- 
wie of 13 E.1. was againe revived, for that the Stature of 4& 5 Ph. & AM. 
that had Repealed that Law was Repealed,and afterwards in the Parliament, 
21 Jac,cap-28. the Statute of 13 E.1.c4p.6- and of 33 H.8cap.z. were both of 
them Repealed. And then admitting the Commiſſion of Array as to findihg

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is likewiſe Repealed & become unwarrantable,now it is not probable tharthe 
Parliament of the firſt of King /ames would have Repealed the Statute of q &

12 8.1. & 33 H.8. which ina moderate manner did proportion the Arms eye- 
ry.man was to find in certainty, and ſuffer an AR of Parliament ro continue, 
x as did eſtabliſh a power in the King withour limitation, not onely to impoſe 
Arms butto command the perſons of the SubjeR at pleaſure , for luch isthe 
power of the Commiſſion of Array , and they had ſhewed very little care of 
their own and the Subjects Liberty, in the Parliament of the fi of King 
Tamer to Repeal the Statute of 4 & 5 Philip & Aary, that ha 

former Statutes penalties and Forfeitures touching finding of Arms, w 
(without queſtion ) che Commyſſion of Array admitting it to be eſtabliſhed 
Parliament was Repealcd , and thereby 10 revive the power of that Commi 
fon which would have ſubjeRed the peopleto far greater bondage. And fure- 
ly had the Commiſſion of Array beene authorized by AR of Parliament, 
whereby power is given to charge all ſorts of -men without diftintion with 
Armes at the diſcretion ofthe Commiſſioners, without limitation, and to train 
and excrciſe at pleaſure without Reſtraint either of time or place , It wasto 
little purpoſe to make the Statute of q & 5 Ph. & Mary, cap. 3. whereby the pe- 
nalty of ten days —— , or the payment of forty ſhillings, is im- 
poſed upon ſuch as doe not appeare at Muflers being ſummoned thereun- 
ro by the - Kings C ommiſſhoners authoriſed for that purpoſe ; and the 
Commiſſions of Lord Liertenants and Deputy- Lievtenants ſos grievous. 
ro the People, and declared illegall in Parliament, had not been ſo often iſſued 
and (9 much preſſed upon them , ifthe Commiſſion of Array not much difſe- 
ring from it in power, and not at all lefſe grievous to. the Subject might by 
the warrant and authority of the Laws of the Realm have ſupplyed their room. 
But ifall that hath been ſaid had been omirted , the illegality of this Commilſe 
fron is fufficiently cleered by rwo Statutes made in the Kings Majeftics Reigne 
that now 1s, the one being the Petition of Right confirmed this Parliament, 
and the other cnaGted this preſent Parliament; For in the Petition of Righe the 
Lords and Cotnmons doe amongſt other things ſer forth that by the good 
Laws and Statutes of this Realm the SubjeRs have inherited this freedom that 
they ſhould not be compelled ty contribute to any Tax, Tallage, Aide, or other 
like charge not {et by common conſent in Parliament, then they complain that 
divers charges have hyed, and levied upon the people in feverall Coun-

{tices of Peace, and others, by command, and directions from his Majeſty , or” 
his Privy Councell, againſt the Laws, and free cuſtomes of the Realme, fo that 
the Law there declared, was that none could be compelled to contribute to any 
Taz, 
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Tar, Tallage, Aide or other like charpe, but by conſent in Parti 
breach of that Law to be for that Fa, 4 4 were laid upon te? tek 
Lords Lievrenants, Commiſſioners for muſters, and others by command or 
diretion from his Majeſty, which comprehends* the caſe it queſtion, For here 
is2 Tax or Charge impoſed upon the peop®by compelling them to find 
Armes ; This Charge is impoſed by command and direQisns from his Ma- 
jeſty, for it is by Commiſſion under the great Seale, and all this without the 
conſent of che Loris and Co:nmons in Parliament, fo within the words of 
the Petition of right, and it is'very well knowne, and it doth ſufficiently ap- 
peare that the charges there mentioned to be layd by Lords Lieveenants, and 
depugy Lieytenants were the charging of the SubjeRts with Armes, againſt 
Law. by colour of their Commiſſion from his Majeſty, The other Starure made 
this Parliament intituled an AR for the berter raiſing, and levying of Souldiers 
ſor the preſereefence of the Kingdomes of Exyland, and Hreland, In the pre- 
amble moe theſe words, viz Whereas by the Lawes of chis Realm none 
of his Majelties- Subjets ooght to be imprefſed, or compelled to goe out of 
his County: to ſerve as a Souldier in the wars except in caſe of cecethey, of the 
ſudden comming in of ſtrange enemies into the Kingdome, or except they bee 
otherwiſe the Tenhor of their Lands or- poſſeſſions. =

and the Scots having entred the North parts of this Kingdome, which proþab- 
ly was the reaſon the Commons did not complaine againſt the iſſuing of that 
Conmiſſion : But as they doe not complaine, ſo doe they not give it any eſtab- 
liſhment by Parliament, and the Law thus continued untill che fpyyth and fifth 
Philip and Mary, which repeales all Statures touching the finding of Armes, 
and provides for it in a ſpeciall manner, then that Stature'of Philip and My 
was repealed, 1 Jac. w all the former Lawes were againerevived : Then 
the Statutes of 1 3. Edward the firft,and 33- Henry the cighth were repealed by 
21 Tac. So that the pretence of the legality ofthe (aid Commiſſions endeavou- 
red,to be juſtified by the afore mentioned Proclamation,doth now appear vain 
and unwarrantable : And though by the ſaid Proclamation it is that
